ARTICLE 37: SUBSTITUTE MOTION - Voted to amend the 
Zoning By-law of the Town of East Bridgewater, by adding to Section 
S.d. (6) after the word “billboards” the following: “sanitary land 
fill operations owned or operated by other than the Town of East 
Bridgewater.’’ A Unanimous Vote. 


ARTICLE 38: Voted to accept Section 71E of Chapter 639 of . 


the Acts of 1977. Chapter 639: AN ACT PROVIDING FOR THE 
EXPENDITURE BY SCHOOL COMMITTEES OF RECEIPTS FROM 
CERTAIN PROGRAMS. 


Section 71E: In any city or town which accepts this section, all 
monies received by the school committee in connection with the 
conduct of adult education and continuing education programs, in- 
cluding, but not limited to adult physical fitness programs conducted 
under section 71B, summer school programs and programs designated 
by prior vote of said committee as community school programs, and in 
connection with the use of school property under section 71, shall be 
deposited with the treasurer of the town or city and held as separate 
accounts. The receipts held in such a separate account may be ex- 
pended by said school committee without further appropriation for the 
purposes of the program or programs from which the receipts held in 
such accounts were derived or, in the case of the use of school property 
account, for expenses incurred in making school property available for 
such use, notwithstanding the provisions of section 53 of chapter 44 of 
the General Laws. A city or town may appropriate funds for the con- 
duct of any such program or for expenses incurred in making school 
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property available for such use, which funds shall be expended by the 
school committee in addition to funds provided from other sources. 
Three years from the date a city or town accepts the provisions of this 
paragraph, and every third year thereafter, said city or town may act 
to rescind its original acceptance. UNANIMOUS VOTE. 


ARTICLE 39: Voted to amend the Zoning By-law by creating 
a new Section J entitled: Watershed Protection District. 1. This dis- 
trict shall be bounded and described as follows: 

Beginning at the point where Cedar Street meets the Hanson 

Town Boundary Line, from that point southerly following the 

East Bridgewater Town Boundary line to Plymouth Street, then 

westerly along Plymouth Street to Bridge Street, then north- 

westerly along Bridge Street to Central Street, then easterly 
along Central Street to Cedar Street, then easterly along Cedar 

Street back to the point of beginning, and to establish the fol- 

lowing restrictions and regulations within the said district: 

a. The above and below ground storage of petroleum products 

and/or toxic chemicals will be subject to approval by the Board 

of Health and Board of Water Commissioners. 

b. Except in approved individual on-site sewerage systems and 

above and below ground storage approved as in paragraph a. 

above, there shall be no pipe lines designed or used to transport 

substances capable of contamination of the groundwater in the 

Watershed Protection District. 

c. A vertical buffer zone of no less than 10 feet shall be main- 

tained from the bottom of any commercial sand and gravel/ 

operation to the top of the maximum high water table. 

d. Sodium chloride shall not be used in snow removal operations 

in this district. YES 75 NO 1 A 2/3 VOTE. 


ARTICLE 40: To see if the Town will vote to transfer a sum of 
money from the Surplus Revenue Account to the Stabilization Fund, 
or take any other action relative thereto. VOTED TO PASS OVER 
WITHOUT ACTION. 


ARTICLE 41: To see if the Town will vote to transfer a sum of 
money from the Surplus Revenue Account to be applied against the 
current year’s tax levy, or take any action relative thereto. 


SUBSTITUTE MOTION: I move that the town vote to exempt 
$105,000. of free cash from the provisions of Section 12A of Chapter 
151 of the Acts of 1979 and that such free cash not be utilized for the 
purpose of reducing the property tax levy for fiscal year 1980. 


AMENDMENT: I move that the Town vote to exempt $35,000. 
of free cash from the provisions of Section 12A of Chapter 151 of the 
Acts of 1979 and that such free cash not be utilized for the purpose of 
reducing the property tax levy for fiscal year 1980.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
To the citizens of East Bridgewater: 


We are pleased to submit our annual report, giving us the op- 
portunity to review with you the highlights and progress of the Town 
throughout the year. 


The Board meets every Monday night except during July and 
August, when we meet bi-monthly. Other meetings are held through- 
out the week as needed, and are posted in the Town Hall in accordance 
to the Open Meeting Law. As always, the meetings are open to the 
Public and we would like to encourage more citizen attendance. If you 
have never attended a Selectmen’s meeting, we are certain that you 
would find it both interesting and educational. If you would like to 
bring your school age children so they may better understand the 
workings of Government, we would have no objection. 


During the year we had numerous hearings involving dog com- 
plaints, junk car problems, neighborhood disputes, noise pollution, 
Edison and Gas permits and liquor violations. This year the Board 
appointed the Police Department as their agents on the Liquor 
Licensing and Control Board. Throughout the year the Police 
Department inspected and checked all establishments selling liquor 
for violations which resulted in a number of hearings, warnings 
and suspensions. It is the intent of the Board of Selectmen to enforce 
a strong control in this area. 


The Town voted to abolish the position of Town Auditor from an 
elective position to an appointed position of Town Accountant. 
Mrs. Marilyn M. Mondeau was appointed to this position and is doing 
as excellent job. 


A new committee was appointed to review the Town By-Laws. 
They will review all the laws revising them where it’s deemed necessary 
and making recommendations for new laws which will be presented 
for vote at a Town Meeting at a later date. This important committee 
is very much needed by the Town and will serve to improve the East 
Bridgewater Town Government. 


In an effort to attract desirable industry for the purposes of 
reducing the tax base and creating new job opportunities in the Town, 
we have revitilized the Industrial Development Commission by 
appointing new members. We are very pleased with their efforts thus 


far and give them our full support as we feel their hard work will pro- 
duce dividends for the Town. 


. The Personnel Advisory Committee has also been restructured 
with new members. It is our desire to improve and make more uniform 


the conditions of employment for those Town employees not covered 
under Union contracts. 


This year the Selectmen will negotiate contracts with the Police 
and Firefighters Associations as well as the Highway, Water and Tree 
units represented by N.A.G.E. We are hoping that all contracts will be 
settled so they can be presented this year at the April Annual Town 
Meeting. Last year the Town Clerical workers were also represented by 
N.A.G.E. but have since dropped out of the Association and now deal 
directly with the Board of Selectmen. We wish to thank all Town 
employees involved with negotiations as they have made every effort to 
keep the best interest of the Town in mind throughout all discussions. 


Through State Funding, we were able to install a new traffic 
flow design and signal system at Route 106 and 18. Work has also been 
started on Route 18 and it is scheduled for complete resurfacing in 
1980. The down town area is still of great concern to the Board and 
efforts are still being made to improve the safety conditions, congestion 
and traffic flow in this area. 


The Board encountered an unusual problem this year created by 
thousands of birds roosting in the area of the so-called Polo field off 
Route 18 and Spring Street. Not only have they caused a pungent and 
very offensive odor but they have created a health hazard. The Board 
has worked with the State Board of Health, Wildlife and Fisheries, 
E.P.A., and other State and Federal Agencies. We have communicated 
with officials in Maryland, New York and Pennsylvania in an effort to 
correct the situation. At this time we are still pursuing a remedy. 


Perhaps the greatest challenge to the Board and Town this year 
has been the implementation of the State 4% Tax Cap. At last years 
Town Meeting we were able to accomplish a less than 4% budget in- 
crease. However, in order to do this we had to eliminate proposed 
services and cut back in other areas. With energy costs spiralling we are 
faced with a far greater challenge this year. As an example, the Town 
adopted an Energy Saving Policy and in the Town office buildings, 
we had cut back on 950 gallons of oil through December 31, 1979 
from the same period last year yet it cost us $370. more due to the 
increases in the cost of fuel. The cost of gasoline for Town vehicles 
and the cost of electricity in Town buildings and Street Lighting has 
us very concerned. 


At this years Town Meeting, our 4% tax cap excluding the School 
budget will be approximately $131,157.03. It is estimated that a 7% 
cost of living and/or salary increase for Town employees will cost 
approximately $86,450.00. This leaves us practically nothing to pay for 
the additional cost of energy, cost of new equipment, maintenance, 
new services, road construction, building improvements, necessary 
insurance increases and so on. 
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The Board fully recognizes the severity of the continuing in- 
flation and wants the Citizens of East Bridgewater to know that all 
department heads, employees, committees and officials are diligently 
fighting the war against inflation. We ask your assistance in this matter 
by urging you to attend the Annual and Special Town meetings this 
year. 


We wish to thank all Town Officials, Committees, Employees 
and Townspeople for their continued cooperation throughout the 
year.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Patrolman Paul J. Koslowsky retired from this Department after 
many years of faithful service. Prior to his retirement, he worked the 
7 - 3 shift in the center of town assisting local merchants and citizens 
of the community. 


Three new patrolmen have been added to the force: Thomas N. 
Goode, II on January 1, 1979; Albert L. Fortier, Jr. and Joseph W. 
Markowicz on July 1, 1979. All of these men completed the mandatory 
twelve weeks basic training at the Southeastern Police Academy in Fall 
River. With the addition of these fulltime men, the overtime has been 
kept down to a minimum. 


Another area implemented was the Crime Watch, which has been 
received very well in the town. Patrolman William E. Shaw has been 
active in the program and has been alloted space at the Library where 
a display has been setup and pamphlets may be obtained by the citizens 
of East Bridgewater. 


Various members of the department have been, and still are 
continuing their police education by attending classes offered by the 


Massachusetts Criminal Justice Training Council.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Following is my report for the year 1979. During this period our 
department responded to 955 calls as follows: 


Ambulance 555 
Brush, grass & woods 65 
Box Alarms (structural) 57 
Miscellaneous 208 
Fire Mutual Aid In 9 
Fire Mutual Aid Out 26 
Ambulance Mutual Aid In 18 
Ambulance Mutual Aid Out 44 


There were 7,084 telephone calls and 5,316 radio transmissions. 


Fourteen Voice Message tone activated pagers were purchased, 
assigned to Firefighter-EMTA’s and are proving their worth. 


Due to the efforts of our local Lions Club this department now 
has a Hurst Rescue Tool, commonly known as “The Jaws of Life’’, 
complete with all necessary and optional equipment. Drills and train- 
ing sessions followed the early September delivery, and a formal 
presentation to the Town from the Lions Club was made on October 8th 
of this year. 


This department wishes to publically thank the Lions Club for 
the time and effort spent in raising funds for this important piece of 
rescue equipment. 


Equipment of this department remains the same with the ex- 
ception of the addition of a 1979 One Ton Heavy Duty Van, in place 
of the station wagon. All mobile equipment is in acceptable condition 
with no major expense anticipated at this time. 


The Building Inspector continues to work in close association 
with this department. New construction, additions and alterations 
to both dwelling and business buildings, fire detection systems, school 
fire drills, fire investigations after structural fires, and alternative 
heating devices are some of the areas that this joint effort takes place. 


The increase in the number of chimney fires and stove problems 
is an indication of the number of citizens of our town who are using 
stoves as alternative heat. At this time, I urge anyone who has question- 
able installations or concern of safe operation to contact this depart- 
ment for advice. 


The manpower shortage of this department remains as stated in 
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the 1977 Town Report. Again this year, I am not requesting funds for 
additional manpower due to the financial status of taxpayers and town 
government. A full complement of manpower can only be provided 
with the necessary funds. 


The co-operation of the Board of Selectmen, all other Town 
Departments, Citizens of the Town, Firefighters and EMTA’s is greatly 
appreciated.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 
To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


The Tree Department continued to perform its duties during the 
year 1979 with the removal of dead, broken or weak limbs from street 
trees. A total of 74 trees were removed from along Town Streets; with 
60% of them being Maples/Elms. These trees were removed because 
they were dead or dangerous to the public. 


Trees planted during 1979 totaled 49; 14 of which, came from 
the Town Nursery. The majority of trees planted were Norway Maples. 
The total number of trees planted were less than the previous year due 
to the increased cost of materials and trees. 


There were 32 stumps chipped below grade level along streets 
and corners of driveways, that could have proved troublesome to motor 
vehicles or pedestrians. Brush cutting along roadsides totaled 1.66 miles.

REPORT OF THE MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Board of Selectmen and the 
Residents of East Bridgewater: 


Duties performed by the Moth Department during 1979 were: 
the spraying of poison ivy along roadsides and in backyards; monitoring 
Gypsy Moth infestation, through egg mass counts and trapping adult 
males, in co-operation with the Department of Natural Resources; 
spraying hornets and wasps, upon request; supervising the Aerial 
Spraying of mosquitoes during the summer months, of which three 
were applied in 1979. 


The Department also sprayed for the control of the Eastern 
Tent Caterpillar using 2,7000 gals. of solution. This insect did not 
seem to be as prevalent during 1979, either because of the success of 
spray programs, or the severity of the winter of 1978. The Fall Web- 
worm was also in apparent decline during 1979 as the amount of 
chemicals used reflected a decrease over the previous year. 


In closing, I wish to express my gratitude to my employees, other 
Town Departments, Town Officials, personnel of the Plymouth County 
Mosquito Control Project and the citizens of East Bridgewater for their 
patience and co-operation extended to my Department during the year.

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REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


The East Bridgewater Recreation Commission again sponsored 
the Annual Summer Playground which proved to be very successful. 
Children from grades one through six were eligible to register. One 
hundred seven children took part in the program regularly all summer. 


The Commission was very fortunate in securing the services of 
Judith Kraemer, physical education teacher in Middle School, as the 
Director of the Playground Program. Miss Kraemer was assisted by Eric 
Pratt and Michele Fortin, high school seniors earning money toward 
college tuition - P. J. Cosgrove a freshman also assisted as a volunteer 
worker. 


Many diversified activities took place including softball, soccer, 
kickball, Frisbee, basketball, bocce, horseshoes, relays, bingo, checkers, 
and card games. Arts and crafts, sing-a-longs and story book reading 
were also included in the program. The daily schedules usually included 
two activities and crafts in the morning; one activity and a special event 
with a “popsicle break” in the afternoon. Due to the heat and humidity 
during most of the summer, the more active games were scheduled 
for mornings, while the quieter games were scheduled for afternoon. 
The exception to this was soccer, which was so popular with the 
children; they were eager to play regardless of temperature. 


Special events included Junior Olympics, tournaments, bubble 
gum contests, peanut hunts, doll carriage and bike-decorating contests, 
watermelon eating contests and pet shows. Three field trips were taken 
(1) to Plymouth including a tour of the Mayflower, a picnic lunch on 
the beach and a tour of Ocean Spray Company on the way home; (2) 
the second trip was to Lincoln Park. Participants left the playground 
at noon and returned by five o’clock; (3) the third trip was to West- 
field Day Camp in Brockton where the East Bridgewater group engaged 
in joint activities and contests, including pony rides and swimming with 
the Westfield campers. 


The Recreation Commission also sponsored a Valentine/Spring 
Party for the Senior citizens including a dinner and movies. 


The Recreation Commission has been asked to think about ex- 
panding the Playground Program to include children outside of the 
center of town, either by (1) having a single bus route that would 
have a bus pick up children at four or five locations in outlying dis- 
tricts, to bus children into the Central School Playground or by (2) 
having another playground program in some other area of town. 


The Commission conducted a survey among parents of children, 
who are eligible to take part in the summer playground program, to 
ascertain the real needs of our town. 
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As a result of these surveys the Commission voted to increase 
their budget to allow for the expansions desired by parents. These 
parents had presented many reasons why an expanded program was 
needed primarily due to gas price increases and gas shortages causing 
less family travel. Ability to travel would be curtailed and the safety 
of children who could not walk the long distance from their home to 
the center of town, would be in jeopardy. 


The Recreation Commission wishes to express its appreciation 
to the Town Officials and to the many townspeople who volunteered to 
chaperon etc. and otherwise lent support to our many activities.

REPORT OF THE BROCKTON AREA 
MULTI—SERVICES, INC. 


During the past year, the Bridgewaters Multi-Service Center has 
continued to provide a wide range of outpatient, community mental 
health services. These include: individual, family, marital, group and 
couples counseling and therapy. Additionally, there has been an in- 
creased effort on their part to provide support services for clients 
returning to the community from psychiatric hospitalization. These 
Support services include: medication maintenance, counseling and 
therapy. and new Community Support Programs. Community 
Support Programs are designed to provide the maximum amount of 
support within the community and prevent unnecessary psychiatric 
hospitalizations. The client returning from a psychiatric hospitalization 
can achieve the maximum amount of normalcy within these com- 
munity Support Programs. These programs include: The Community 
Shelter, the Club House, our Workshop, The Transitional Employment 
Programs and, a Community Foster Care Program. 


Our caseload for the Bridgewaters Multi-Service is approximately 
250 cases, with each case representing approximately two people. Our 
caseload for 1979 has turned over approximately four times. This 
represents 1,000 cases having gone through the Bridgewaters Multi- 
Service. This year has also seen the addition of a new position - that of, 
Staff Child Psychologist to the Bridgewaters Multi-Service. Dr. Peter 
Mullen has been functioning in this capacity since September. It is 
hoped that the coming year will bring improved and additional pro- 
grams with the school systems and courts to provide better inter- 
facing of community mental health services for children and 
adolescents.

Cottage, 137 Central Street. 


Mr. Beals for OCPC was present at several meetings to discuss 
sewage problems, and helped the Board to clarify installation regula- 
tions. 


The Board made arrangements to have two CETA workers to 
help with duties in the office and the Disposal Area. These positions 
ran from February to February 1980. 


Hours at the Disposal Area have been changed to be open 
Wednesday thru Sunday from 8:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m., closed Monday 
and Tuesday. Work has been done on the two big machines and they 
are now in very good condition. A used 10 wheeler truck was purchased 
for use at the Disposal Area. The Disposal Area is running smoothly and 
has met state requirements. 


There have been Adult Diabetes and Blood Pressure Screening 
Clinics and a Flu Clinic. These clinics were under the direction of June 
Cribben and assisted by the Public Health Nursing Assoc. A Rabies 
Clinic was held in May, run by George S. Wood, D.V.M. 


Robert Fairburn of the Fire Department, gave a course in CPR 
to employees of the Home Health Agency and Board of Health.

The East Bridgewater Council on Aging is continuing its efforts to 
establish and maintain various programs beneficial to the welfare of 
our elderly citizens. The Council meets on the third Thursday of the 
month, at the Senior Meeting Room at the Library, at 7 p.m. 


The Hot Lunch program at the Middle School, on Thursdays at 
12:15 p.m. when school is in session, has been well attended, with a 
total for the year of 3,782 seniors enjoying a delicious, well-balance 
luncheon for the nominal price of only $.50. Special thanks are extended 
to Mrs. Leila Curley and her assistants in the Cafeteria, to Mrs. Mary M. 
Alden, and to Mrs. Charles F. Thomas for all they do to make this such 
a pleasant experience. 


The Senior Citizens Meeting Room, Kitchen and Storage Room 
on the ground floor at the Library have been completed, and have been 
in use since September 1, 1979. Arts and Crafts classes are conducted 
there on Wednesday afternoons, with Mrs. Mary Paruti leading the 
Craft group, Mrs. Doris Clemons teaching rug braiding, and Mrs. Miriam 
Houghton instructing the art of Crewelwork. The monthly Work 
Shop meetings for the construction of patchwork quilts are under the 
supervision of Mrs. Marion Royster. Mrs. Alice H. Craig, Hospitality 
Chairman, faithfully supplies a delicious Coffee Break at each of these 
meetings. 


Blood Pressure clinics have been offered at the Public Health 
nurses twice a month. Since the first of September the first clinic in 
each month has been held at the Senior Citizens Meeting Room, with 
the other clinics conducted at the Community Building at Riddell 
Road. There was a total of 823 seniors attending the clinics, with 94 
of these at the Meeting Room in the Library. 


Mrs. Frances L. Pratt continues to serve as Coordinator of Senior 
Affairs, assisted by Mrs. Margaret Riddell. Mrs. Pratt’s office is located 
in the Community Building, Riddell Road, where she may be reached 
to be of assistance with any problems affecting the senior citizens of 
East Bridgewater. 


The Council was able to provide four senior citizen bus trips. 
Two hundred seventy seniors took advantage of this opportunity to 
enjoy a pleasant and enjoyable day. 


As a member of Old Colony Elderly Services, Inc. the following 
services were received by those seniors who met the required qualifica- 
tions - Homemaker Assistance, Transportation for the weekly shopping 


trips, Meals on Wheels delivered to the elderly who are eligible for this 
service, Health and Chore Service, Legal Advice clinics and Referral 
follow-up.

Opportunities for Personal Enrichment thru free physical and oc- 
cupational therapy). I also assist with financial problems, such as 
Social Security and Supplemental Social Security, Medicare and 
Medicaid, Blue Cross and Blue Shield. 


Old Colony Elderly Service will continue to supply homemakers, 
but they will be changing their transportation system. As of the New 
Year, the Town of East Bridgewater will be paying a share of trans- 
portation cost, and services will be rendered by the Council on Aging. 


At the present time, I have one part time Senior Aide and twenty- 
five volunteers who are helping.

REPORT OF THE PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO 
CONTROL PROJECT 


The Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project respectfully submits 
the following report for 1979. 


Eastern equine encephalitis virus was a major concern as the 
summer progressed this year with virus activity varying. This can be 
attributed to the difficult weather conditions during July, August and 
September, a period when virus activity is most prominent in this area. 
Through cooperative efforts between the Project, The Lakeville En- 
cephalitis Field Station and the Extension Specialist of the University 
of Massachusetts, a very close monitoring program was established. 
This program covered many aspects including light trap collections of 
mosquitoes for virus testing, the variety and number of those collected 
and actual biting collections in more high risk areas to determine the 
variety and amount of those collected which have taken previous blood 
meals, in order to determine possible vector counts. 


The Project expanded its pre-hatch treatments in 1979, which 
covered 1,200 acres and we expect to put more effort in this area in 
1980. Favorable results of the previous year were experienced in a 
number of spring months in the areas treated. 


The Project extended their water management program in the 
spring in order to alleviate additional high breeding areas by reclaiming 
167,285 feet of drainage ditches, small streams and salt marsh ditches 
by hand and 57,960 feet by backhoe. The Project also cleaned 104 
culverts of major blockage by both hand labor and backhoe. 


Although the water management program overlapped into the 
spring larvicide program the Project proceeded as scheduled to alleviate 
breeding in areas readily treatable, in which there might be breeding 
activity. In doing so the Project treated 1400 acres. During the summer 
the Project treated 3,386 catch basins, a major source of breeding 
nuisance mosquitoes. As the spring breeding increased, aerial spraying 
covered 2,870 acres of the large breeding areas. 


When the spring brood of mosquitoes emerged, the Project began 
the summer spraying schedule, spraying during morning hours. All 
areas sprayed were done so from the streets. The Project has discon- 
tinued individual backyard treatments because it is time consuming, 
very expensive and does not combat the real problem. As the summer 
progressed, we experienced major rains which produced larger than 
normal broods of mosquitoes. To suppress the onslaught the Project 
utilized five vehicle units, each capable of. performing most aspects of 
mosquito control During 1979 the Project sprayed 65,205 acres by 
vehicle mounted sprayers. 


The Project wishes to stress to the homeowner the importance 
of eliminating breeding areas on private property. Any water 
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containers could breed mosquitoes. Toys, birdbaths, wading pools 
(change water frequently), buckets, tires, tin cans, abandoned auto- 
mobiles, etc. are just a few of the most troublesome warm weather 
breeding areas. Help in this particular area would be appreciated, not 
only by the Project, but your own friends and neighbors. 


Late in 1979 the State Reclamation Board hired an entomoligist 
to assist all of the Projects and to work with the University of Mass. 
Extension Specialist, in a cooperative effort in mosquito control. Also, 
there are plans to form an additional Project in the central portion of 
the state. This would bring the total number of Projects in the state to 
eleven which would leave little of the state without service by organized 
mosquito control. 


The Project wishes to thank the various towns and their depart- 
ments for their cooperation and assistance in the best interest of 
mosquito control.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES FOR PLYMOUTH 
COUNTY COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICE 


The Plymouth County Cooperative Extension Service’s Office is 
located on High Street, Hanson, and can be reached by calling 293-3541 
or 447-5946. 


This is repetitious, but for the information of new residents, 
we are the educational arm of the University of Massachusetts, and the 
United States Department of Agriculture at the county level. This is 
where the name “Cooperative Extension’”’ is derived. 


STAFF: 

Our staff is comprised of a Director, two Regional Agricultural 
Specialists, a Community Resource Development Specialist, two Home 
Economists, four 4-H Agents and three clerical staff. 


In addition to our County Staff, we administer a Nutritional Education- 
al Program for limited-income families in the city of Brockton, (Ex- 
panded Food & Nutrition Educational Program). We have one pro- 
fessional nutritionist and eight aides. This office is located at 
32 Belmont Street, Brockton, and is funded by Federal Nutrition 
Funds through the University of Massachusetts, our Land-Grant 
College. This is for both a 4-H and Adult Program. 


We have many new and varied educational programs for you. Areas in 
which our staff has expertise are- Agriculture 
Community Resource Development 
Home Economics 
4-H Youth Program 
Nutrition and 
Energy Conservation 


Our Expanded Food and Nutrition Program (EFNEP) has expanded to 
all of Plymouth County’s 26 towns. This was made possible through the 
use of C.E.T.A. Funds. 


In the 4-H youth phase of the program, Nutrition Assistants and 
volunteers work to provide education to youth, which will contribute 
to personal development and improvement of diets and nutrition of 
their families. 


In 1978-79, there were 43,779 youth involved in our 4-H EFNEP 
Nutrition Program. You can obtain information about current pro- 
grams, as well as up-to-date consumer information, by requesting the 
free monthly newsletter. This newsletter can be sent to you by calling 
the Brockton Office at 583-2545. 


Through C.E.T.A., we also have two ECAP teams - Energy Conservation 
Auditing Programs. 
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Since May of 1979, we have been performing energy audits for home 
owners and completed 340 audits on June 30th. With oil at $.90 per 
gallon, this has meant a savings of approximately $350 per year, if 
25% of the recommended improvements have been performed. Last 
year, (1978), over 400 homes had such an audit, so over 750 homes 
in Plymouth County have had an energy audit. 


In your town, East Bridgewater, 27 homes particpated in this savings. 


In our traditional 4-H Program, we have 1,097 members with 36,480 
other youth participating in our short-term and school programs. The 
1977 population of Plymouth County schools was 96,287. This means 
38.9% of Plymouth County youth have been involved in our programs. 


In the town of East Bridgewater, there were 1,029 youth that partici- 
pated in these programs. 


Contact your Town Director, Mrs. Leon Wagner, for the County 
Cooperative Extension Service with any suggestions or requests. 


Free bulletins are on display at our office on lawn care, gardening, 
nutrition, home canning and freezing, to name just a few. If you 
pass our office on your travels, please stop and get to know us. We 
continue to test soil, free of charge, for Plymouth County residents.

REPORT OF SELF-HELP, INC. 


Self Help, Inc. is Greater Brockton’s Community Action Agency, 
dedicated to improving the quality of life of limited-income individuals 
and families, and making all segments of the community responsive 
to the needs of the limited-income, disadvantaged and minority resi- 
dents. 


During the program year, concluded on 9/30/79, Self Help, Inc. 
received total funding of $2,539,065, and provided 160,802 direct 
services to the area’s limited-income individuals and families. 


East Bridgewater residents received 290 services, totaling $51,684 
during the year. 


This total funding of $2.5 Million Dollars does not tell the real 
value of human services delivered to the area. Self Help’s funding 
enabled us to mobilize an additional $1.6 Million Dollars of other 
community resources such as CETA, Commonwealth Service Corps, 
local City and Town contributions, volunteers, etc. 


The real net worth of Self Help during the past program year 
was $4.1 Million Dollars. 


Self Help currently employs 165 individuals, many of whom are 
limited-income. 46 of these employees are minorities. 


We feel the program year 10/1/78 to 9/30/79 was a successful 
one for Self Help, Inc., and very helpful to our limited-income popula- 
tion. We thank the area’s Boards of Selectmen, Town volunteers, and 
all of those who helped make our program a success.

During 1979 there was a marked increase in applications for State and 
Federal V. A. Benefits, the majority of which were Vietnam veterans. 
We were successful in 95% of cases processed with the V.A. 


During 1979 the Administration in Washington and the V.A. itself 
is taking a long hard look at Vietnam veterans taken ill in such a way 
as to suspect that their illness could be connected to their service in 
Vietnam and their contact with Agent Orange. To date, we have not 
had any of our Vietnam veterans report illness that might be at- 
tributable to Agent Orange. However, if any of our veterans have at 
any time been ill or become ill in such a manner that would give one 
reason to suspect the illness if they served in Vietnam and were in 
contact with Agent Orange while there, they should contact our office 
as soon as possible so that a claim might be filed with the V.A. 


During 1979 our Department lost the services of a very wonderful 
person when Mrs. Constance Boni decided to retire in September. The 
quality and excellence of our service the past ten years is attributable to 
the dedication and effort of Mrs. Boni. She is missed by all of us at 
the Town office. We wish her well as she can now enjoy her family 
more. 


We had several applicants who applied for Mrs. Boni’s position and after 
the interviews, chose Mrs. Marcia Slowey. Mrs. Slowey has applied 
herself in the short time she has been with us and enjoys the work very 
much. There is a lot to learn and a long way to go but if her beginning 
is any yard stick to go on, Mrs. Slowey will do an excellent job.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission submits its report for 1979 to the 
Board of Selectmen and the citizens of East Bridgewater. 


Public Hearings were held and Orders of Conditions issued to 
Kenneth Crosby for lot on Winter Street, Leslie Holbrook for Village 
Road Lot, William Morris, Balsaam Avenue Lot, Dennis Lewis Lot 
Harvard Street, Town of East Bridgewater for Sanitary Landfill, Water 
Commissioners for water mains on North Central Street. Special 
meetings were held with the East Bridgewater Youth Athletic Associ- 
ation regarding use of Conservation Land for recreation. We are still 
trying to arrive at some conclusion that would be agreeable to the 
Association and the people of the town. Cease and Desist orders were 
issued to James Corrigan for land adjacent to Anna Drive and to Stone 
Hardware on Thatcher Street. Certificate of Compliance was issued to 
Brockton Public Market for work on Laurel Street area. Agreement was 
reached with the Worker’s Professional Trust for work on Union Street 
and moneys held in escrow was returned to them. 


Land on Crescent Street that borders Conservation land on 
Bridge Street and land in the Robin’s Pond area was purchased. 


The Commission feels that the time may soon come when in 
order to protect the wetlands, the town will have to enact its own 
Wetland Protection By-Law, as has been done in Dennis. To this end 
we have submitted this information to the By-Laws committee and 
hope for town support on this matter. 


We also gave support to the concerned citizens of Abington in 
their effort to control flooding and pollution which could possibly 
affect the Beaver Brook in East Bridgewater. 


The Commission expressed its concern to the Selectmen and 
Highway Surveyor regarding salting in the water protection district. 


Lynn Boelsma was sponsored by the Commission to attend 
the 4H Conservation Workshop in Ashland. 


“The Phase II, Open Space for Conservation and Recreation 
Use” plan is now over five years old and must be updated in order to 
qualify for government funds. The Commission is now working on this 


time consuming problem and will be asking town boards and citizens 
for participation. 


The Commission now has an office in the Gladys Farren Nursing 
Cottage and has hired the services of Mrs. Eva Thomas as secretary to 
help with the overload of paper work. Meetings are held at this office 


the first and third Tuesday of the month at 8:00 P.M., unless otherwise 
specified.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Board of Library Trustees respectfully submits a report for 
the year 1979. 


With a collection of sophisticated materials approaching sixty-six 
thousand volumes, the Town Library System continues to be a primary 
source of information for all groups in our community and a font of 
entertainment for townspeople of all ages. Reference questions, 
guidance for readers, telephone requests, and financial services such 
as The Wall Street Journal, Moody’s and the Kiplinger Letter are ex- 
amples of successful adult services valued by library patrons. 


One way young adults and children are served is through school 
library branches located in each school and operated as part of the 
Town Library System. Continuing support from the School Committee 
and from Superintendent Gordon Mitchell in maintaining school library 
administrative policies has been instrumental in the growth of services 
to students while at the same time insuring cost effective measures 
which best serve the taxpayer. Each school can take pride in a profes- 
ional staff and an advanced collection of materials which meets in- 
dividual needs. Current library literature now promotes public/school 
library cooperation in an attempt to limit public expenditures. This has 
been the policy of our Town Library System for the last thirty years! 


Service to young people is also offered in the Children’s Room 
at the Public Library. Innovative programs designed to fire the imagin- 
ation of children with a love of reading include pre-school story hours, 
film and record programs, contests, crafts, and even a play this year. 


Response from townspeople to our variety of programs has been 
very positive this year, but we remain ever vigilant to changes and 
growth in our community and will continue to respond with programs 
and services which best meet the needs of our citizenry. 


Completion of the addition to the Washburn Building and the 
transformation of bricks and mortar into a functional and attractive 
reading and stack room keynote the activities of 1979. Materials long 
held in storage because of lack of space were again available to the 
general public. Furthermore, with the ability to more efficiently utilize 
staff, it was not necessary to create any new positions. At the same 
time, the spaciousness and beauty of the original building were ac- 
cented with a fresh coat of paint in the lobby, a project completed by 
CETA personnel. A fire in the new wing proved to be a temporary 
set-back and the new addition opened in April with town officials, 
Congresswoman Margaret Heckler, staff, trustees, and townspeople 
participating in a very successful Open House. A decade of study, 
planning, forethought by our citizenry, and the indominable determin- 
ation of Librarian Grace Eastman provided a much needed expansion 
with minimal cost to the local taxpayer. 


With our building addition has come the ability to offer expanded 
programming. A lovely display of quilts, art exhibits by H. Latham 
Kent and Kathie Boudrow, and an outstanding display of the creative 
talent of local artist Richard F. Bartlett have attracted interest in 
library programs along with the traditional Holiday Open House. 


An entrance ramp and elevator make our building accessible to 
the handicapped and the elderly, but for those unable to attend, 
library services are offered through Operation Outreach. Through the 
kind efforts of Mr. James Mather who serves as courier a collection of 
library materials is loaned to the residents of Riddell Road on a monthly 
basis. In the same way, a new film program has been inaugurated for 
the residents of local nursing homes. 


One of the qualities which makes the library a pleasant place to 
visit is the knowledge, expertise, and enthusiasm of a very competent 
and professional staff. Equally as important as the expanded facilities 
are the changes in key personnel which have been a hallmark of the 
year. The retirement of Mrs. Eastman after thirty-eight years of 
service was accepted with regret and appreciation by all who recognize 
the value of strong library services. The appointment of Mr. Sturgis 
from a list of eighteen applicants will, hopefully, insure the contin- 
uation of sound library programs in a setting of expanded facilities 
and new opportunities for dynamic growth. 


Other resignations have included Mrs. Joan Leland, who served 
as Children’s Librarian with distinction for 18 years, Judith Milton, 
senior aide, and Norman McGowan who relinquished his duties at the 
high school library. Mrs. Ina May Marland retired from her duties 
as Central School Librarian after completing a very successful children’s 
program, and was replaced by Mrs. Victoria Boucher, a former aide who 
has her degree and is a certified school libarian. Miss Susan Clancy 
served as a part-time children’s library assistant during the summer and 
helped create a vibrant, innovative program. Our new professional 
Children’s Librarian, Ms. Linda Hart, hails from Connecticut with a 
Master’s Degree in Library Science and has expanded children’s 
services while increasing activities and a general interest in our 
Children’s Room. Mrs. Mary Sue McGrath was selected as Middle 
School Aide with previous library experience and Mrs. Anne Wilson, 
a student of library science at Bridgewater State College, is currently 
serving as High School Aide, Mrs. Agnes Zentz was selected as Senior 
Aide at the Public Library, and our fine complement of dedicated 
workers would be incomplete without enthusiastic mention of our 
CETA employees, Richard Berger, Barbara Anthony and Joyce Silva. 
Our custodian, Mr. Sanford Nute, is also to be commended for his 
concern, expertise, and skill which is offered beyond the call of duty. 
Through his efforts a substantial amount of money has been saved by 
our townspeople. 


While expanded facilities and new personnel have contributed 
much to the success of our library system, cooperation with other 
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town departments and agencies is also responsible for the degree of 
accomplishment we enjoy. The Council on Aging participated with 
the Trustees in a cooperative effort to secure federal funds for com- 
pletion of the Community Room. An agreement with the School 
Committee is responsible for a paved parking area behind the new 
addition, and with the assistance of the Board of Health, this area 
has been expanded. Mr. Robert Lundberg, Town Building Inspector, 
has been very helpful with concrete information about energy con- 
servation, and through his efforts, a substantial saving in the cost 
of energy is anticipated. The services of the Highway, Fire, and 
Police Departments have also been vital to our operations, and we 
thank all involved for their advice and encouragement. 


With a firm foundation in service to our community, we look 
forward to the next decade as a challenge and an opportunity.

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REPORT OF THE OLD COLONY PLANNING COUNCIL 
To the Residents of East Bridgewater 


During the past ten years, the Old Colony Planning Council 
region has been one of the fastest growing areas of the state. Growth 
and its impact on community facilities and services is and will continue 
to one of the chief concerns of local communities in the region. There- 
fore, one of the most important tasks for the Planning Council in the 
near future will be to assist member communities of the Council in 
anticipating, examining and planning for additional growth and 
development. Through intergovernmental cooperation it will be pos- 
sible to channel new development to appropriate areas for growth and 
to preserve and protect areas not suited to development. 


As housing costs continue to escalate, more of the region’s 
families will be closed out of the private housing market and will look 
toward publicly assisted housing programs to satisfy their needs. 
Evidence of this trend was felt this year and it is expected that ad- 
ditional demands will surface in the region’s communities in the future 
for expanding low and moderate cost housing opportunities. The 
Council will assist communities interested in expanding housing op- 
portunities to provide for local needs. 


Although the region is an employment center the area’s economy 
has been highly dependent upon adjacent areas’ as the source of 
employment for residents or markets for goods produced. The Council 
has sought to achieve a more diversified, well balanced economy for 
the region that provides a variety of economic opportunities consist- 
ent with the area’s natural, physical and human resources. Developing 
new and better paying job opportunities in the region has been a high 
priority program of the Council. 


The high cost of energy will make it essential that we improve 
the region’s transportation network to its fullest capabilities and ex- 
amine alternatives to the use of the private automobile for personal 
and business use. The greatest energy savings are likely to result from 
local development decisions that contain urban sprawl and reduce 
unnecessary automobile traffic. The Planning Council can provide 
direction on transportation improvement policies that will address 


energy concerns by promoting carpooling, van pooling and public 
transportation. 


Some of the specific accomplishments of the Old Colony Plan- 
ning Council last year were: 


Designation as an Economic Development District, a process 
which will enable OCPC communities to participate in the full 


range of Economic Development Administration Programs 
(EDA). 


—Scored the highest on a Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) performance evaluation of Regional Plan- 
ning Agencies in Massachusetts. 


—Pioneered the transportation planning effort in the state by 
initiating the use of computer technology and systems planning. 


—Was recognized by the U. S. Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) has having one of the best 208 Water Quality Management 
planning programs in New England. 


—Processed more than 200 million dollars in federal grant funds for 
the region through the A-95 Review Process which screens 
applications for cost effectiveness of our tax dollars. 


—Operated the Business Information Center which assisted in 
developing 3.3 million dollars of Small Business Administra- 
tion and conventional financing for small business while creating 
an estimated 350 new jobs in this area. 


Although much was accomplished by the Council last year, there 
is still much to be done in effecting a higher level of regional coordin- 
ation and in providing more cost effective governmental services to the 
residents of the region. The problems that we face in the 1980’s, 
whether they be problems relating to the provisions of job opportunities 
for residents, protecting our drinking water supply, supplying a bal- 
anced transportation system or creating recreation and open space 
amenities, the boundaries of the solution as well as the problems are 
often regional in nature. 


We must therefore look toward the Old Colony Planning Council 
to play a more important role in the future in providing new ways of 
developing cooperative solutions. However, if regionalism is to realize 
its full potential, it cannot be imposed upon local communities, but 
must be done with their full support and cooperation. 


This past year was an exceptional year of accomplishment for the 
Old Colony Planning Council and as your representatives to that body 
we have been proud to have served you.

As in the past, the policy of allowing the Bertyl V. Johnson 
Community Building to be used by various groups, such as Council 
on Aging, Senior Citizens Group, East Bridgewater Lions Glaucoma 
Screening Clinic and any other groups which in some way would be 
beneficial to the residents of this complex. We also provide office space 
for the Town’s Senior Aide, whose main purpose is to help the elderly 
with any problems they may have through information and/or referral. 
Many other activities such as Whist Parties, Movies, Bingo, Sewing 
Classes, Blood Pressure Clinics are conducted in this building for the 
benefit of the residents and our Senior Citizens. The Community 
Building has been a very important and well used asset to the residents 
of Riddell Road and the Senior Citizens of East Bridgewater. 


As in the past the turnover of tenents remains very slow, there- 
fore, creating a lengthy waiting time for those who desire occupancy.

REPORT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL 
SCHOOL DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


There are twenty-four occupational programs offered at the 
High School level with an enrollment of 1286 pupils. Six (6) oc- 
cupational programs at the post secondary level (grades 13 & 14) are 
offered with an enrollment of 200 pupils making a total of 1,486 day 
pupils at the Southeastern Regional Vocational - Technical High 
School. The East Bridgewater Oct. 1 enrollment numbers 55 High 
School and 10 Technical Institute pupils. The High School enrollment 
is broken down into 47 boys and 8 girls; the Technical Institute 3 men 
and 7 women. 


The evening school program offers specialized training to people 
of the District in 12 areas. The 1979-80 enrollment is 810. 108 pupils 
are enrolled in the apprenticeship program. 


Seventy-one pupils needing tutorial help in Mathematics, English, 
Social Studies, and Science attended the 1979 summer school program. 
Your school committeeman believes that these students should work 
more diligently and improve their daily attendance so that summer 
school would not be necessary to repeat the regular classroom pro- 
grams. 


The job placement program placed 98.8% of the 1979 graduating 
class. Job locating and/or placement is available to all graduates. The 
Technical Institute placement program enjoyed 100% record. Over the 
last five years, placement at the Technical Institute has been 100%. 


The special needs program is served by the collaborative com- 
prised of Southeastern, Old Colony and Bristol-Plymouth Regional 
School Districts. 


The construction of a pre-fabrication center, started in the 1977 
school year is now 97% complete. It is expected to be functional in 
March 1980. It is beginning to be used for what it was built. Local 
town projects completed and/or in the planning stages include repro- 
duction of valuable assessors’ maps; a printing project for the Historical 
Commission; and a planned renovation of the Town Clerk’s office all 
of which result in savings to the Town and its tax payers. The individual- 
ized self-paced typing program started one year ago is serving all of the 
students in the High School. Every student spent one semester in the 
typing lab. 


The East Bridgewater Commercial Club donated a cash scholar- 
ship to purchase tools for an East Bridgewater graduate. The first 
award was won by Loren Weare, voted by faculty and classmates as 
the outstanding Diesel mechanic. 
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The newly installed track and field event area was built to specifi- 
cations which will allow track and field event records to be established. 


The interscholastic athletic program competes in the Mayflower 
League in all varsity, junior varsity sports. The Cross-Country team 
were the League Champions this year. 


The administration and School Committee continue to explore 
innovative methods of conducting the process of education at minimal 
cost to the taxpayers of the District.

REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN OF THE EAST BRIDGEWATER 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Despite the most severe economic conditions in recent memory, 
1979 was a year of continued educational advancement in the local 
schools. In the interest of financial savings, all departments have tried 
to keep the length of their reports to a minimum, and in keeping with 
that policy, the School Committee urges the citizens of East Bridge- 
water to read the thorough reports of the various school administra- 
tors which appear on the following pages. 


These reports will emphasize the progress being made in our 
schools, as measured by the test scores of pupils at all grade levels 
and other indicators, despite the fact that the committee sharply cur- 
tailed all but the most essential spending during the past year. That 
such progress was made, is directly attributable to the dedicated and 
excellent personnel which we are fortunate to employ at all levels of 
the school system. 


Due to reasonable collective bargaining agreements with 
employee groups, the non-replacement of some retiring teachers, the 
maximum use of supply inventories, and careful management by the 
school administration, the School Committee was able to present to 
the voters a budget which fell within the four percent increased 
spending limit enacted by the legislature. Recognizing the inevitabil- 
ity of certain cost increases, the 1979 Annual Town Meeting expressed 
its confidence in the school system by adopting the budget by a vir- 
tually unanimous vote. 


As this Annual Town Report is being prepared, it appears unlike- 
ly that the school budget to be presented to the 1980 Annual Town 
Meeting can be kept within the four percent limit if present educational 
programs are to be maintained at anything like their present levels. 


The East Bridgewater School Committee has always taken pride 
in its attempts to communicate thoroughly and openly with the citizens 
whose schools it oversees and whose children it educates. In this par- 
ticular year it is more important that ever that all of our citizens 
become familiar with the proposed school budget, and the reasons for 
the figures included in it. Therefore the committee urges all citizens to 
study the budget as printed in the report of the Finance Committee and 
to attend the public hearings and presentations which will be conducted 
prior to town meeting. 


In addition to financial considerations, personnel changes on the 
committee were substantial during the past year. 


With the entire community, the School Committee was especially 
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saddened by the loss of Florence K. Bannerman. For eleven years 
Mrs. Bannerman set a standard of dedicated service for all to follow. 
Her faithful service was recognized in public school circles throughout 
the Commonwealth, and led the committee to assure that her love for 
the community and its children would be remembered. In June a 
bronze plaque was mounted in the high school naming that school’s 
clinic as the “Florence K. Bannerman, R.N., Health Suite”’. 


After many years of service Dr. George D. Leavitt III resigned 
from the committee, while committee member Paul S. Nisby chose 
not to seek re-election. The committee, on behalf of the community, 
expresses its gratitude for the gifted service both of these gentlemen 
gave to the town throug their School Committee duties. 


Filling the vacancies thereby created were William J. Griffin, 
Carolyn F. Sheppard, and Carl W. Eastman. 


In a related town department, Town Librarian, Grace Eastman 
retired after nearly 50 years of service which included management of 
the school libraries. The unique system of combined school and public 
libraries which Mrs. Eastman supported and led so successfully, con- 
tinues to provide library services equalled in few municipalities, while 
resulting in substantial financial savings to the taxpayer. The committee 
gratefully acknowledges Mrs. Eastman’s distinguished contributions to 
the school system and the town through her tireless service. 


The committee continues to be thankful for the constant co- 
operation it receives from all town departments, and expresses ap- 
preciation for all such assistance received during 1979.

REPORT OF THE SUPER INTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of East Bridgewater: 


I am pleased to submit my fifth annual report as Superintendent 
of the East Bridgewater Public Schools. This past year can best be 
described as a year of challenge, frustration and achievement. The 
challenges and frustrations have been caused by many factors largely 
beyond our control. Tax cap legislation, continued inflation, soaring 
energy costs, and decreased state aid are just a few of these factors 
which have placed greater demands on the administration of our 
schools. At a time when resources available to fund public education 
at the local level are limited, increased demands for service are being 
made by parents and citizens alike. The major challenge faced and met 
for 1979 was maintaining the quality of the East Bridgewater Public 
Schools within the framework of current economic conditions. In my 
opinion, the major challenge of the 1980’s will continue to be in 
attempting to maintain the quality of our school system, given the 
lack of adequate State aid and the prospect of reduced funding at the 
local level. 


In spite of the many difficulties faced in 1979, significant 
progress was made in a number of areas. The Basic Skills Task Force 
was formed and began its work. This task force will report the the 
Committee with its recommendations on implementing the State 
mandated basic skills improvement policy. Chaired by Mr. Stephen 
Levine, this group is made up of volunteers from the professional 
staff, parents, students and business people in our community. Our own 
test scores have indicated East Bridgewater students are well prepared 
in basic skills. 


Efforts in the area of energy conservation have proven highly 
successful. Under the direction of Mr. Richard Achin, with excellent 
cooperation from our custodial staff, significant reductions were made 
in the consumption of gas, electricity and oil. Thirty thousand gallons 
less oil were used in this past year alone. The constant increases in oil 
prices make it almost impossible to predict future costs. For example, 
number five heating oil went from $.48 per gallon to $.83 per gallon 
in a one year period. 


The development of a school budget under the four percent cap 
was a major achievement for 1979. This was accomplished primarily 
through the impact of the teaching positions which the School Com- 
mittee eliminated the past two years through retirements and resigna- 
tions. Funding for six teaching positions was eliminated from the 
school budget. As enrollments continue to decline, it is projected that 
five additional position reductions will occur in the coming year. 


Prices of all goods and services pruchased by the School Depart- 
ment continued to escalate in 1979. An elementary math test which 
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cost $1.75 a few years ago now costs $4.20. The replacement of a 
typical high school text now costs $12.50 per unit as compared to 
$8.50 when first purchased. Through bulk purchasing, cooperative 
bidding with other towns, and careful use of present inventories we 
were able to keep most of our equipment and supply costs at the same 
level as last year. However, these costs make up the smallest part of our 
school budget. 


Another area affected by inflation was transportation costs. By 
reducing the number of kindergarten buses needed through the re- 
routing done by Mr. Condron, we were able to save enough money 
to offset the increase in the gasoline escalation costs. A comparison of 
East Bridgewater’s pupil transportation costs with State average costs 
shows East Bridgewater substantially lower in every category. Our 
present transportation system is highly efficient and has an outstanding 
safety record. 


The newly revised State aid formula continues to place an in- 
creased burden for supporting local education costs on the Town of 
East Bridgewater. Increased costs from such State mandated programs 
as Chapter 766 are now being assumed directly by local appopriation. 
No relief is predicted under the present formula in the near future. 


Although we were able to live within the 4% budget cap this year, 
due to the economic factors already mentioned, it will be impossible to 
maintain the quality of the East Bridgewater Public Schools under the 
4% cap another year. The latest per pupil with East Bridgewater listed 
as $1,647 per pupil - $174 less than the State average figure for the 
same period. While our cost per pupil is significantly below State 
average, the quality of our school system is significantly above State 


average. This is a statement which we can document and make with 
pride! 


One person who has helped to insure the quality of our schools 
retired this year. As Town Librarian, Mrs. Grace Eastman supervised 
one of the most unique school library systems in the State. Through 
her influence, we have achieved a highly efficient and effective school 
library system with Mr. Carl Sturgis, new Town Librarian. Another 
person who has served our students as a teacher, department chairman, 
assistant principal and high school principal made a significant career 
decision last year and requested reassignment to the classroom - my 
thanks go to Mr. Kjellerstedt for his past service and best wishes for 
continued professional satisfaction in the future. A real sense of loss 
was felt by all members of the school dpeartment with the passing of 
Mrs. Florence Bannerman, a strong supporter of education with a 
sincere concern for our youth. Mrs. Bannerman will be remembered 
with fond memories for many years to come. 


The major business of educating students occurs at the building 
level. Please note that many specific achievements included in the re- 
ports of principals and directors contained in my report. The main 
reason for the high quality of our school system rests with the high 
degree of professionalism of our principals and teaching staff. It is the 
daily concern shown for our students by our administrative and teach- 
ing staff which has produced well-ordered schools and excellent 
achievement test results. With the strong support of the School Com- 
mittee, the East Bridgewater Public Schools have gained an excellent 
reputation throughout the State. 


Once again, I wish to thank those elected officials and Town 
Departments who worked with the schools cooperatively this past year. 
East Bridgewater is well served by the strong spirit of cooperation 
among departments. My sincere appreciation to members of my office 
staff who have shared the challenge of 1979 with me. A special thanks 
to Mr. Stephen Levine, who has done an outstanding job with our 
special needs programs, and To Mr. Richard Achin, who has helped 
maintain the condition of our buildings and grounds at such a high 
level. 


To the School Committee and citizens of East Bridgewater, I 
offer my sincere gratitude and admiration for your strong support of 
quality education for our students. I am proud to serve as the Super- 
intendent of Schools for the Town of East Bridgewater.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my report on the activities and 
programs at the Central School during this past year. I would like to 
say at this time that I am grateful for the continued cooperation of 
faculty, administration and parents. This type of cooperation con- 
tributes greatly to the smooth operation and pleasant atmosphere 
found here at the Central School. 


Our enrollment as of October Ist was as follows: Kindergarten, 
141; Grade One, 161; Grade Two, 178; and Grade Three, 199. These 
figures represent a decline in our school population since October 
Ist of last year. It should be noted that because of this decrease, we 
were able to again reduce the number of teaching positions by two for 
a total of four teaching positions since September, 1978. 


This year we were pleased to welcome three new employees. 
These people were hired to fill vacancies in our federally funded posi- 
tions as special needs aides. Mrs. Karen Batti is a graduate of Bridge- 
water State College and did her student teaching here at the Central 
School. Mr. Thomas St. Thomas is also a graduate of Bridgewater State 
College and had three years teaching experience in the Hanson Public 
Schools. Mrs. Kathleen Lovell is a gradutate of Bridgewater State 
College and had prior experience in the Randolph Public Schools. We 
also welcomed Mrs. Victoria Boucher as our school librarian. 
Mrs. Boucher graduated from Bridgewater State College and was em- 
ployed in the Middle School Library prior to coming to us in Sept- 
ember. With these new staff members working with our present special 
needs aides, we are better able to continue to individualize each child’s 
program. 


In the area of curriculum development, the English-Language 
Arts Committee worked diligently over this past year. As a result of 
their efforts a program of studies has been developed which sequent- 
ially develops grammatical skills and knowledges. In addition, materials 
in Our resource room have been catalogued and labelled, thus enabling ~ 
the teachers to identify those materials which will enhance their in- 
struction. 


In the area of health education, the teachers participated in In- 
service programs sponsored by the New England Food and Dairy 
Council. On two in-service days the teachers were given basic nutrition 
educaton instruction and then advised on the proper use of the in- 
structional kits pruchased for the classrooms. Once again, it must be 
pointed out, that this program as well as others, are made possible 
through the availability of released afternoons. These days provide us 
with the opportunity to allow our teachers to keep current in many 
curricula areas. 
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At the close of school in June, we bid farewell to two employees 
who had served the children of East Bridgewater for many years, 
Mrs. Louise Shippee and Mrs. Ina May Marland. 


Mrs. Shippee began her East Bridgewater teaching career in the 
early fifties and although she spent most of her years hear at the 
Central School, she also worked at the Intermediate and Middle Schools. 
Working in the area of special needs, Mrs. Shippee exhibited a great 
deal of knowledge and ability in her daily work with the children. 
We wish her a very long and pleasant retirement. 


Mrs. Marland, although in actuality an employee of the town 
library system, had worked in the schools since the Intermediate 
School library opened in 1969. She came to the Central School in 
1974 to return to her first love, the primary age children. During her 
years here, Mrs. Marland developed a beautiful rapport with the 
students and faculty, and although she is wished a long and pleasant 
retirement, she is sadly missed by one and all. 


I would be remiss if I didn’t mention the fine work of the 
teachers and specialists here at the Central School. Their day by day 
dedication, as well as the tremendous amount of time, energy and 
resources which they bring to their work, is deserving of special praise. 


In reviewing the year 1979, several activities and events come to 
mind. The children have benefitted tremendously from their ex- 
periences and their overall education has been truly broadened. Contin- 
uation of the Intramural-recreational program for our third graders has 
continued to be an extremely positive educational and social activity. 
Skating, bowling and swimming were offered for seven sessions each at 
the Asiaf Rink, the Academy Bowl in Bridgewater and the East Bridge- 
water Family “Y” respectfully. We were pleased that well over 150 
children again took part in this very worthwhile program. 


In the area of field trips, our second graders have visited the 
New England Aquarium in Boston and Sachem Rock at the Bannerman 
Home on Plymouth Street. The third graders took their traditional 
trip to Plymouth and there visited the Plimoth Plantation, Wax 
Museum, and the May flower. 


This fall all of our children were delighted to be able to see the 
New England Theatre Guild for Children’s production of “The Pied 
Piper of Hamlin”. It is this exposure to the theatre and drama which 
broadens each child’s educational background. 


At this time, I would like to take this opportunity to publicly 
thank the other town departments for the cooperation shown to the 
Central School. In particular, I would like to thank Mrs. Grace Eastman, 
who retired as town librarian this past year. Her excellent cooperation 
and fine library program, for which the children have benefitted over 
the years, has indeed been unique and without parallel. Mr. Carl Sturgis, 


who has assumed this position is continuing this fine program and I 
look forward to our working together in the future. I would also like 
to thank Chief Winsor, who with his men graciously give tours to our 
kindergarteners and give willingly of their time to educate our young- 
sters to the necessity of fire prevention. The children are learning good 
safety habits which they will follow throughout their lives. 


To you, Mr. Mitchell, along with your assistants, Mr. Levine and 
Mr. Achin, and to the members of the East Bridgewater School Com- 
mittee, I would like to extend my sincere appreciation for your sup- 
port and direction during this past year. This type of cooperation and 
encouragement enables our school system to grown and provide the 
children of East Bridgewater with the best possible educational op- 
portunities.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased and honored to submit my town report to you and 
the community. I welcome the opportunity to acknowledge the contin- 
uing citizen support of our efforts to provide quality education for the 
children. 


The enrollment of the Intermediate School was 402 students on 
the state census date of October 1, 1979. The grade enrollments were 
190 children in grade four and 212 in grade five. This is a small increase 
from 1978 due primarily to families moving into the town. 


We welcomed several new staff members to the school during 
this past year. They included: 


- Bob Johnson, a custodial transfer from the Central School 

- Melanie Shepard, A Special Needs Aide and a 1979 graduate 
of Bridgewater State College. 

- Jamie Pratt, an Adaptive Physical Education Teacher and also 
a graduate of Bridgewater State College. 


In the federally funded Title I Program, we have three new 
people to replace staff members who have gone on to other pursuits. 
They are: Lenore Christensen, a graduate of Elmhurst College with 
extensive substitute experience; Patricia White, a graduate of St. Peters- 
bury Junior College with a background in early childhood education, 
and Previous Title I experience; and Joanne Webber, a person ex- 
perienced in similar aide positions and involved with area special 
needs programs. 


Examining the work of this past year, one of the keys in the 
instructional program has been the communications, the sharing of 
ideas and cooperation that goes on with the building system. The teams 
of teachers meet and plan on a daily basis. Topics discussed at team 
meetings include a range from immediate building concerns to long 
range curriculum planning. Topics are discussed in an open, honest 
fashion with the resources of the staff used to solve problems. 


Building from team meetings and involving more individuals 
and support as well as Special Needs staff is the in-service program. 
These working sessions, give us the time and format to reach the entire 
staff and address the goal of improved instruction. These blocks of time 
are invaluable resources in curriculum planning and development. 


From communications in team meetings and in-service programs, 
we next communicate with the parents the growth and development of 
their children and the school program by a variety of means. The 
Parent-Teacher conferences are the foundation to this final step of our 
communications process. Working from the report card and the drawing 


from our team efforts and cooperation we attempt to provide the 
clearest possible profile of the child’s progress, and create a bond of 
support and cooperation between home and school. 


This past year we focused particularly on the language arts 
program through committee analysis of materials and methods. This 
committee prepared a sequence of the skills and content covered 
in the elementary grades. After preparing this detailed listing, the com- 
mittee categorized and listed both new and previously purchased 
materials so that each teacher would have a complete list of materials 
available grades kindergarten through sixth. This is a valuable resource 
for the teachers to employ and ensures greater coordination of pro- 
gram and the most efficient use of materials. 


The language arts sequence will be one more tool in placing 
children from one grade level to another. The transition between grades 
now involves much more written communications in the areas of 
reading, math and now language. This written communications along 
with a series of meetings involving teachers, guidance, and administra- 
tion makes instruction a much more continious process. 


This work in transition, in language arts, and in other areas has 
resulted in fine test results from our achievement testing program. In 
the spring, the testing scores showed good growth and demonstrated at 
or above grade level scores in the key areas of reading, math, and 
language. Particularly outstanding results were achieved in science, 
social studies, and use of sources. 


The specific activities of this past year include a wide variety of 
events taking place throughout the school year and offered presentors 
from outside as well as within the schools. 


-We hosted a program on bicycle safety which included a film 
and questions and answer sessions. 


-The “ Looking Glass Theatre” group from Providence, Rhode 
Island performed and featured the active involvement of the 
children in the program. 


- A “Field Day” held at the High School Memorial Field involved 
the fourth and fifth graders in an Olympic format of sports 
competition. 


- The Student-Faculty competition at the conclusion of the intra- 
mural sports units offered exciting culminating activities for this 
popular program. 


- The holiday activities in December which included a concert and 
an invitation to all our parents to join us created an atmosphere 
of added excitement for the season. 
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The Field Trips ranging from the Boston Museum of Science to 
Duxbury’s barrier beach to such local spots as the 4-H Nature 
Trails in Hansen made for excellent practical opportunities. 


Top priority of the custodial staff was energy conservation and 
our efforts have met with success. The building and grounds also re- 
ceived time and attention from the maintenance staff. Additional 
storage was constructed, fence repair performed, and erosion correct- 
ions work carried out. 


The entire building owes much to the other town agencies which 
make possible a good deal of what we are able to accomplish. The 
Public Library, the Police and Fire Department, the Highway and 
Tree Departments have all been cooperative throughout the year. 


The help and direction given by you Mr. Mitchell, your assistants 
Mr. Achin, and Mr. Levine, and your office staff have made possible 
all that we have achieved and continue to work toward. I would also 
like to thank the East Bridgewater School Committee for their direct- 
ion and support in the development of a fine instructional program. 
It’s committment, courage and unselfish gift of time and energy have 
been a great aid to the staff and program.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit my annual report as Principal of the 
Middle School to you and the School Committee. 


Our total enrollment as of December, 1979, is 631 students. 
The distribution of these students is as follows: grade 6, 185, grade 
7, 199; grade 8, 235; Developmentally Disabled, 12. This represents a 
net loss of eighty students during the past five years, since, in 1975, 
our enrollment was 711 students. 


The Middle School was very fortunate to be able to add two pro- 
grams this year, both funded with federal money. Title I services have 
been extended in the area of Reading to students in all grades. Students 
who have the need for remedial work because of identified deficiencies 
are given the supplemental help needed to correct their weaknesses. 
A Pre-Vocational program designed specifically for students who have 
a need for life skills has been developed. Intensive work is done with 
students to prepare them to cope with life and the vocational training 
they will receive in the future. 


We continue to expand our efforts in the development of manage- 
ment systems in all of the academic areas. The sixth grade this year 
has implemented the Reading and Mathematics system to complete 
the K-6 continuum. During this, the second year of the development 
and implementation of comparable systems for grades 7 and 8, we are 
pleased to note that we had identified and stressed those skills and 
concepts that presently the State is emphasizing in its Basic Skill 
Assessment. It should also be noted that the test results achieved by 
the eighth grade in May of 1979 were significantly above their grade 
level. This truly reflects the quality of the instructional program 
coupled with the efficiency of our staff. 


One of the concerns facing our school in the upcoming years is 
the continuation of the team teaching model, the maintenance of our 
instructional offerings, and the continuance of our emphasis on com- 
municating about students and their work. 


In a period of gradual decline of enrollment and the accompany- 
ing reducation of staff, flexibility is hindered. To this end, a re-organ- 
izational committee has been formed to examine patterns of structure 
that would maintain and improve the positive elements of our present 
model. 


New staff members joining the Middle School faculty this school 
year are: Mrs. Jean Smith, Title I Reading teacher, Hunter College, New 
York, B.A. in English; Ms. Kathleen Waldron, Pre-Vocational teacher, 
Bridgewater State College, B.S. in Education; Ms. Michelle Blazewicz, 
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Special Needs Aide, Bridgewater State College, B.S. in Education; 
Mrs. Patricia Pollino, Title I Aide, B. of Ed., Music, Lowell State; 
Mel Crotty, Title I Aide, Bridgewater State College, B.A. in English; 
and Mary Sue McGrath, Library Aide. 


This past year a true friend of the Middle School retired from 
public service. Mrs. Grace Eastman served as a consultant to the 
Junior High Building Committee. For the past 12 years she has been 
supportive of our educational efforts not only in the library services 
given to our students, but also in offering direction and counsel to our 
school. She served our students, staff, and the town of East Bridge- 
water in a most commendable fashion. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the School Committee, Mr. Mitchell, 
Mr. Achin, and Mr. Levine for their assistance this year. A special 
commendation should be given to the entire Middle School staff who, 
in the face of increasing demands, have expended time and effort in 
providing the educational and support services that produce an ex- 
cellent program for our students.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


It is with a great deal of pride and pleasure that I submit the 
annual report of the High School Principal for 1979 to you and to 
the community. 


High School enrollment as of October 1, 1979, was 742. In- 
dividual grade enrollments were 195 in grade nine, 211 in grade ten, 
187 in grade eleven, and 149 in grade twelve. 


The year 1979 marks a year of transition in both the high school 
administration and the staff. Albert Kjellerstedt, high school principal 
for the past nine years, resigned his principalship and returned to the 
classroom as a teacher in the English Department. During his years 
as principal, Mr. Kjellerstedt was a highly instrumental figure in the 
growth and development of the staff, student body, curriculum, and co- 
curricular activities. We at East Bridgewater High School respect the 
well-thought-out and obviously difficult decision that Mr. Kjellerstedt 
has made and are pleased that he has chosen to remain with us as a 
member of our teaching staff. Other resignations include that of Albert 
Stevens of the Art Department, who retired after twenty years of 
service to the school system, Linda Sears of the Physical Education 
staff who has accepted a position in higher education at Brown 
University, Carol Lund of the Mathematics Department who has 
undertaken a new profession in private business, and that of Patricia 
McElroy, teacher aide and then main office secretary for the past ten 
years. Other notable resignations were received from Vincent “Doc” 
Malewicz as Athletic Director, effective at the end of the 1979-80 
school year, and from Albert Stonkus as Head Football Coach. 
Mr. Malewicz will remain as Director of Physical Education and as a 
teacher and has offered the youth of East Bridgewater numerous 
opportunities through his dedication and understanding over the 
past twenty-five years in this role. Albert Stonkus, Head Football 
Coach since 1972, has for many years been recognized as one of the 
leading football coaches in the area both as a strategist and as a 
motivator of young men. It will be difficult to replace both of these 
individuals of extraordinary talent and stature. 


New staff members this year include John Crowe - Art, Kathleen 
Kearney - Physical Education, Louis Vasconcelos - Mathematics, 
Norman McGowan - Social Studies, Judith Riordan - Acting Assistant 
Principal, Gayle Kelm and Jean Straw - main office secretarial staff, 
Sandra Watkins - Media Aide, Anne Wilson - Library Aide, Hugh 
Hubbard, Raymond Smith, and Walter Tucker - custodial staff, and 
myself as Acting Principal.

George McCabe of the Social Studies Department has been ap- 
pointed Coordinator of Student Activities, a new position which we 
feel is very improtant to the development of an organized and highly- 
involved program of activities for all high school students. 


Numerous changes and improvements in the program offerings 
and in the overall positive development of the high school have begun 
through the cooperative and concerned efforts of the high school 
department chairpeople and faculty. Through their determined efforts 
we have been able to fine-tune the intricate mechanism which must 
be present to meet the needs of the community and its students in 
maintaining and operating a well-articulated and coordinated, compre- 
hensive high school. The fruits of these labors will be the cornerstone 
of unlimited opportunities and experiences for the youth of our com- 
munity as they complete their last formal public school education 
and preparation for successful experiences in the future. Statistical 
reports prepared for the State Department of Education for the class 
of 1979 indicate that 48% intended to attend schools of post-second- 
ary education, 49% intended to seek employment, and 3% to enter 
military training. 


East Bridgewater High School today is a place which has a pos- 
itive atmosphere where teachers are proud to work as professionals, 
where students are encouraged to learn and become involved in whole- 
some activities, and where parents can be certain that their children 
are being exposed to and receiving an education which is pragmatic, 
pertinent, and aimed at insuring not only the development of basic 
skills but also in challenging the many varied individual student abilities. 
This is accomplished by presenting situations to stimulate each student’s 
interest, by offering material of differing levels of difficulty to chal- 
lenge individual talents and abilities, and by encouraging the develop- 
ment of the creativity which exists within each of our fine young men 
and women. The future of East Bridgewater High School and its 
students has only just begun to be shaped. The increased coordination, 
two-way communication, and involvements between students, staff, 
and community are the beginning steps necessary for the organization 
and development of a truly better total educational program in the 
high school. 


I wish to express my sincere gratitude and pleasure for the out- 
standing work of Judith Riordan as Acting Assistant Principal. 
Mrs. Riordan has demonstrated that she is an individual of high 
capability, understanding, and dependability. Through her dedication 
and untiring efforts on behalf of our students, Mrs. Riordan has be- 
come a vital factor in the smooth daily operation of the high school. 
Mrs. Riordan is greatly involved in development of positive student 
discipline, coordinates the efforts of the Guidance Department, Special 
Needs Program, and building use activities. In the short time she has 
been my assistant, she has been instrumental in greatly improving 
the operation of direct and support services to faculty and students. 


Highlights of the year 1979 are many. They include: 


Graduation - An inspiring address by Pamela Bullard, Class of 1966, 
and deciation of the Florence Bannerman Health Suite by Carl W. 
Eastman, Chairman of the School Committee. 


Open House - A well-attended, highly informative demonstration by 
the various high school departments of activities, student projects, 
and classroom materials. 


Spring Musical - A truly outstanding presentation of ““You’re A Good 
Man, Charlie Brown”’ by the high school Drama Club under the 
direction of Sara Chudnovsky Weintraub. 


Alcohol and Drug Information Council - The development of a council 
composed of faculty, parents, students, local law enforcement. 
and cooperating agencies to address preventative measures 
through programs and discussion groups. 


Music Program - Highly successtul Spring and Christmas Concerts by 
the high school band and chorus as well as numerous individual 
and group awards and recognitions for student instrumentals and 
vocalists under the direction of Daniel Lasdow and Mary Wilcox. 


Parent-Teacher Conferences - A successful afternoon and evening op- 
portunity for teachers and parents to meet and discuss student 
ability and academic performance. 


Financial Aid Night - A well-attended, very informative presentation by 
the High School Guidance Department for junior and senior 
students and their parents. 


Girls’ Soccer - In the first year of competition an undefeated season 
winning the South Colony League title and participating in the 
State tournament. 


Girls’ Field Hockey - First appearance in a State tournament after a 
very successful season and victories in the first two rounds of 
state tournament play. 


Key Club - Pre-Thanksgiving and Pre-Christmas meals delivered to 
shut-ins. 


Bloodmobile - A well-organized and well-run activity by the Student 
Senate under the direction of George McCabe. 


Canned Food Drive - Annual collectionof canned food and donations 
by the Key Club for the Salvation Army to be distributed to 
needy people at Christmas Time. 
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Breast Cancer and Lung Disease Assemblies - Separate assemblies for 
boys and girls due to increasing concerns of students were con- 
ducted by two area physicians to discus symptoms and preven- 
tion of cancer. 


Faculty Workshop by Dr. Lawrence Lieberman, Special Education 
Consultant - Hosted by East Bridgewater High School for High 
School and Middle School faculty. Dr. Lieberman presented an 
informative program on 1) “Mainstreaming Special Needs Stu- 
dents” and 2) “Behavior Management and Discipline Strategies 
That Work”. 


English and Social Studies Curriculum Revisions - Elimination of 
quarter courses and some semester courses. Both of these pro- 
grams include many innovative features that will improve the 
educational experience of students. 


Special thanks is offered to the many fine staff and student 
body members who support our academic programs and activities, to 
department chairpeople and directors for their continued leadership, 
to guidance counselors who play such an important role in both the 
academic and personal development of the student body, to George 
McCabe for the increased development and coordination of the 
Student Activities Program and the Student Senate, to Acting 
Assistant Principal Judy Riordan, a superb addition to the adminis- 
trative team, to Steven Levine and Richard Achin of the Superin- 
tendent’s staff for their constant support and involvement, to the 
secretarial, custodial, and cafeteria staffs for the quality and quantity 
of effort and time spent in supporting the school community and 
providing needed services to insure the successful operation of the high 
school, to Hugh Hubbard for his dedication and outstanding con- 
tribution as Acting Head Custodian, to the School Committee for their 
sincere interest, support, and concern for the welfare of the students 
of the high school and community, and to you, Mr. Mitchell for your 
continuous encouragement, direction, leadership, and concern for the 
students and parents of East Bridgewater.

REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE COORDINATOR 
FOR SPECIAL SERVICES 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


The 1979 year has been very challenging. Each year we must 
spend additional time in implementing new regulations for Federal 
and State Programs. 


One of the most significant changes in 1979 occurred in the 
Massachusetts Laws concerning immunization for students. Although 
the actual change in the Law occurred in 1978, the full impact was not 
experienced until the Winter and Spring of 1979. Due to changes in 
the acceptable dates for valid immunization, it became necessary to 
check every student’s school medical record to determine whether 
or not they were still considered immunized. The results of this work 
led to notification of hundreds of parents of the change in the law 
and that the immunization records which were valid the previous year 
were no longer valid. With the cooperation of the School Physician 
Dr. Bannerman, the Department of Public Health, the School Nurses 
and Health Aide, the Visiting Nurses Association, and the parents 
and students, we were able to hold a series of successful clinics to 
allow the students to become legally immunized under the new 
regulations. Since the regulations have changed again, we can expect 
more clinics in 1980. 


At this time I would like to acknowledge the efforts of our 
School Nurses: Mrs. Ann Lawcewicz, Mrs. Lynne Oakley, and 
Mrs. Barbara Alexander; and our Health Aide, Miss Marie Healy for 
the countless hours after school, during the weekends, and vacation 
they had to spend in surveying every student’s health record. 


In the area of Special Education, our model for service delivery 
described in earlier Annual Reports continues to improve. However, 
our tuition for placements in Special Education Programs outside of 
the District continue to increase and the cost for such placements 
is very high. Although all of the placements are very appropriate, 
it is interesting to note that over one half of these placements would 
have been funded by other State Agencies in the years prior to Chapter 
766. 


The East Bridgewater Basic Skills Task Force began meeting in 
1979 and will continue to meet during the early months of 1980. 
Their task is to recommend to the School Committee a Basic Skills 
program consistent with the State policy that will be implemented in 
the 1980-81 School Year. 


In the area of Federal Grants, we were fortunate to secure $16,000 
in P.L. 94-482 funds to begin a program for Career Exploration and 
Awareness at the Middle School. Our E.S.E.A. Title I Program expand- 
ed to include the Middle School also. The P.L. 94-142 grant continues 
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to support the majority of our special Needs Aides in the School 
System. This past year, we were able to receive over $130,000 in 
Federal Grants. Of that figure, approximately $115,000 is used in 
employing personnel. 


There are many people to thank each year for their efforts and 
cooperation in making the year successful. Most important to our 
Special Services programs are the Assistant Principals of the Central, 
Middle and High Schools, and the Administrative Assistant at the 
Intermediate School. 


As challenging as 1979 was, there is every indication that 1980 
will be the most challenging year in recent memory. We can only 
hope that the cooperation necessary for success will continue.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF MUSIC 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 
The Music Department is pleased to present its annual report. 


William Cormier has rejoined our staff as music teacher at the 
Intermediate School. Mr. Cormier was with us in 1976 as temporary 
Central School music teacher and we are glad to have him back. 


As Director, I am proud to work with our talented, dedicated 
music educators. Mrs. Zahakos at the Central School, Mr. Cormier at 
the Intermediate School, Mrs. Wilcox at the Middle and High Schools, 
Mr. Buckley as part-time percussion teacher, and Mr. Megan at the 
Intermediate and Middle Schools give the students of East Bridgewater 
musical experiences far above the ordinary. These teachers give of their 
free time, weekends, holidays and many, many evenings to assist in 
the musical development of their pupils. We have a highly professional 
staff, dedicated to the musical education of all of our students. 


Probably the most obvious example of this musical education 
is found in comparing the Christmas Concert programs of our schools 
from this past year. The Central and Intermediate programs reflect 
the beginnings of musical development. The fundamental beginnings; 
Frosty the Snow Man, The Elephant March, Jingle Bells lead to the 
Middle School program with music of Handel, Leroy Anderson, J.S. 
Bach, and culminate at the High School, where our students perform 
music of Bach, Handel, Tchaikovsky, and Schubert. They perform 
music such as the Hallelujah Chorus from The Messiah and are deeply 
involved with the works of the Masters. From humble beginnings, our 
students move to lasting love and enjoyment through performance of 
the world’s greatest music. 


This development is founded also in our classroom curriculum, 
unfortunately only until grade 7. For the student who does not 
participate in band or chorus, this is the last music class experience he 
will ever have. The music curriculum we wrote two years ago is being 
constantly evaluated and upgraded to meet the needs of these students 
with the intent of bringing them as far as possible through the end of 
grade 7. Being the last class for most, we hope to leave the students 
with a lasting appreciation and awareness of our musical heritage. 


During this past year: Five High School students performed at 
the High School Southeast District Music Festival in Somerset 
William Solari (Band); Christina Sturgis, Lori Alden, Marcia Jaquith 
and Steven Sarcione (Chorus). 


Twelve students were selected for the High School S.E.M.S.B.A. 
Festival - Karen Hart, Michelle Creedon, Marcia Jaquith, Rebecca 
Foster and Steven Sarcione (Chorus); Michael Repeta, Elizabeth 
Murphy, Audrey Little, Shelby Fleming, William Solari, Mark Young 
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and Lori Alden (Band). 


Seventeen students were selected for Junior S.E.M.S.B.A. - 
Julanne Ortenzi, Arthur Putt, Julie Powers, Maureen Hart, Richard 
Rockwell, Peter Brooks, Steven Roberts, Mark Tesson and Chris Young 
(Band); Suzanne Holman, Lisa Simmons, Anne Marini, Margaret 
Dalton, Matthew Jaquith, Paul Damon, Jeffrey Godfrey and Robert 
Smith (Chorus). 


Thirteen students were selected for Junior District - Maureen 
Hart, Matthew Jaquith, Paul Damon, Robert Smith, Michael Siciliano 
and Jeffrey Godfrey (Chorus); Julanne Ortenzi, John Tracy, Karen 
Reardon, Steven Roberts, Mark Young and Chris Young (Band); 
Peter Brooks (Orchestra). 


Four students were selected for All-State - Marcia Jaquith, Steven 
Sarcione and Christina Sturgis (Chorus); William Solari (Band). 


We have begun a series of student recitals for the High School 
musicians, in which they perform solos and small ensembles. Members 
of the music faculty also perform on the same program with their 
students. 


Our Youth Concert Program at Symphony Hall in Boston contin- 
ues to spark student interest with over 100 enrolled for the three con- 
cert series by the Boston Symphony Orchestra. 


The High School musical “Charlie Brown” was presented two 
evenings at the High School. The show was also presented to grade 8 
students and school assemblies at the Central and Intermediate Schools. 


The Music Parents Association, under the leadership of President, 
James Weidenfeller, continues to offer tremendous support for music 
education in our schools. The Music Parents Association sponsored a 
very successful minstrel show in which many of our students, grades 
6-12, participated. The Music Parents Association also sponsored a 
color guard contest and a field band competition with color guards and 
high school bands from all over New England participating. 


Our High School Band Color Guard, under the advisorship of 
Jane Mackintosh, competed in Hull, West Bridgewater, Gloucester, 
Whitman, Plymouth, Somerville and Billerica. 


The High School Band and Middle School Gold Band performed 
at the M.I.C.A. (Massachusetts Instrumental Conductors Association) 
evaluation festival at Fitchburg State College and received ratings and 
evaluations of their work from nationally recognized music educators. 


Our choral and band clinics were led by Dr. Theodore Davidovich, 
Bridgewater State College choral director, and Professor Walter Chesnut, 


University of Massachusetts, Amherst, band director and professor of 
applied trumpet. Mr. Chesnut also performed with our High School 
Band as guest trumpet soloist in a memorable Spring Concert which will 
be long remembered by those in attendance. 


Our assembly programs at the Central and Intermediate Schools 
continue to be well received by students and teachers. The Looking 
Glass Theatre Company and New England Theatre Guild for Children 
presented assemblies to both the Central and Intermediate Schools. 


The High School Viking Band began rehearsals for their field 
show during the month of August. The Band had a very successful 
year, placing in the top three bands in each contest entered. Contests 
were held in Hull, Somerville, Westwood, Gloucester, Plymouth, Nor- 
wood, East Bridgewater and Boston College. 


Instrumental music continues to be of strong interest at the 
Intermediate School. We began the program in October with 139 
students participating in grades 4 and 5. The students come before 
school for most of the lessons and for band rehearsals. The new band 
members performed for the first time at the Intermediate Christmas 
Concert. 


The Intermediate Chorus, under the direction of Mr. Cormier, 
has 170 students participating. The Chorus also made their debut at 
the Christmas Concert. 


There is great interest in music at the Intermediate School. Close 
to 75% of the student body is involved in the study and performance 
of vocal and instrumental music. 


There is great interest in music at all levels in our schools. School 
music reaches every one of our students in grades K-7, through class- 
room experiences, and offers specialized involvement for many students 
grades 3-12 in chorus, band, small ensembles and music theory. Music 
is among the oldest of and most valued of academic disciplines and is 
a vibrant, dynamic, modern-day area of study, where importance and 
impact is evident in everyday life. The music education curriculum in 
our schools is part of a balanced, comprehensive curriculum for our 
young people, which will remain with them all their lives. We hope to 
maintain the quality of this education and wish to encourage continued 
support for music in our schools.

Our physical education program is an integral part of the total 
education program. While it is concerned with all aspects of the 
individual’s development, it has its specific responsiblities. 


The physical education teachers continue to provide excellence 
in instruction which features individual creativity through a variety 
of activities that contribute to the total fitness, enjoyable use of leisure 
time and development of desirable physical, mental and social qualities 
of the individual students. 


The extra curricular programs at the Central, Intermediate and 
Middle School consisting of bowling, skating, swimming, floor hockey, 
basketball, soccer, gymnastics and softball were, once again, very 
successful. 


Our physical education yea: was highlighted by the Field Days 
held at each of the schools and the invitation to the Central School 
from the MAPHER. The State Physical Education Association, to 
participate in the Spring Conference at Hyannis. 


Once again our athletic teams were outstanding during the year 
in interscholastic competition. The continued achievements of the 
Football, Ice Hockey, Softball and Girls Tennis teams; the development 
and performance of the Baseball, Basketball, Cross Country, Boys 
Soccer squads; and the South Shore League and State recognition of 
the Field Hockey and the South-Colony Girls Soccer Champions high- 
lighted the 1979 Athletic Program. 


The Physical Educaton and Athletic Department accepted with

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SCHOOL FOOD SERVICES 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I hereby submit my report as School Food Service Director for 
the Town of East Bridgewater, for the year ending December 31, 1979. 


Participation has been stable, in both our Lunch and Special 
Milk Programs. Brunch is being offered at the High School level. 


Milk prices have been increased to $.05 per half pint due to the 
increase in charge from Hendrikson Dairy of Abington, which is .1289 
for homogenized and .1319 for chocolate and coffee. Newly offered 
this year is the protein fortified non-fat milk the cost is .1279. the 
subsidy we are receiving is presently $.0775. The Ice-Cream bid went 
to Hendries Ice-Cream Co., of Milton. The Bread bid went to J. J. 
Nissens Baking Co., Inc., Lynn, Ma. 


Our commodities have been sufficient although we have received 
very little in meat products, especially beef and the flour supply is 
rather limited. 


Continuing increases in food and labor costs have forced the 
School Department to raise the lunch prices from $.40 to $.45 per 
student for a Type A plate and from $.90 to $.95 per adult meal. 


Approximately 2300 half pints of milk are being served daily 
within the four schools, with a choice of four kinds, chocolate, coffee, 
homogenized white, and non-fat white. 


The Central School is still serving primarily an A Type Soup and 
Sandwich menu. We have found that this type meal eliminates most of 
the plate waste. 


The Intermediate School has had some student involvement in 
planning their menus. We hope to continue and increase our student 
involvement this year. 


The Middle School is offering a choice menu at least once a week 
whereby students have a choice of hot or cold plate. 


The High School is continuing to offer a choice each day of a 
hot and cold plate. 


Lunches are being served to the Elderly every Thursday at the 
Middle School. 


We have at present, 215 students on the free lunch program and 
168 students on the reduced lunch program. We have a decrease of 
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61 free lunches, and an increase of 8 reduced lunches from last year, 
within the four schools. The charge for reduced lunches is $.10. Sub- 
sidies this year are $.23 per plate for paid lunches, $.89 for reduced and 
$.99 for free. 


Many thanks go to the four Managers and their staffs, the 
Principals who are very cooperative. To Mr. Achin and you Mr. Mitchell. 
I am looking forward to another pleasant and successful year.

Voted to adopt the following Personnel By-law pursuant to 
General Laws, Chapter 41, Section 108A, as follows: (see attached 
amended printed phamphlet) 


TOWN OF EAST BRIDGEWATER 
PERSONNEL BY-LAW 
ARTICLE 31 


SECTION 1. DEFINITION 


The classification of Positions and the Pay Schedules appended 
hereto, and the provisions of the By-Law shall be the Personnel Ad- 
ministration Plan (hereafter referred to as THE PLAN) for the Town 
of East Bridgewater (hereafter referred to as THE TOWN). 


SECTION 2. CLASSIFICATION AND SCHEDULES 


The classification and schedules of pay under the plan shall be 
shown in the appended “Classification of Positions and Pay Sched- 
ules” as from time to time amended. 


SECTION 3. APPLICATION 


The Plan shall apply to all officers and employees in the service 
of the Town (whether full time, part time, seasonal, casual, special, 
or other) other than those positions filled by popular election and those 
under the direction and control of the School Committee and Board 
of Library Trustees. Nothing herein, however, shall bar using the Plan 
or its provisions or facilities or committees in determining the compen- 
sation of such otherwise exempted employees or officials. 


SECTION 4 TITLE OF POSITIONS 


No person shall be employed or paid as an employee in any 
position subject to the provisions of the Plan under any title other than 
those in the Schedules or under any title other than that of the job, the 
duties of which are actually performed. The job title in the Plan shall be 
the official title of the position and shall be used in all administrative 
and employment records, and in every other connection involving 
personnel or fiscal processes. 


SECTION 5. PERSONNEL BOARD 


Under the Plan, there shall be a Personnel Board (hereafter 
referred to as THE BOARD) consisting of five (5) unpaid members 
who shall be appointed by the Board of Selectmen. The term of office 
of members of the Board shall be three (3) years. Initial appointments 
to the Board shall be for the periods of one year, two years and three 
years respectively. No elected or appointed officer of the Town and no 
person employed by the Town shall be eligible for service upon the 
Board. 


SECTION 6 DUTIES OF THE PERSONNEL BOARD 


A. The Board shall establish such policies, procedures and reg- 
ulations as it deems necessary for the administration of the classifica- 
tion and compensation plans. The Board may employ assistance and 
incur expenses as it deems necessary, subject to the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen and the appropriation of funds therefor. 
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B. The Board shall maintain written descriptions of the job 
titles in the Plan describing the essential characteristics, requirements 
and the general duties. The descriptions shall not be interpreted as 
complete or limiting definitions and employees shall continue to per- 
form any duties assigned by their superiors. 


C. The Town Treasurer and Department Heads shall keep 
records of time sheets, sick days, vacation time, and leave time in 
addition to such records of Town employees as the Board may require. 
The Board shall keep such records of its own as it considers appro- 
priate. All employment records of the Town by whomever kept per- 
taining to the Town’s employees will be provided upon request to 
the Board at all reasonable times. 


D. The Board, in conjunction with Department Heads, shall 
review the work of all positions subject to the Plan. Such reviews 
shall be so scheduled as to cover all such positions at intervals of 
not more than three (3) years. The Board by its own authority and up- 
on the advice of the Department Head involved, may reclassify an 
existing position to a different class, and no position may be reclas- 
sified until the Board shall have determined that such classification is 
consistent with the provisions of the classification and compensation 
plans. Such reclassification of a position, however, shall be subject to 
the appropriations of the necessary funds to adjust the compensation 
of the incumbent employee. No such action may be taken in connec- 
tion with positions subject to Civil Service Laws. 


E. The Board shall from time to time review the Pay Sched- 
ules. It shall keep informed as to pay rates and policies outside the 
services of the Town and shall recommend to the Town any action 
deemed desirable to maintain a fair and equitable pay level. 


F. Upon recommendation of the Board of Selectmen or a 
Department Head, supported in evidence in writing of special reasons 
and exceptional circumstances satisfactory to the Board, the Board 
may authorize an entrance rate higher than the minimum rate for a 
position and such other variances in the Plan as it may deem necessary 
for the proper functioning of the services of the Town. No variance 
shall become effective unless, or until, the necessary funds have been 
appropriated therefor. 


G. The Board shall be available to arbitrate grievances be- 
tween employees and Department Heads. A minimum of seven (7) 
days notice is to be given to the Board before a grievance meeting can 


be ned with parties involved. Meeting time shall be established by the 
oard. 


H. Notice of all changes are to be provided to the Department 
Head involved, the Town Treasurer, and the Town Accountant. 


I. The Board may require a Certificate of Health from a phys- 
ician approved by the Board for any employee in order to ensure fit- 
ness for that position. 


SECTION 7. EFFECTIVE DATE 
The Plan shall become effective July 1, 1980. 
SECTION 8. INSTALLING PLAN 


All present employees included in the Plan shall be eligible to 
receive pay based upon their job classifications as provided by the 
schedules submitted by the Board. All adjustments shall be subject 
to the approval of the Department Head and the Board. (Refer to 
Section 21.) 


No pay shall be reduced as a result of the installation of the 
Plan. Any existing rates above the maximum shall become personal 
rates and apply only to the present incumbent. When his/her employ- 
ment ends, no successor shall advance beyond the maximum for the 
job without the approval of the Board and the Board of Selectmen. 


SECTION 9. STEP INCREASES 


Progression through the rate ranges normally will be one step 
annually unless otherwise recommended by the Department Head 
and the Board. 


SECTION 10. PROMOTION AND TRANSFERS 


A. When an employee is promoted to a higher rated job, 
he/she shall enter at the minimum of the job range or at his/her own 
rate, whichever is higher. He/she may also receive a step increase 
at the time, if the Department Head feels that qualifications and 
performance warrant it, and the Board recommends it. 


B. If an employee should be transferred and reclassified to 
a lower rated job, he/she shall enter it at his/her own rate or at the 
maximum of the job, whichever is lower. 


C. All vacancies are to be posted within that department and 
in the Town Hall for a period of ten (10) days and advertised in a 
newspaper having a general circulation within the Town before action 
is taken to fill that position. Requests will be accepted from present 
employees during this ten day period. 


D. When rate ranges are affected by a wage increase voted 
by the Town, either fixed percentage or a fixed amount, all employ- 
ees covered by the Plan and in the classifications specified, except 
those holding personal rates, shall benefit. Those holding personal 
rates may be eligible to receive adjustments as proposed by the Board 
to the Town until the maximum for the classification exceeds the 
personal rate. 


E. No pay shall be reduced as a result of rate range revision 
of the Plan. When an employee receives a pay rate above the maximum 
for the job, this rate becomes a personal rate and applies only to the 
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present incumbent. When his employment ends, no successor shall 
advance beyond the maximum for the job. 


SECTION 11. NEW PERSONNEL 


A. The hiring rate shall be the minimum of the rate range 
for the job unless otherwise authorized by the Department Head and 
the Board. If such authorization is given, it shall be supported by the 
Department Head’s written statement of the reasons, and further 
documented by the Board. 


B. A pre-employment physical examination shall be required 
by the Department Head and the Board of all full time and regular part 
time new personnel by a qualified physician approved by the Board, 
examination to be at the expense of the propsective employee. 


SECTION 12. OVERTIME 


Regular full-time employees, exclusive of Department Heads 
and salaried employees, will be paid one and one-half times for all 
hours worked in excess of forty (40) hours per week within the depart- 
ment where the employee is regularly employed. Such overtime must 
be authorized by the Department Head in order for overtime payment. 


SECTION 13. VACATIONS 


A. The following annual vacations with pay will be granted 
to all permanent full time and regular part time employees after the 
following periods of time: 

a) Six (6) consecutive months but less than one (1) year: 
Five (5) days; 

b) One (1) year but less than five (5) years: Ten (10) days; 

c) Five (5) years but less than twelve (12) years: Fifteen (15) 


days; 
d) Twelve (12) years or more: Twenty (20) days. 


B. Any employee presently benefiting from previous vacation 
schedules shall continue with the same, and that schedule shall be 
their personal schedule. It shall apply to the present incumbent only; 
when that employment ends, successors shall fall under the classifica- 
tion set forth by this Plan. 


E For the purpose of this By-law, a regular part time employ- 
ce is one who is regularly scheduled to and works no less than twenty 
(20) hours weekly. The vacation pay of such regular part time employ- 


ee shall be the average of his weekly pay for the last twenty-six (26) 
weeks worked. 


D. Vacations with pay shall not be granted to temporary 
employees, whether full or part time, except to those who have been 
continuously employed for more than six (6) months and scheduled 
for twenty (20) hours or more per week. Continous employment be- 


yond six months must be authorized by the Department Head and 
the Board. 


. E. An additional day off shall be allowed in the event that a 
Holiday occurs during a vacation period, the timing to be at the dis- 
cretion of the Department Head. 


F. Vacations shall not be cumulative from year to year. 


G. Employees terminating their employement with the Town 
will receive payment in lieu of any earned vacation not yet taken in 
the calendar year of their employment termination. Vacation periods 
shall be pro-rated monthly in calculating in case of termination. 


SECTION 14 HOLIDAYS 


Permanent full time employees and regular part time employees 
shall be paid for each of the following holidays, except that regular 
part time employees shall be paid only for those holidays falling on a 
regularly scheduled work day and on the same basis as their earnings 
if they had worked: . 


New Year’s Day Memorial Day Veteran’s Day 
Martin Luther King Day Independence Day Thanksgiving Day 
Washington’s Birthday | Labor Day Christmas Day 
Patriot’s Day Columbus Day 


Permanent full time employees of the various town departments, 
other than Department Heads, required to work on any of the above 
specified holidays shall be paid on the basis of straight time in addit- 
ion to the regular holdiay pay for that day, or, at the discretion of the 
Department Head may be given equivalent time off at regular pay. 


Holidays with pay shall not be gratned to temporary employees, 
whether full or part time, except to those who have been continuously 
employed for more than six months for twenty (20) hours or more 
per week. 


SECTION 15. SICK LEAVE 


A. Upon completion of thirty (30) days permanent full time 
employemnt, an employee shall be allowed one and one-quarter 
(1/1/4 ) days sick leave with pay for each month of employment 
completed, provided such leave is caused by sickness or injury or by 
exposure to contagious disease, but not injury sustained in other 
employment. 


B. An employee in continuous employment shall be credited 
with the unused portion of sick leave granted under subsection A up 
to a maximum of one hundred twenty (120) days. 


C. Sick leave must be authorized by the Department Head 
and must be reported monthly to the Board in writing. 


D. A physician’s certificate of health may be required by the 
Department Head or the Board after three (3) days absence or after 
a series of repeated absences during the year. This certificate shall be 
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forwarded by the Department Head to the Board. This examination 
would be at the expense of the Town by a physician appointed by the 
Board. 


E. Injury, illness, or disability self-imposed, or resulting from 
the use of alcohol or drugs shall not be considered a proper claim for 
sick leave under this Section. 


F. Notification of absence due to illness must be made as 
early as possible on the first day of absence, either to the employee’s 
immediate superior or to the Department Head, and the employee 
shall keep the immediate superior or Department Head advised as to the 
expected date of return in order to be compensated with sick leave. 


G. Nothing in this Section shall be construed to conflict with 
Section 100 of Chapter 41 of the General Laws, and in the event of 
such conflict the provisions of said Section 100 of Chapter 41 shall 
prevail as to employees covered by said Section 100 of Chapter 41. 


SECTION 16. | LEAVE OF ABSENCE 


Except for reasons to the extent hereinafter provided, all leaves 
of absence shall be without compensation. Leave of Absence may be 
granted up to one (1) year, subject to bi-monthly approval by the 
Board. 


SECTION 17. JURY DUTY 


A permanent full time employee called for jury duty shall be paid 
by the Town an amount equal to the difference between the compensa- 
tion paid for a normal working period and the amount paid by the 
Court, excluding allowance for travel. The Treasurer shall take appro- 
priate steps to prevent any negative impact of this policy on the retire- 
ment contributions of such an employee. 


SECTION 18. MILITARY TRAINING 


Any full time employee called to temporary active duty under 
written orders of any branch of the Armed Services of the United 
States, shall be granted a Leave of Absence for said term of service 
and shall receive an amount equal to the difference between his normal 
compensation and the amount (excluding any travel allowance) re- 
ceived from the United States Government, upon presentation of 
Certification of the amount so paid by the Armed Services. Said period 


of termporary active duty shall not exceed sixteen (16) days in the 
calendar year. 


SECTION 19. |. BEREAVEMENT LEAVE 


For the purposes of this Section, “immediate family”’ shall be 
deemed to include spouse, child, mother, father, mother-in-law, father- 
in-law, sister, brother. In the event of a death in the immediate family 
of a permanent full time employee, the employee shall be granted 
leave without loss of pay up to three (3) days. In the event of the 


death of an aunt, uncle or grandparent of a permanent full time em- 
ployee, the employee shall be granted one (1) day off without loss of 
pay if the funeral is on the employee’s regularly scheduled work day. 


In the event of a death in the immediate family of a regular 
part time employee, the employee shall be granted one (1) day off 
without loss of pay if the funeral is on a regularly scheduled work 
day. 


SECTION 20. ©§ AMENDMENT 


This By-law may be amended by vote of the Town at any reg- 
ular or special Town Meeting provided that at least thirty (30) days 
prior to the Town Meeting at which such amendment is to be con- 
sidered, the Board shall be appraised in writing of the proposed amend- 
ment. The Board shall make a report and recommendation to the Town 
prior to the taking of any action by the Town upon the proposed 
amendment. 


SECTION 21. CONFLICTING BY-LAWS 


All By-laws or parts of By-laws in conflict with this By-law are 
hereby repealed. 


If any provision of this By-law shall conflict with any civil ser- 
vice law or union contract in force or regulation applicable to any 
position, or any other law, it shall be deemed modified by the law, 
contract or regulation sufficiently only to end the conflict. The in- 
validity of any provision hereof shall not be construed to invalidate any 
other provision hereof.

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ARTICLE 32: To see if the Town will vote to transfer a sum of 
money from the Surplus Revenue Account to the Stabilization Fund, 
or take any other action relative thereto.

A re-count for the office of Representative in General Court, 
Eighth Plymouth District, Republican, was held on Saturday, Septem- 
ber 27, 1980 at 435 Central Street, East Bridgewater at the Middle 
School. 


Candidates were James B. Dupont, 54 Orchard St., Raynahm, 
Mass. 02767, and Roger P. Provost, 495 Main St., Bridgewater, Mass. 
02324, who had been sent letters of notification Certified Mail with 
return receipts requested. Receipt for certified mail was sent to both 
candidates on September 22, 1980. Roger P. Provost received his letter 
on September 24, 1980 and James B. Dupont received his letter as 
recorded on his receipt on September 27, 1980. Dupont waived any 
objection of not receiving his letter. 


The re-count was scheduled for 9 a.m. Present were members of 
the Board of Registrars of Voters, Helen R. Thorndike, D, Chairman, 
Hene T. McCarthy, D, Pauline E. Singleton, R, and Elaine S. Powers, 
Clerk, R. Also, present was machine technician John Curley. Roger P. 
Provost was present with his Atty. Wesley Morris and Lee F. Provost. 
James B. Dupont was present with his Atty. William H. Markson and 
Nancy Malone and Pamela Souza. Town Counsel Kenneth E. 
MacMullen was present to advise the Board of Registrars. Counting 
absentee ballots for the Board of Registrars were Margaret O. Alexander, 
R, and Evelyn M. Pittsley, D. 


All election materials for the re-count were picked up from the 
Town Office vault by the Board of Registrars previous to transport- 
ing to the Middle School. The re-count was held at the Middle School 
because the voting machines are stored at the Middle School where they 
are kept under seal and in an enclosed and locked area. 


Upon Dupont’s arrival he stated that he hadn’t received a notice 
through the mail but had seen the notice of the re-count in the news- 
paper. I, as Town Clerk, had notified both candidates by telephone and 
in person that the re-count was to be held on Saturday, September 27, 
1980 at 9 a.m. at the Middle School, 435 Central St., East Bridgewater, 
and that there would be two counting absentee ballots and that each 
candidate was allowed to be there themselves or have an agent in their 
place, and were entitled to one or more counsels and one person 
to watch each person counting, as required in Ch. 54, Sec. 135A, 
G.L. Copies of letter, receipts from the post office for sending the 
certified mail, return receipt requested and the return receipt from the 
candidates, all on file. 


Before starting the re-count, re-count officers Margaret Alexander 
and Evelyn Pittsley were sworn to the faithful performance of their 
duties by Clerk of the Board of Registrars, Elaine S. Powers. 


Both candidates, their counsels and their observers were specifi- 
cally asked to check the metal seals on the fibre case containing absentee 
ballot applications, envelopes, tally sheets, absentee ballots cast, 
machine printer paks, voter authority certificates, etc. Each item 
that was required to be put under separate seal in the fibre case was 


also checked by the candidates, their counsels and agents to see that 
they were properly sealed. Printer paks from the machines were 
checked and found to be recorded on the tally sheet correctly. Ab- 
sentee ballots were re-counted and the Board of Registrars ruled that 
the original count stood, by unanimous vote. 


James Dupont protested one absentee ballot because the notary 
public had not placed his title after his signature in the middle lower 
right portion of the absentee ballot envelope, however he had signed 
his name in the proper place and had stamped his name, address, title, 
and date of expiration below on the bottom right of the absentee ballot 
envelope. The Board of Registrars ruled that the ballot should have 
been cast therefore the record of the election remained the same.

We have examined the financial statements of the various funds 
and the general long-term debt group of accounts of the town of East 
Bridgewater, Massachusetts as of June 30, 1979, and for the year then 
ended as listed in the foregoing table of contents. Our examination was 
made in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and 
accordingly included such tests of the accounting records and other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


Our examination did not include the United States Department 
of Commerce, Economic Development, Administration Office of Pub- 
lic Works, L.P.W. Grant Number 01-51-20414, to build an addition to 
and renovate the existing East Bridgewater public library, which has 
been audited by an independent public accountant as of June 30, 
1979. 


The accompanying financial statements have been prepared in 
accordance with the provisions set forth by the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts and do not represent either the 
financial position or results of operations presented in accordance 
with generally accepted accounting principles. The basis of accounting 
utilized in formulating the town of East Bridgewater’s financial state- 
ments and the departures from generally accepted accounting principles 
are disclosed in the accompanying notes to financial statements. 


| In our opinion, the accompanying financial statements as of 
June 30, 1979 and for the year then ended present fairly the infor- 
mation contained therein, in conformity with the provisions of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, applied on 
a consistent basis. 


The accompanying supplemental information is not necessary 
for a fair presentation of the financial statements, but is presented 
as additional analytical data. This information has been subjected 
to such tests and other auditing procedures applied in the examination 
of the financial statements mentioned above and, in our opinion, 
is fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the financial state- 
ments taken as a whole. 


In connection with our examination, we performed tests of 
compliance with the Revenue Sharing and Antirecession Fiscal Assis- 
tance Acts and regulations as required by Section II.C.3 and III.C.3 
of the Audit Guide and Standards for Revenue Sharing and Antire- 
cession Fiscal Assistance Recipients (Guide) issued by the Office of 
Revenue Sharing, U. S. Department of the Treasury and compared the 


data on Bureau of Census Form RS-8 to records of the town of East 
Bridgewater as required by Section II.C.4 of the “‘Guide”’. 


Based on these procedures, we noted no difference between 
Census data on Form RS-8 and records of the town of East Bridgewater 
for the year ended June 30, 1979 but our review did disclose the 
following instance of non-compliance with regulations: 

We were unable to determine that the appropriate requirements 
for the publishing of notices for both Revenue Sharing and Antire- 
cession Fiscal Assistance Funds were adhered to because the copies of 
notices for fiscal 1979 could not be located.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


We are pleased to submit our Annual Report, giving us the 
opportunity to review with you the highlights and progress of the 
Town throughout the year. 


After the April, 1980 elections, the Board of Selectmen, after 
a lengthy discussion, established a list of ten priorities for the 1981 
fiscal year. We are pleased to report that six of the ten priorities have 
been completed and that extensive research has been accumulated on 
the remaining four. Those priorities which have been accomplished 
to date are: 


- Appointment of Edward E. Arnold, Police Chief. 
- Energy conservation goals for all town-owned buildings. 
- Codification of office files and stricter enforcement 
of By-Laws. 
- Committee to study rubbish pick-up (report enclosed). 
- Quarterly meeting with Department Heads and 
Committees. 
- Limited centralized purchasing. 
Those priorities which remain on the back burner, but on which 
extensive time and research have been done are: 


- Five member Board of Selectmen or appointment of 
Executive Secretary. 

- Establish Engineering Department to oversee the 
operation of a Department of Public Works. 

- Liquor violations standardized. 

- Federal and State funding for new Police Station 
or Town Office Building. 


The Board of Selectmen are pleased with the progress made by 
all committees this past year and in particular with the By-Law Study 
Committee, Industrial Development Commission, Cable Television 
Study, and the Personnel Advisory Committee. In the brief period of 
time that these committees have been organized and/or reorganized, 
they have established very worthwhile goals. 


Two areas of major concern to the Board of Selectmen this 
past year seem to have been resolved favorably toward the Town of 
East Bridgewater. One being the hazardous waste disposal area at the 
incinerator. After a very well-organized hearing by the Board of 
Health, where an overwhelming majority opposed the project, East 
Bridgewater Associates withdrew their application for a hazardous 
waste site. Also, in December the Court enjoined the City of Brockton 
from approving any application for a sewer extension permit if the 
approval of said application would create an increase of sewage flow of 
greater than 40,000 gallons per day. This is a temporary order and 
Town Counsel is now preparing for the court case which will take place 
within the coming year. Hopefully this is the first step in correcting a 
bad situation which has existed for at least 25 years. 
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Perhaps the greatest challenge to the Board and the Town this 
year has been the implementation of Proposition 2 1/2. At last year’s 
Town Meeting we were faced with the 4% Tax Cap. We were able to 
meet our objectives under the Cap but only at the sacrifice of a number 
of programs which we would like to have started. However, even the 
Tax Cap seemed to do little to curb the ever-increasing property tax 
burden to the taxpayers. With ever-increasing frustration, the voters 
overwhelmingly passed “Prop 2 1/2”. 


This new law reduces local property taxes and motor vehicle 
excise taxes to 244% of their assessed value. Communities like our 
Town will have to cut their tax levies by 15% each year until their 
effective tax rates do not exceed the 2 1/2% limit. What this means 
is that we are faced with reducing our entire budget by approximately 
$1,200,000 for the 1981-82 fiscal year. This does not include any 
wage settlements with town employees. All settlements must be 
added to the above figure. With rapidly escalating energy costs and 
inflation affecting every area of town government, implementing “Prop 
2 1/2” becomes extremely difficult and painful. 


The Board fully recognizes the severity of continuing inflation 
and wants the citizens of East Bridgewater to know that all department 
heads, employees, committees and officials are diligently working to 
implement the new law. As in the past, we ask your assistance in this 
matter by urging you to attend the Annual and Special Town Meetings 
this year.

Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Chief William D. Tardie, Chief of Police and Keeper of the Lock- 
up from 1970 to May of 1980 retired due to a disability. Prior to his 
appointment to the Chief of Police position, he was a member of East 
Bridgewater Police Department as a Patrolman and Sergeant for seven 
(7) years. 


During the interim the department was ably administered by the 
Police Sergeant’s of the department. 


In August of 1980, Edward E. Arnold was sworn in as the new 
Chief of Police and he assumed his duties on August 18, 1980. Chief 
Arnold came to East Bridgewater from Penn Hills, Pennsylvania where 
he served the community for twenty-two (22) years progressing 
through the ranks of Patrolman to Chief of Police. 


The Police Department lost the services of Richard H. Jacob as 
Safety Officer and Juvenile Officer when in October 1980 he accepted 
a position in private industry. Officer Jacob’s experience and dedication 
will be missed by the department. Patrolman Thomas N. Goode, II 
has been appointed the Safety and Juvenile Officer duties which he 
assumed in November 1980. 


The department wishes to advise the citizens of East Bridgewater 
that in addition to a high level of service, the department will continue 
to offer Vacant house checks, the Crime Watch Program, and various 
other Traffic Safety Programs. The department would like to stress the 
importance of citizen involvement by reporting all suspicious activity 
which may assist the department in reducing crime in the community. 


In addition to the law enforcement functions which return 
monies to the Town, there are other services which have also returned 
funds to the Town, a list of which is as follows:

Our hose inventory is at a 
bare minimum, necessitation packing of wet hose at times, after fires. 
An attempt is made each year to have money out of Equipment & 
Repairs, but with the cost of repairs it has not been possible to pur- 
chase hose for some time. An article for hose at a future Town Meeting 
may be the only solution to this problem. 


Chimney fires are still increasing as more residents turn to stoves 
for alternative heat. We ask you to please keep your chimneys and 
stovepipes clean and to follow safety standards as to clearance of com- 
bustibles. 


The co-operation, assistance, and knowledge of the Town’s 
Building Inspector has again this past year proved to be a great asset 
to the Town and it’s citizens. 


As in past years, I thank the Board of Selectmen, Town Depart- 
ments and Committees, Permanent and Call Firefighters and Officers, 
EMT-A’s and the citizens of the Town for their co-operation which 
is an important part of this department being of the service it is.

Permits to perform plumbing and gas fitting were issued to 
licensed and registered persons, as required by Chapter 142 of the 
Massachusetts Uniform Plumbing and Gas Fitting Code. 


Inspections were made several times daily as needed to confirm 
that the work was done as per Code, and grant utilities to be turned on. 


This department is for all practical purposes self supporting due 
to the fee basis of permit issuing.

REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Annual Summer Playground Program at the Central School 
Playground was again sponsored and conducted this year by the 
Recreation Commission. It proved to be more successful than ever this 
year with well over one hundred and thirty children participating in 
the program throughout the summer. 


The Commission was again very fortunate in obtaining the ser- 
vices of Judith Kraemer, physical education teacher at the Middle 
School as the Director of the Playground Program. Miss Kraemer was 
ably assisted by Mary Jean Chiocca, another member of the Physical 
Education Staff at the Middle School, as well as by Janine Ledoux 
a graduate of East Bridgewater High School, earning her college tuition 
this way. P.J. Cosgrove was the third assistant added this year due to 
the project increase of children who were to take part in the program. 
Two volunteer workers, who added to the smooth operation of the 
program, were Heidi Wagner and Timothy Fowler. 


The usual popular diversified activities took place during the 
program. The children were divided into groups according to their 
ages and their interests. The program of activities was on a rotating 
schedule which allowed each group and their supervisor ample time 
for every activity desired. These activities included softball, soccer, 
kickball, Frisbee, basketball, bocce, relays, horseshoes, bingo, checkers 
and card games. Arts and crafts as well as singalongs and story telling 
were included into the program to give it quiet, restful periods between 
various highly active and competitive periods. As in previous years 
the daily schedule included two activities and crafts (or quiet activity) 
in the morning and one activity and some special event as well as a 
“popsicle break” in the afternoon. 


Three field trips were taken; two of them to the Westfield Day 
Camp of Brockton and one end of program to Lincoln Park. 


The Recreation Commission through its survey had ascertained 
that there were many families requesting an expanded “Summer 
Program” for their children, who could not come from outlying areas 
into the center of town. The Commission heeded these requests to try 
to devise some plan that would provide this needed service. It became 
obvious that there were two major options that the Commission could 
take: (1) one way would be to develop playgrounds and programs 
located in various sections of town and (2) a second way would be to 


“bus” the children from the outlying areas into the Central School 
Playground. 


It did not take much investigation to learn that to clear and pre- 
pare land, even that already owned by the Town, for safe playgrounds, 
conducive to the kind of programs the Commission sponsored, would 
be far beyond the Town’s ability to assume such costs. The Commission, 
therefore, voted to proceed with the alternative to “bus” the children. 


___ The sum of twenty-five hundred ($2500) was added to the Com- 
missions budget. This amount was comparable to the figure given by 
the bus companies contacted. This was to be for one route, which 
would circle the town, making one or two major stops in each outlying 


section (Westdale, Elmwood, Pond area, Eastville, Northville etc.) of 
town. There would be two trips daily, one in the morning, bringing 
children to the playground and a second trip bringing children back to 
their respective stops in the afternoon. 


Several routes were scrutinized by the Commission and question- 
naires were sent home through the school children eligible for this 
service. This was done to ascertain specific numbers of children to be 
expected at each stop. From these questionnaires it was learned that 
well over three hundred children were eligible and wanted to be 
“picked up” in the distant areas of the town at the specific stops 
suggested. 


The Commission realized that its first survey indicating how 
many would want this service was far too low. One bus and one bus 
route could in no way handle the needs that were now specifically 
indicated by numbers at identifiable stops. 


The Commission debated having bus service to individual areas 
on a weekly bases but there was no way that was feasible with the 
amount of money requested and given by the Town. It was therefore, 
decided not to use this sum in anyway other than for supervision in 
case parents of these children followed the suggestion of the Recreation 
Commission and “car pooled” neighborhood children to the play- 
ground at the Central School. In this way, if the following year some- 
thing more was decided this money could be available again for trans- 
portation costs, or some other form of expansion for the Playground 
Programs. 


The Recreation Commission wishes to express its gratitude to the 
Selectman and other Town Officials for their advice and cooperation 
and to the parents and townspeople who volunteered as chaperones, 
contest judges etc., or lent their support to our many activities.

The Bridgewaters Multi-Service Center continues to serve a wide 
range of clients with varying degrees of mental health problems. The 
treatment modalities used include individual, marital, family and child 
treatment, couples therapy, vocational counseling, psychotropic 
medication and group therapy. Other ancillary services include 24 
hours crisis intervention, alternative living situations, partial and total 
hospitalization, a club house and sheltered workshops, nursing home 
consultations, advocacy for all social service needs and limited 
transportation.

During the year, ten special permit requests were received. Of 
these, six were granted, three were denied and one was withdrawn. 
Sixteen plans, not requiring approval under the subdivision control law, 
were signed by the Board and two subdivision public hearings were 
held, one concerning land of Mondeau on South Street and the other 
Janet A. Hickey on Washington Street. 


The filing fee for special permits was revised to $40, plus the 
cost of advertising (which is to be borne by the Petitioner and paid 
for at the time of the hearing). 


The Board established a Sign By-Law Study Committee, con- 
sisting of: John Grant, A. David Swartz and John H. Alexander. This 
committee made its report to the Board, and the Board forwarded the 
proposed revisions to the Board of Selectmen for inclusion in the 
Annual Warrant of the Town Meeting.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
EAST BRIDGEWATER COUNCIL ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Council on Aging is continuing its efforts to establish 
and maintain various programs beneficial to the welfare of our elderly 
citizens. The regular meeting of the Council is held in the Senior 
Meeting Room at the Library, on the third Thursday of each month, 
at 7 p.m. The Council is indebted to Mr. Chester J. Latlippe, who 
donated two metal signs for the Meeting Room doors. 


The weekly hot lunch program at the Middle School, each 
Thursday at 12:15 p.m. when school is in session, has been well 
attended, with a total for the year of 3,254 seniors enjoying a delicious, 
well-balanced luncheon for only $.50. Special thanks to Mrs. Leila 
Curley and her assistants in the cafeteria, and to Mrs. Mary M. Alden, 
for making this such a pleasant experience. 


The Senior Center at the library is being put to good use by 
the seniors, with card playing, dance classes, quilting sessions, and the 
monthly Club meeting with an average attendance of about 100 seniors. 
The Garden Club, the Women’s Club, the Republican Town Committee, 
the Young Mothers’ Club, and the Town Finance Committee have also 
been able to use the area when it is not being used by the elderly. 


Blood Pressure Clinics have been offered by the Public Health 
nurses twice a month, with the first clinic at the Senior Center, and the 
second at Riddell Road. A total of 642 seniors attended these clinics. 
A Blood Sugar clinic is also offered twice a year, with 51 seniors 
attending. 


Coordinator of Senior Affairs, Mrs. Frances L. Pratt’s office, is 
located in the Community Building at Riddell Road, where she may be 
reached to be of assistance with any problems concerning the elderly. 
She is assisted by Senior Aides, Mrs. Margaret Riddell and Mr. Thomas 
Hayers. Tom is stationed at the Senior Center in the Library from 
10 a.m. to 2 p.m., where he also may be called upon for assistance 
if needed. Both aides are supplied by Old Colony Elderly Services. 


The Council was able to provide 6 senior citizen bus trips this 
past year, providing an enjoyable day for a total of 463 seniors. A 
weekly shopping trip and luncheon bus accommodated 1,404 seniors, 
and a monthly Shopping Mall trip was enjoyed by 480 seniors. 
These trips have been available to seniors living near the center of town. 
The lack of public transportation makes this service indispensable. 
A IIIB grant of the Older Americans Act, U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, through OCES helped to defray the expense 
incurred. 


As a member of Old Colony Elderly Services, Inc., the follow- 
ing services were received by those seniors who met the required 
qualifications - Homemaker Assistance, Transportation for the weekly 
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shopping trips, Meals on Wheels, Health and Chore Service, Legal 
Advice clinics, and Referral follow-up. 


The Council publishes a monthly newsletter, “The American 
Neighbor”, edited, produced and delivered by Hazel and Bill Black. 


Senior I.D. cards may be obtained from the Council Chairman 
Bill Black, the Senior Coordinator Frances Pratt, and the Town Clerk 
Elaine Powers. 


All citizens of East Bridgewater, 60 years of age or over, are 
welcome to participate in the activities and programs offered by the 
Council.

REPORT OF THE OLD COLONY PLANNING COUNCIL 
To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 


During the past year the Council was again involved in a broad 
spectrum of activities which either have or will significantly benefit 
the member communities and the citizens of the Old Colony region. 
These activities have also resulted in important accomplishments for 
the Old Colony Planning Council. 


During the past year the Council applied for and was designated as 
the Area Agency on Aging (AAA). This designation was the result 
of a highly competitive process in which elderly service and planning 
agencies were evaluated by the State Department of Elder Affairs. 


The designation adds a new planning responsibility which will 
enable the Council to plan for the allocation of federal funds and to 
coordinate services for the elderly under the Older Americans Act. 
The Council is the first and only regional planning agency in the 
Commonwealth to be designated as an AAA which is viewed as a new 
approach by the state in providing for the care and problems of the 
aged. In this new role the Council will be responsible for 
monitoring and evaluating the provision of services to the elderly. 


The designation of the Old Colony Economic Development 
District (EDD) this past year by the Economic Development Admini- 
stration, was the result of eight years of effort by the Council. Prior 
to this designation, the Council conducted its economic development 
planning on a part-time basis. The designation and the resultant 
funding have allowed the Council to mount a full-time economic 
development planning and programming effort. 


Other important activities of the Council in the past year 
included: a Comprehensive, Coordinated and Continuing Transpor- 
tation and Transit Planning effort; and, Planning for the land use, 
housing and water quality needs of the area’s communities. During 
the year the Council moved to new offices at 9 Belmont Street in 
Brockton which has facilitated increased efficiency in the 
Council’s planning activities. 


We again look forward to serving you with confidence that we 
can achieve a higher level of accomplishment that will continue to 
build upon our past efforts. Towards this end the Council will be 
placing more emphasis on technical assistance to our member muni- 
cipalities in assisting them in dealing with the problems of the 
eighties.

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REPORT OF THE PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO 
CONTROL PROJECT 


The Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project respectfully 
submits the following report for 1980. 


Extremely dry weather was partially responsible for somewhat 
lower than normal mosquito populations in 1980. The monitoring 
program conducted by the Project and the Extension Specialist of the 
University of Massachusetts showed that most mosquito species that 
attack humans were indeed relatively low in numbers in most areas. 
However, that species implicated in the transmission of Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis within local bird populations was found in appreciable 
numbers. Encephalitis was not a major concern in 1980, though the 
virus was isolated from mosquitoes captured in Halifax (not a member 
of this project). 


The project again expanded its early spring pre-hatch treatments 
to cover 2,506 acres of selected breeding sites, compared to 1,200 
acres in 1979. Excellent results were again obtained and provided an 
additional factor in the lowering of mosquito populations. 


Beyond the prehatch treatments, 890 acres of larval mosquito 
habitat was treated along with 969 catch basins. The latter involved the 
use of a relatively new and extremely safe insect growth regulator. 


In those areas where adult mosquitoes reached nuisance levels, 
various types of chemical applications were performed with a total 
coverage of 125,242 acres. Increased use of ultra-low volume spray 
apparatus and decreased use of cumbersome and expensive mist blowers 
enabled the project to more effectively serve all areas involved. We 
expect to phase out the use of mist blowers in the next few years. 


The project continued its water management program with the 
excavation or reclamation of nearly 100,000 feet of upland and salt- 
marsh drainage ditches. 48,905 feet were worked by hand with the 
remainder by tractor mounted backhoe. In addition, 60 culverts 
were cleaned of blockages. Water management is the first and most 
permanent line of defense against mosquitoes. The topography of 
Plymouth County insures that water management will occupy the 
Project for many years to come. 


The vastly increased complexity of mosquito control in the last 
decade precipitated the appointment of an entomologist as superintend- 
ent of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project late in 1980. 
This will result in the incorporation of the most modern mosquito 
control technology into the pest management program already well 
established by Arthur L. Westgate, who will continue to direct field 
operations. An educational slide presentation by the 
superintendent will be available to governmental and civic organiza- 
tions in the county by late summer, 1981. 


We wish to thank each town and their personnel for their cooper- 
ation and assistance throughout 1980.

COUNTY COOPERATIVE EXTENSION SERVICES 


The Plymouth County Cooperative Extension Service’s Office 
is located on High Street, Hanson, and can be reached by calling 
293-3541, 447-5946 or 746-0053. 


STAFF: 


Our staff is comprised of a Director, two Regional Agricultur- 
al Specialists, a Community Resource Development Specialist, two 
Home Economists, four 4-H Agents and four clerical staff. 


In addition to our County Staff, we administer a 
Nutritional Educational Program for limited-income families in Ply- 
mouth County, (Expanded Food & Nutrition Educational Program). 
We have two prefessional nutritionists and twelve aides. This office 
is located at 32 Belmont Street, Brockton, and is funded by 
Federal Nutrition Funds, through the University of Massachusetts, 
our Land-Grant College. This is for both a 4-H and Adult Program. 


We have many new and varied educational programs for you. 
Areas in which our staff has expertise are Agriculture, Community 
Resource Development, Home Economics, 4-H Youth Program, Nutri- 
tion and Energy Conservation. 


Our Expanded Food and Nutrition Program (EFNEP) has 
expanded from Brockton to all of Plymouth County’s twenty-six 
towns. 


In the 4-H youth phase of the program, Nutrition Assistants 
and volunteers work to provide education to youth, which will con- 
tribute to personal development and improvement of diets and nutri- 
tion of their families. 


In 1979-1980, there were 4,640 youth involved in our 4-H

Since August of 1977, we have been performing energy audits 
for home owners. With oil at $1.10 per gallon, this has meant an 
average savings of well over $300 each for those homes. During the 
past two years, 1,400 homes had such an audit in Plymouth County. 


In our traditional 4-H Program, we have 1,108 members with 
28,777 other youth participating in our short-term and school prog- 
rams. The 1977 population of Plymouth County schools was 
96,287. This means 29.8% of Plymouth County youth have been 
involved in our programs this year. 


In the town of East Bridgewater, there were 451 youth that 
participated in these programs.

Free bulletins are on display at our office on lawn care, 
gardening, nutrition, home canning and freezing, to name just 
a few.

REPORT OF SELF HELP INCORPORATED 


Self Help, Inc., is greater Brockton’s anti-poverty agency 
dedicated to improving the quality of life of — limited-income 
individuals and families, and making all segments of the commun- 
ity responsive to the needs of limited-income, disadvantaged and min- 
ority needs. 


During the program year ending September 30, 1980, Self Help, 
Inc., received a total funding of $6,088,906 and provided 273,916 
direct services to the area’s limited-income individuals and families. 
East Bridgewater residents received 442 direct services totaling 
$112,448 during our program year. 


The total funding of 6 Million dollars does not tell the real 
value of human services delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help’s 
funding enabled us to mobilize an additional $2,411,094. of other 
community resources such as CETA, Commonwealth Service Corp, 
and local City and Town contributions as well as volunteers. The 
gross volume of Self Help, Inc., during the past program year was 
8.5 Million. 


Self Help currently employs 178 individuals, many of whom are 
limited-income and minorities. 


We feel that the program year 10/1/79 to 9/30/80 was a success- 
ful one for Self Help, Inc., and very helpful to our limited-income 
population. We thank the area’s Board of Selectmen, town volunteers 
and the Selectmen’s representative, Mr. Charles Baker, to our Board 
of Directors for helping to make our program a success.

We were successful in processing in excess of one hundred thirty 
thousand dollars in V.A. claims for veterans and their families in the 
past twelve months. The increase in claims is due to the age and health 
of many of our older veterans. While we notice a decided increase on 
all levels of service for our Vietnam veterans as they become adjusted in 
our society. 


I am happy to report that Mrs. Marcia Anapolsky has done an 
excellent job in our office as she is in the process of completing her 
second year with us. Her pleasant manor and willingness to help in 
every way possible has been the subject of many favorable comments 
from the citizens who have come to our office for service. 


We again have processed in excess of two hundred applications 
for fuel allowances and an equal number of applications for tax abate- 
ments. This is in addition to our work under Chapter 115 of the State 
Laws. 


This year more than ever due to proposition 24% everyone is con- 
cerned with reducing expenditures, | am happy to report that not 
only have we been able to increase our success in obtaining Federal 
monies for our citizens but we have been able to return to the Town in 
excess of $10,000. from our claims on liens and Insurance cases that 
made direct re-embursements to our office. These monies turned over 
to the Town to help keep our expenses down.

REPORT OF THE CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 


To The Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Your Civil Defense personnel have been working diligently 
during the year to prepare the Town for emergencies within the scope 
of the Civil Defense Area II Program. 


Through the efforts of Virgil McCratic, Deputy Director and 
the Board of Selectmen, a used ambulance was purchased and a garage 
built to house it next to the Board of Health Building. At present, 
the unit is being prepared for certification as a back-up unit to the 
Town service provided by the Fire Department in emergency 
situations. 


The radio capabilities of the Civil Defense Unit have been 
enhanced by the purchase of two portable radios and a mobile radio. 
The Civil Defense personnel will now have communication capabili- 
ties on the Town radio system with all the town departments during 
emergencies. This service will be available in addition to those now 
provided by the Town. 


An evaluation of all the school buildings and large commercial 
structures in the community is being completed by the Civil Defense 
personnel, to prepare for the Town Emergency Management Plan. 
Those structures which can feasibly be used to house persons for short 
periods of time will be designated as Shelters. 


At present, the Civil Defense personnel are preparing inventories 
of the resource equipment, food stuffs, and manpower which will 
be available should an emergency befall the community. 


The Civil Defense program will continue to be a viable asset 
to the Town through the efforts of the citizens now involved and an 
open invitation is made to the Community to participate and become 
a part of this program.

Allen, and contained in the large volume entitled “Hurds History of 
Plymouth County” is being reprinted at a very reasonable cost by 
South Eastern Regional Vocational School, and will be available to 
the public soon. 


A very old collection of booklets and papers by William Allen, 
hither-to unpublished have been found, and photocopied. These 
chronicle many facets of life in Old East Bridgewater between 1664- 
1892.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Board of Library Trustees respectfully submits a report 
for the year 1980. 


Substantial growth in our collection of print and non-print 
materials, increased cooperation and support from civic organizati- 
ons and town departments, and additional demands for more 
sophisticated service characterize the past year in the Town Library 
System. Despite financial limitations and the high cost of 
all materials, our school and public librarians have developed 
positive responses to the needs of our community. While 
recreational reading and scholarship continue to place demands on 
Our expertise, growing interest in the practical arts, skills 
development, and individualized learning have taxed our energy and 
ingenuity. Also, while the classics and current fiction continue to be 
popular, titles dealing with resumes, employment opportunities, 
energy conservation, home improvements, and consumer issues 
are generating new areas of interest for the general public. It 
is with some sense of pride and satisfaction that we have met this 
challenge and responded in an effective manner. 


Library literature suggests that economic uncertainty serves 
as a catalyst, accentuating the need for library services. Our remark- 
able circulation statistics and the success of our innovative programs 
substantiate this hypothesis. To date forty-five families have parti- 
cipated in our New England Aquarium Membership. Participation 
in the Tri-Town Library Cooperative has resulted in the loan of one 
hundred large print titles at no cost to the taxpayer. Popular in both 
format and interest, these have been greeted with enthusiasm by those 
with limited vision. And with the continued assistance of Mr. James 
Mather, library materials are always available for residents at the senior 
housing facilities. 


Activities for the youth of our community mirrored the 
expansion found in adult services. In addition to traditional story 
hours and films, plays, puppet show, craft projects, occupational 
discussions, and musical programs created an air of excitement and 
interest in the Children’s Room. Especially gratifying was the 
participation of our young people in Operation Outreach, a program 
designed to bring-ibrary resources to the disabled. However, our 
most successful programs included both children and adults. Two 
performances by local mime Scott Cannon drew very large and 
receptive audiences, and a Halloween haunted house and costume 
contest attracted over four hundred youngsters and their families. 
It is important to note here that these programs are dependent on care- 
ful utilizatin of local resources and community support; we do not 
enjoy the benefits of a program budget. 


Our goal to meet the informational needs of our towns- 
people has been enhanced by a professional staff of competent, 
knowledgeable librarians. The retirement of Mrs. Helen Curley after 
nineteen years of distinquished service as a school librarian, 
was greeted with regret and appreciation for a job well done. Her 
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replacement at the Intermediate School, Mrs. Mary C. Davis, earned 
her M.Ed. in School Librarianship at Bridgewater State College and 
possessed substantial library experience in the Foxborough and 
Whitman public schools. Another resignation, that of Mrs. Anne 
Wilson, was accepted with regret, and her replacement , Mrs. Barbara 
Anzuoni, also had earned a M.Ed. in School Librarianship and her 
previous experience in the High School Library. The quality of our 
service to library patrons is as dependent on the high level of 
sophisticated materials we share as it is on the dedication and skill 
offered by our staff. Special note should be made here of the fifty 
years of outstanding service offered by our Assistant 
Librarian, Miss Leia Canelli. Always willing to serve, possessing a high 
level of knowledge, and exhibiting genuine interest in our town, Miss 
Canelli is the backbone of our successful library program and her 
efforts and abilities are recognized daily. 


Although unique to our community, the unified system of school 
and public libraries continues to enjoy a high level of professional 
service with minimum demands on the taxpayer. Appropriate materials 
are available to both teachers and students, a network has been 
developed to secure specialized or unavailable items, and our program 
meets the standards for Federal and State Aid. Our continued 
success has been the result of ongoing cooperation with Superintendent 
Gordon Mitchell and the School Committee, and we thank them on 
behalf of the students for their interest and support. 


While our dedicated staff of professional librarians and our 

substantial collection of materials constitute our strength, our 
facilities also remain a source of pride. Our custodian, Mr. Sanford 
Nute, continues to maintain a clean, attractive and safe building. 
Furthermore, his efforts and abilities form the keystone of our 
successful energy conservation program. Most visible, however, is the 
fresh paint and restored plaster which now greets library patrons in 
the Washburn Building. With the support of our Building 
Inspector, Robert Lundberg, Tree Warden, Eugene Fortier, and the 
Police and Fire Departments, our building and grounds remain 
pleasant and conductive for learning and recreation. 
Although the library serves a multitude of different functions, many 
view our most exciting role as that of a center of art and culture. 
Historic valentines nd beautiful fans were exhibited as part of our 
permanent collection, and Linda Hart, our Children’s Librarian, loaned 
her oriental artwork for a beautiful display in the Herrick Room. 
Through the efforts of Mrs. Antoinette McGrail, the Bicentennial Quilt 
found a home in the gallery showcase and continues to be a source of 
town pride and a living record of our history. 


Other exhibits which excited community interest were weaving 
displays by Gail Smyth and Joan Hausrath, unique hand-painted 
china created by Mrs. Muriel Perkins, and an exhibition of original 
art by Kathy Boudrow. A collection of photographs loaned by Miss 
Sarah Eldredge, and an extensive display of the talents of those 
participating in the Evening Practical Arts Programs also brought 
color and delight to all our patrons. Completing the year was a beauti- 
ful wildlife exhibit featuring the artwork of Mr. Randy Julius and 
a family quilt graciously loaned by Mrs. Marjorie Winsor. Local talent 


is the mainstay of our Artsline Program, and we are delighted by the 
responses of library patrons to our exhibits. 


As we reflect on our. success, we also seek new 
opportunities to serve our community. Our goal to share the 
knowledge and insight of the past is rooted firmly in the 
history and value of our culture. Perhaps the finest example of the 
cooperation and enthusiastic support received by the library occurred 
at our Holiday Open House in December. A painting project far 
from complete, awkward hours necessitated by energy conservation, 
and busy schedules, seemed to cast a shadow over the 
festivities. With the help of some very special people, however, over 
one hundred guests were greeted and entertained with exceptional 
grace and charm at the traditional gathering. Members of the 
Woman’s Club, Garden Club, and Senior Citizens Club made the 
event possible and with this kind of community support, our future 
is assured.

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REPORT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL SCHOOL 
DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The year 1980 has been a productive, meaningful year for 
the Southeastern Regional Vocational-Technical High School. 


It has been interesting to note that once a _ family 
gets involved with Vo-Tech, interest and enrollment continue. Due 
to a number of pupil and family requests, the East Bridgewater 
enrollment for Grade 9 as of October 1, 1980, is increased to 21 
admissions which represents 125.777% of East Bridgewater’s 
entitlement. Since town assessments for our share of Vo-Tech 
is based on overall October 1 enrollment, the town’s 
assessment will be increased proportionately. 


The total enrollment for Greades 9 through 12 is 63 pupils, 
and 9 pupils are enrolled in the Technical Institute (gr. 13-14) for a 
grand total of 72 pupils. 


It is not my intent to vote for program cuts, but to favor 
increasing the academic class size to 30 pupils per class. All research 
on class size studied by your School District Committeeman does not 
show any difference in pupil learning achievement between class size 
20 to class size 30. 


It is a_ privilege for me to serve on this Vo-Tech Committee 
and to see young people graduate with the vocational “Know-How” 
to live productive lives, as 99% of the graduates obtain jobs in their 
chosen trade or allied fields.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE TO STUDY THE 
FEASIBILITY OF RUBBISH COLLECTION IN 
EAST BRIDGEWATER 


The Board of Selectmen appointed a five person committee to study 
the feasibility of rubbish collection in East Bridgewater. The complete 
report is on file in the office of the Selectmen. The essence of the 
findings are detailed below in a set of alternatives and suggestions 
of improvement and operation rearrangement:

ALTERNATIVES FOR CONSIDERATION 


The following alternatives for the disposal of solid waste were 
evaluated by the Committee. Numbers do not indicate priority. 


1. Rubbish pick-up by private contractor and disposed of in town 
landfill; 


2. Rubbish pick-up by private contractor and disposed of out of 
town. Close landfill; 


3. Rubbish pick up by town and disposed of in town landfill; 
4. No change in current practice. 


After consideration of each of the alternatives, this Committee is 
reporting the following findings and recommendations: 


Alternative 1 -- Rubbish Pick-up by Private Contractor and Disposed of 
in Town Landfill 


This alternative is too costly. The estimated costs received by the 
Committee from two contractors for the collection of solid waste 
were $85,000/year and $102,921/year. In addition, approximately 
$40,000 of the care of the disposal area would have to be kept to bury 
and cover waste and take care of the landfill site. 


Alternative 2 -- Rubbish Pick-up by Private Contractor and Disposed of 
Out of Town 


Again, the estimates received from two contractors indicated that 
this alternative is also too costly. The estimates received were 
$110,000/year and $137,228/year for this service. 


Alternative 3 -- Rubbish Pick-up by Town and Disposed of in Town 
| Landfill 
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Rubbish pick-up by the town and disposed of in the landfill may 
have been a viable alternative prior to the passing of Proposition 2%. 
Because of the limits it imposes, the capital outlay costs for the pur- 
chase of the necessary equipment would be too excessive. The leasing 
of equipment was also investigated and found to be too expensive as 
well. 


Alternative 4 -- No Change in Current Practice 


This is the recommended action by the Committee concerning the 
possibility of rubbish pick-up within the town. However, it is also 
recommended that the Board of Selectmen and the Board of Health 
establish a committee to identify possible changes in the operation of 
the landfill. It is believed that there are opportunities for changes in 
the operation and management of the site, which could ultimately 
result in a better service to the residents than is currently provided, 
at a lower cost to the town. 


The recommendations of this Committee in this regard are presented 
below. 


SUGGESTED OPERATION AND MANAGEMENT CHANGES 
1. Adopt a user fee and sticker program; 


2. Increase recycling efforts and monitor the cost effectiveness 
of these efforts; 


3. Reduce the number of days of operation to four to include 
weekends. 


SUGGESTED IMPROVEMENTS 


1. Establish a permanent, covered, paved, collection area to enable 
personnel to transfer the waste to selected cells: 


2. Construct a permanent paved road into and out of this collection 
area. 


It is the recommendation of this Committee that the operational 
changes suggested above be adopted by the town, and the proceeds 
used to implement the improvements. This action would improve the 
overall efficiency of the operation and substantially reduce the amount 
of windblown trash and dust as well as eliminate the mud problem. 
Once the suggested improvements have been paid for, the funds gener- 
ated could be used to reduce the overall cost of operating the landfill.

REPORT OF THE SENIOR AIDE 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


As Senior Aide for the Town of East Bridgewater, 
my job is to assist the elderly with their problems. My office is 
located in the Community Hall (Housing for the Elderly) and my 
telephone number is 378-7975. I am in the office Monday thru Fri- 
day in the morning. In the afternoon I make hospital visits to any per- 
son who would like to see me. 


The programs I cover are coordinator of Senior Citizen Club and 
coordinator of Volunteers, health and blood pressure clinics, cancer 
screening clinics, friendly visits (at home or in the hospital), 
telephone reassurance calls, Scope (Senior Citizens Opportunities 
for Personal Enrichment) thru free physical and occupational therapy. 
I also assist with financial problems such as Social Security and 
Supplemental Social Security, Medicare and Medicaid, Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield. This year I am in hopes of improving on our legal advice. 
The Visiting Nurse Association holds two blood pressure clinics 
monthly, the first Thursday at the Senior Meeting Room at the library, 
and the third Thursday at Riddell Road from 1:30 - 3:30. 


Meals on Wheels are delivered five days a week to worthy 
shut-ins. This program helps to keep people in their homes instead 
of in institutions. The volunteers who deliver these meals in all kind 
of weather are to be commended. 


At the present time, I have two part time Senior Aides. Margaret 
Riddell assists me in my office, and Thomas Hayes takes care of the 
Senior Meeting Room. Volunteers have also contributed many hours 
to help make life easier and more fulfilling for older people. 


Doctor Clayman, (podiatrist) continues to come once a month 
to the Community Hall at Riddell Road. His services are excellent 
and he accommodates about 35 people each month. 


This year we made out many fuel applications for Self Help. 
This is a necessary program, but I wish it was possible to process 
the applications faster as people really need the fuel. 


Our Sunshine Line is still available to any shut-in who would 
like telephone re-assurance to check on their well being. Old Colony 
Elderly Services will continue to supply homemakers to those who 
meet the guidelines. Others who are over income are charged a small 
fee. 


I also wish to express my thanks for the cooperation I have 
received from the Selectmen, Council on Aging, and the Housing 
Authority.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


“A matter of paramount concern to the committee, and of 
course to the community, is the school department budget . . . No 
taxpayer needs to be reminded that he bears an ever-increasing financial 
burden which rapidly approaches the confiscatory level of taxation. 


“While the committee anticipates the legitimate protests of the 
taxpayers regarding (the budget), it also appeals to each and every 
citizen to demand of the State and Federal governments radical assess- 
ment of the financial plight of local school districts, for it is only at 
these levels that sufficiently broad tax bases to support education 
can be found. 


“It is an historical fact that our present system of financing 
education through property taxes dates back to a time when a man’s 
wealth was measured by his real estate holdings, whereas in today’s 
society one’s assets are more accurately determined by financial hold- 
ings - the taxes on which are of no aid in the local funding of the schools. 


“To perpetuate this system of financing education primarily 
through local taxation is to invite fiscal disaster. 


The text of the preceeding paragraphs is quoted from the Annual 
Report of the School Committee which appeared in the Town Report 
for the year 1969. 

“, . all the citizens of East Bridgewater were then, and still 
are concerned about the crisis in taxation facing all the cities and towns 
of the Commonwealth. 


“The members of your committee share this concern most 
gravely, for we are not only taxpayers, but also the representatives 
of all local taxpayers with the official task of maintaining a quality 
school system for the town’s children. 


“The crisis in financing public education was foreseen clearly 
by your committee as shown in last year’s annual report, and in anti- 
cipation of the present situation we have taken several steps on behalf 
of the citizens of East Bridgewater. 


“First, we have attempted to keep the townspeople fully in- 
formed of the financial needs of our schools. Last year (1969) we 
took the unprecedented step of publishing the full and complete 
school budget far in advance of Town Meeting, and followed this with 
public discussions of each item. . . because we feel that it is our respon- 


sibility to show the community where the tax revenues for schooling 
will be spent. 


“Secondly, we feel that relief for our financial crisis must come 
from State and Federal sources. 


‘ 


". .. your committee submitted a resolution . . . to seek greater 


State funding of local schools through legislation or legal action. In 
addition, your committee endorses two bills filed for this session of 
the State Legislature by a committee member which, it is hoped, will 
bring attention and relief to local taxpayers. 


“This is a terribly complex proposal, and it is doubtful that such 
a bill (to require greater State funding of local education) will become 
law at this time, but it is our hope that through the filing of this bill 
much needed debate will take place which will focus the attention of 
law makers on the emergency facing towns like East Bridgewater.” 


The text of the preceeding seven paragraphs is quoted from the 
Annual Report of the School Committee which appeared in the Town 
Report for the year 1970. 


It is with more than a touch of irony that your present School 
Committee chairman re-reads the reports he wrote more than a decade 
ago in preparing to write this report of the committee for the year 1980. 


Had the steps taken by your local School Committee in 1970 and 
throughout the ten years that followed resulted in legislative action of 
more than cosmetic value, it is likely that the present situation could 
have been avoided. 


In the absence, however, of meaningful property tax reform it is 
readily understood, and perhaps even necessary that the voters of the 
Commonwealth approved the so-called Proposition 2/4 in the November, 
1980, election. 


Notwithstanding the necessity of such a desperate measure as 
a cry for help from the Massachusetts taxpayers to their elected leaders, 
local officials must reduce their departmental budgets by fifteen to 
twenty percent in a period when inflation robs each budget dollar of 
its buying power by nearly the same amount. 


Through innovative management and the dedicated service of 
school department personnel at all levels, your school budget has in- 
creased by eighteen percent, less than one half of the total rate of in- 
flation for the same period, since 1977. In a sense, East Bridgewater 
must now pay an added price for its fiscal responsibility. 


By avoiding waste and extravagance in the management of the 
local schools, East Bridgewater’s educational costs in all areas have 
been kept far below comparable state averages. However, these same 
traits now require that budget reductions of the magnitude required 
by the new law must come from services and programs which are either 
highly valued by the community, essential to an education of minimally 
acceptable quality, or mandated by law. 


It is inevitable that the credibility of local officials will be chal- 
lenged during this period. This will be especially true of those officials 
charged with the management of the school department whose budget 
comprises more than half of the town’s total budget. 


Your School Committee has always had the greatest faith in

democracy and our open town meeting form of government. In vir- 
tually every annual report since 1969 your School Committee has 
appealed to the citizens of East Bridgewater to become fully-involved 
in the management of the schools. 


Once again, as we approach a critical period in the history of the 
local schools and in local government generally, we urge every citizen 
to read the following reports dealing with specific areas of the school 
system, to attend the public meetings concerning the schools and the 
school department, and to participate in town government through 
attendance at the Annual Town Meeting. 


While your School Committee makes every effort to maintain 
an educational system of the highest quality possible within the reality 
of existing economic pressures, it is assisted greatly by the cooperation 
of all other town departments and boards. For this generous and 
valuable assistance the School Committee is most grateful.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee and Citizens of the 
Town of East Bridgewater: 


I am pleased to submit the annual report of the East Bridgewater 
Public Schools for 1980. Our efforts this past year can be categorized 
into three main areas: 

1. Continued improvement, growth and development of our 

instructional programs K-12. 

2. Increased efficiency in our management and administrative 

activities. 

3. Improved energy conservation and related services. 


Instructional Improvement 


The major priority in the area of instructional improvement was 
the development of a Basic Skills Improvement Policy as required by 
State mandate. This was accomplished through the work of a task 
force consisting of professionals, students and citizens who volunteered 
to work with Mr. Stephen Levine, who chaired the task force. This 
task force developed a comprehensive policy for the improvement of 
basic skills in the East Bridgewater Public Schools which was adopted 
by the East Bridgewater School Committee in June of 1980. The policy 
was approved by the State Department of Education as submitted. 
The implementation stage of this policy was begun in the Fall of 1980. 


Beginning with the pre-school screening process at Central School 
and culminating with the program of studies at the High School, con- 
tinued progress has been made in monitoring the scholastic achievement 
of our students as they progress from year to year. Educational place- 
ments when correlated with testing data indicate significant growth in 
student achievement. The high test scores of those students enrolled 
in High School Advanced Placement courses plus some very high scores 
on National Merit Tests by E.B.H.S. students reflect the very positive 
results of the combined efforts of our teaching and administrative 
staffs to improve the quality of instruction throughout the system. 


Increased Management Efficiency 


Increased mandated program costs inflation and escalating 
energy costs, continue to cut into the funds available to provide ed- 
ucational services to the students of East Bridgewater. Bidding and 
cooperative purchasing procedures have been extended wherever 
feasible. Involvement in Educational Collaboratives such as P.C.C., 
R.E.A.D.S., Inc., North River, and SPOKE have saved in the direct 
purchase of materials and services as well as the transportation of 
Special Needs students. 


With the gradual decline in student population, four additional 
teaching positions were elminated in 1980. Six aide positions were 
eliminated, as well as the entire ice hockey program 
as cost controlling measures. Federal funds have been used to support 
personnel in reading, math and Special Needs areas where possible. 


Belt tightening has occurred at all levels, especially in the School 
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Lunch Program where Mrs. Sullivan and our cafeteria managers have 
reduced labor hours and increased productivity which has improved our 
cash flow and profit margin in spite of increased food costs. 


Maintenance work done by our own custodial staff under the 
direction of Mr. Achin and the head custodians continues to be of 
a very high quality. The cost of vandalism continues to be relatively 
low at this time. 


The cost to educate a student in East Bridgewater continues to 
be considerably lower than the State average and one of the lowest in 
the area for K-12 school systems. 


Improved Energy Conservation 


The success of our efforts to reduce energy consumption has been 
dramatic. With the assistance of Robert Lundberg, Mr. Achin and our 
head custodians have been able to reduce our oil consumption from a 
high of 227,000 gallons to a projected target of 150,000 gallons this 
year. This has been accomplished through the repair of heating equip- 
ment, insulation of defective areas, constant callibration of thermostats, 
shutting burners off when feasible and reducing temperatures when 
possible. 


The conversion of the High School burners to natural gas will 
make it possible for us to save more than the cost of insulation in the 
first year alone. The installation of storm windows at the Central and 
Middle School has already had a measurable impact especially with 
the colder weather this year. Combined with a much better price per 
gallon as a result of our joint purchasing through Project SPOKE, this 
will enable us to turn back money to the Town at the end of the year. 
All four schools have reduced energy consumption by a minimum of 
20%. 


The cooperation of the other major departments with the schools 
continues to be excellent. Fire Chief Winsor and Building Inspector 
Lundberg periodically assist us in building safety inspections. Police 
Chief Arnold has instituted a number of administrative changes which 
promote better communications and cooperation between the schools 
and Police Department. Highway Surveyor Tardie continues to plow 
and sweep our parking areas as well as assist us with special projects. 
Our mutual efforts with the Town Library continue to provide out- 
standing school library services with direct financial benefit to the 
Town. Mr. Sturgis works closely with our building principals to insure 
the coordination and maximum benefits of this joint venture. 


As of this writing, the East Bridgewater Public Schools are alive 
and well. As you read the reports of the building principals and de- 
partment heads contained in my report, you will sense the commitment 
and dedication of our staff to providing high quality education for 
students of East Bridgewater. However, a sense of foreboding does 
exist as a result of the passage of Proposition 2% this Fall. If the State 
does not replace the revenues lost from the reduction in the property 
tax levy mandated by 244, very drastic changes will occur in the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools. Students will lose services and programs 
which they need and deserve. I can only hope that a fair solution will 


be found before too much damage has been done to an already efficient 
and accountable school system and, most important, to the students 
which we serve. 


My sincere thanks to the members of my office staff, Mr. Levine, 
Mr. Achin and my administrative team for the constant cooperation 
and assistance. And to you, the members of the East Bridgewater 
School Committee, who sacrifice so much of your personal time and 
energy in order to foster good education for the youth of the Town of 
East Bridgewater, my personal thank you for the leadership you have 
provided this past year.

REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE COORDINATOR 
FOR SPECIAL SERVICES 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


It is with mixed feelings that I concentrate on Special Education 
in my Annual Report. 


I can only express pride and pleasure in the progress in the de- 
livery of Special Education services at the local School System level. 
We are fortunate to have teachers experienced in the various disabilities 
who are extremely competent professionals capable of working with 
students and classroom teachers in delivering the necessary services 
while keeping the students in the regular classroom as much as possible. 
The Guidance Counselors and Assistant Principals continue to support, 
monitor and administer the evaluation and review process. The utiliza- 
tion of the Counselors and Assistant Principals in this role allows the 
teachers more time for actual instruction. This time becomes critical 
when one realizes that this past year we were serving over 330 students 
with Special Needs within the local School System. Without a doubt, 
the main reason we are able to provide services to so many students and 
still maintain fiscal restraint is the administration model where the 
Assistant Principals add to their other duties and responsibilities the 
area of Special Education administration. The work of George Frye, 
Eileen Williams, Jefferson Prestridge and Judith Riordan has been 
remarkable and commendable. 


Unfortunately, the number of East Bridgewater Students re- 
quiring Special Needs Programs outside the School System has in- 
creased along with the costs. Prior to the initiation of Chapter 766, our 
tuition for out-of-district Special Needs placements was less than 
$20,000. This past year, our tuition costs for these students exceeded 
$110,000. Add to this the cost of transportation and the resulting total 
is greater than $170,000. This means that we are spending about one 
third of our Special Needs fiscal resources to serve less than ten percent 
of the Special Needs population. My frustration is not in the iden- 
tification or services of these students. Their needs are very genuine and 
very real and the services are appropriate. The major frustration is that 
the School System has become involved in a total service delivery 
model. The School System is now providing services which rightfully 
belong under the jurisdiction of other Human Service Agencies such 
as: Department of Mental Health, Department of Public Health, 
Division of Youth Services, and the Department of Welfare. The contin- 
ued reluctance of these agencies to assume their fair share of the fiscal 


responsibilities has shifted the cost of services from the State level to 
the local level. 


One of my biggest fears is that the exaggerated costs of helping 
these youngsters will cause a backlash against Special Education. 
Special Education which is honestly in the jurisdiction of Schools can 
be implemented in a cost effective manner. Only when the School 
System has to provide other human services does the cost become 
disproportionate. The School System cannot become the only Human 
Service Agency supported by local taxes. 


In closing, | would like to express my gratitude to the entire 
Support Services Team, the Assistant Principals, and most of all to 
you, Mr. Mitchell, for the constant support and advocacy for quality 


programs.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE CENTRAL SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Mitchell, 


It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report on the activities 
and programs at the Central School during this past year. I am pleased 
to report and extend my gratitude to the staff and parents for their 
cooperation, but most especially to a faculty who exhibit a truly 
professional and dedicated attitude. It is their efforts which insure 
that each and ever child gains the educational foundation so necessary 
for future success. 


Our enrollment as of October Ist was as follows: Kindergarten, 
158: Grade One, 143; Grade Two, 161; and Grade Three, 181. These 
figures represent a decline in our school population since October Ist 
of last year. It should be noted that because of this decrease, we were 
able to again reduce the number of teaching positions by two for a 
total of six teaching positions since September of 1978. 


This fall we were pleased to welcome Mrs. Linda Zentz as a 
grade two teacher. Mrs. Zentz was hired to fill a vacancy created by a 
teacher on a leave of absence and comes to us after substituting for 
a year here, and two years of teaching experience in Oregon. 


In addition to Mrs. Zentz, we also welcomed Ms. Maureen 
Manning, Ms. Kathy Towle, and Ms. Joan Trainor who were hired to 
fill the federally funded positions of special needs aides. All three 
women were graduated from Bridgewater State College in June of 1980. 


During this past year, three employees left Central School in 
retirement. Missed by all, but certainly wished many happy, healthy 
and productive are: Miss Margaret McCarthy, who taught for 36 years, 
Mrs. Ethel Nicolas, who taught for 16 years, and Mrs. Eleanor Ellis, 
who served as a cafeteria worker and manager for 30 years. 


This has been a very busy and productive year at the Central 
School. A great amount of emphasis has been placed upon each child’s 
reading and mathematics progress, with the adjustment counselors 
playing a major role in monitoring individual growth. The adjustment 
counselors, Mrs. Belk and Mrs. Southworth, are also responsible for 
monitoring every child who has been determined to be in need of 
special services. Besides performing the necessary testing for these 
children, they must make the parental contacts, consult with the 
teachers involved, as well as often times transporting children to 
R.E.A.D.S. at Lakeville Hospital for further testing. When one con- 
siders that there are well over 120 youngsters who presently have 
specialized programs, and additional youngsters being referred daily, 
one begins to understand the vastness and complexity of their pro- 
fessional responsibilities. 


In addition to our emphasis in the curriculum areas, the children 
participated in many other activities which tremendously broadened 
their overall education. Among these activities were field trips to 
Plymouth, The Museum of Transportation, The New England 
Aquarium, The Children’s Museum, and Sachem Rock: assembly 
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programs featuring the various school musical groups, as well as 
“Alladin and the Magic Lamp” presented by the New England Theatre 
Guild for Children; the ever popular field day competition in the 
Spring; and finally the continuation of the intramural-recreational 
program for our third graders which has proven to be an extremely 
positive educational and social activity. 


One major event which bears mentioning is the Central School’s 
participation in the Massachusetts Association for Health, Physical 
Education and Recreation Conference in Hyannis. Mrs. Carolyn 
Rebeiro, our physical education teacher was chosen to present a pro- 
gram entitled “Homemade and Inexpensive Equipment: It’s Use in 
Enhancing a Program’’. Mrs. Rebeiro has worked on the development 
of this idea for many years and deserves much praise for her dedication, 
as well as her presentation at the conference. 


Once again this year, the Central School teachers participated in 
a nutrition workshop sponsored by the New England Dairy Council 
dealing primarily with recognizing advertising gimmicks. This work- 
shop was well attended and the teachers gained a great amount of in- 
sight in the area of sales. 


One major maintenance project which bears mentioning was the 
installation of storm windows by Mr. Wallace Brotherton, our main- 
tenance man. We have noticed a significant heating improvement due 
to this installation, as well as an overall saving of fuel. 


At this time, I would like to take the opportunity to publicly 
thank the other town departments for the cooperation shown to the 
Central School. In particular, I would like to thank Mr. Carl Strugis 
and the Library Staff for their continuing support to our programs; 
to Chief Winsor, who has arranged to have his men give tours to our 
kindergarteners, as well as educating our youngsters to the necessity 
of fire prevention; to Chief Arnold and his officers for their co- 
operation in visits to the Police Station and programs in the school; 
and to all other town departments for their assistance throughout the 
year. 


To you, Mr. Mitchell, along with your assistants, Mr. Levine 
and Mr. Achin, and to the members of the East Bridgewater School 
Committee, I would like to extend my sincere appreciation for your 
support and direction during this past year. This type of cooperative 
attitude, and positive communication enables our school system to 
grow and provide the children of East Bridgewater with the best 
possible educational opportunities.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE 
INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased and honored to submit my Town Report to you and 
the community. I welcome the opportunity to acknowledge the out- 
standing work of the Intermediate School Staff and their continuing 
commitment of children. 


The enrollment of the Intermediate School was 389 students on 
October 1, 1980. The grade enrollments were 195 students in Grade 
Four and 194 students in Grade Five. This is a decrease of thirteen 
students from last year. 


We welcomed several new staff members to the school during this 
past year. They included the following teachers, assignments and 
backgrounds: 

- Linda Saunders, Grade 4, Graduate of Bridgewater State College with 
Title I experience. 

- Kathleen Waldron, Grade 5, Graduate of Bridgewater State College 
with experience teaching at the Middle School. 

- Michelle Stephen, Special Needs Teacher, Graduate of Bridgewater 
State College with experience as a Special Needs Aide at the Middle 
School. 

- Virginia Gillespie, Grade 4, Graduate of Bridgewater State College 
with experience as an aide and substitute teacher. 

- MaryJane Guilford, Grade 5, Graduate of Mt. Holyoke College with 
aide experience in the Silver Lake School District. 

- Karen Gallagher, Grade 5, Graduate of Bridgewater State college with 
aide experience in the Silver Lake School District. 

- Susan Gagnon, Grade 5, Graduate of Simmons College with exper- 
ience in Title I programs in Holbrook and Hanson. 

- Jamie Pratt, Physical Education Teacher, a Graduate of Bridgewater 
State College with experience teaching Adaptive Physical Education. 

- Mary Davis, Librarian, Graduate of Bridgewater State College with 
experience in the Whitman School Libraries. 

- John Gedraitis, Art Teacher, a Graduate of Southeastern Massachusetts 
University with teaching experience in Brockton and Whitman School 
Systems. 


All these people were selected after a rigorous screening process 
and a careful reivew of references. 


The new staff were brought on board fully supporting of the con- 
cept that the foundation of the school is the classroom teacher who 
daily provides the instruction, support, feedback and assistance to the 
children. The challenges that this individual faces and successfully 
handles during the year creates a lengthy list of achievements, including 
the initiation of instruction, the structuring of groups, the preparation 
for Parent-Teacher Conferences, the preparation of Christmas Activities, 
the extensive record keeping in the areas of math and reading, the 
transition to the next grade level, and the end-of-the-year field trips, 
awards assembly, field day and other activities. All combine for a 
successful experience for the children and growth in both an academic 


and social sense. 


Equally important in the education of children is the instruction 
provided by the special areas teachers in their subjects of Art, Library, 
Music, and Physical Education. There is daily involvement with the 
children in teaching them practical skills as well as enriching their 
background and broadening their experience. During the course of a 
week, children are given the opportunity to utilize the many resources 
of the library, work in a craft, develop a physical talent, and enjoy a 
diversity of experiences in music. 


The coordinating and orchestration of these diverse offerings 
fall in large measure to the Administrative Assistant, Eileen Williams. 
She works in a very practical sense with the staff to better the op- 
portunities we provide the children. From coordination of curriculum 
and special services programming, to actual work with students, she 
is that all important administrative link that makes a program opera- 
tional. 


The environment in which all of these things take place is per- 
haps the best kept 68 year old school in the area. The general appear- 
ance of the building has always been outstanding and it is at least 
as energy efficient as any public building in the community. 


The condition of the school as well as the activities during the 
year are owed in large measure to the support and help given us by the 
town agencies. This group makes possible much of what we are able 
to accomplish. The Public Library, the Police and Fire Departments, 
the Highway and Tree Departments, and the Building Inspector have 
all been most cooperative throughout the year. 


A final thanks goes to you Mr. Mitchell for the support and 
direction given by you and your staff which have made possible ali 
that we have achieved. I also thank the East Bridgewater School Com- 
mittee for their leadership. With their committment we have been 
able to continue the development of our instructional program and 
meet the demands which face public education.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL 
Dear Mr. Mitchell, 


I am pleased to submit my annual report as Principal of the 
Middle School. 


The enrollment as of December, 1980, was 607 students. The 
gerade distribution of these students is as follows: grade 6, 214; grade 
7, 186; grade 8, 198; Academically Disadvantaged, 9. The enrollment 
of the Middle School has declined gradually during the past 5 years, for, 
in 1976, we had 679 pupils. The net reduction of pupils has been 72, 
while during the same period of time, we have reduced five classroom 
teaching positions. The resulting increase in pupil/teacher ratio has 
been moderate, thus we have been able to maintain the excellence of 
our educational program. 


The instructional and organizational model we are using at the 
Middle School has become more sophisticated during the past years 
with the improvement of the team-teaching model being carefully 
supported by the learning-specialist and guidance staffs. The constant 
exchange of information directed at student improvement coupled 
with the more management-oriented curriculum systems benefit our 
pupils directly. Test scores remain high, an objective indicator of a 
successful program. This educational program, coupled with a human 
but realistic disciplinary procedure, allows the school to function 
efficiently because we maintain an environment in which learning and 
teaching takes place. 


The state of Massachusetts has implemented a Basic Skills Testing 
Policy which requires that students be testing in the areas of Reading, 
Mathematics and Writing during the 1980-81 school year. It was the 
decision of the School Committee to begin that testing in Grade 8. 
Initial testing data results have been quite positive, indicating that 
fundamental needs are being met. The regular testing program, admini- 
stered yearly, show very positive student growth. Thus, it is encourag- 
ing to note, that in a period of reduced support and increased demands 
on the educational system, we have been able to maintain the quality 
and productivity of our programs. 


The Middle School, as all educational institutions, is vitally 
concerned with the effects that tax limitations will have on our prog- 
rams and services. We are determined to continue to serve students 
as well as possible within the parameters of our educational philosophy. 
Constant diminution of our resources will eventually have an impact 
on what we can do with our students, as well as what we can expect 
from our staff. At the time it becomes obvious that we cannot 
maintain our present level of service to our students and the 
community, then it will be necessary to re-evaluate our programs 
and redirect our energies to insure that the best possible programs are 
available to students given the level of resources that we have to work 
with in our school. 


This past year, several individuals left the field of education 


to pursue other careers. The loss of the collective talent and dedication 
of these people, Mr. Karl Crowell, Mr. Douglas Larkins, Mr. James 
Furfari and Miss Nancy Dasho, is truly felt at the Middle School. 
They represented 36 years of real service to their students. 
Special note should be made of the departure of Mrs. Beverly Fanning. 
She served the student, administration and staff of the Middle School 
in a most loyal and capable fashion for thirteen years. New members 
of the Middle School faculty who joined us this year are: 
Mrs. Alice Springer, 8th grade English, B.A., Queens College, 
M.A. University of Hartford; 
Miss Wendy Harris, 7th Grade Literature, B.S., Springfield 
College; 
Mrs. Colleen Nicholson, B.A., University of Massachusetts; 
Mrs. Santha Thomas, Title I aide, B.S., M.A., Bridgewater State 
College; 
Mrs. Ruth Roberts, Title I aide, Holyoke Jr. College, American 
International College, S.E. Mass., and Bridgewater State, B.A.; 
Mrs. Gail Smyth, Title I aide; Mrs. Jean Straw, Clerk-typist; and 
Mrs. Judy Johnson, Instructional aide.. 


This year, Mr. Charlie Thomas retired from his position as cust- 
odian in the Middle School. He contributed so much time and effort 
helping the entire community of East Bridgewater as well as our school. 
The positive effect that he has had on the lives of so many people is 
truly remarkable. 


The entire staff of the Middle School is deserving of the high- 
est praise for all the time and effort spent in providing a quality 
educational experience for their students. They are a unique group 
of professionals truly committed to the single standard of excellence.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


It is with a great deal of pleasure and pride that I submit my 
report of the activities and programs taking place in the high school 
during the past year. I wish to note at this time that I am grateful 
to faculty, staff, administration, and School Committee for the support 
and cooperation which has been so evident during this time. 
Coupled with the increased positive attitude of the student body and 
community, the year 1980 has been a highly successful one for East 
Bridgewater High School. 


High School enrollment as of October 1, 1980, was 744. Indi- 
vidual grade enrollments were 213 in grade 9, 175 in grade 10, 191 
in grade 11, and 164 in grade 12. This represents an overall increase 
of two students over one year ago. 


This year we were pleased to welcome a number of new employ- 
ees to the high school. They are: Sue Feeney, Home Economics 
teacher (University of Massachusetts, Amherst, B.S. in Home 
Economics); Deborah Hanscom, Provisional Grade 10 English teacher

Needs Aide; Ethel Wagner, Supervisory Aide; and Irene Andrews, 
Cafeteria General Worker. Virginia O’Kelly, formerly of the English 
Department, has been reassigned as a Learning Disabilities Teacher in 
the resource room. I am very pleased with the quality of background 
and enthusiastic attitude of the new high school faculty and staff 
members. 


During the 1980 school year, we at East Bridgewater High School 
were saddened by the resignations of a number of dedicated 
co-workers. These included: James Augustine (Industrial Arts), 
Dawna Davis (Learning Disabilities), Charles Hunt (Science), Virginia 
Lovering (Physical Education), Cynthia Sulkala (Home Economics), 
Louis Vasconcelos (Mathematics), Nellis Williams (Mathematics), 
Elaine Meuse (Special Needs Aide), Kathy Briggs (Athletic Aide), 
Carol Kelly (Teachers Workroom Aide), and Raymond Smith (Custo- 
dian). Jean Straw (Main Office Secretary) and Hugh Hubbard (Custo- 
dian) have transferred to the Middle School, and Linda Mulready 
(English teacher), is currently on a year’s leave of absence. 


The past school year has been one designed as a year of 
organization, staff evaluation, and review of policies, curriculum, 


procedures, and services to students and community. It has been a 
time of taking a close look at what we do and improving the manner in 
which we do it. The end results of these activities have been improved 
classroom curriculum, an orderly office records system, improved 
school-wide discipline, a more appealing physical plant, better services 
to staff, students, and parents, and an overall atmosphere more con- 
ducive to learning and meeting the individual academic and social 
needs of the student body. 


Highlights of the 1980 school year are: 


The structural collapse of beams on the Michael J. McCarthy 
Auditorium Stage in the spring. Repairs were completed in 
September, and the stage is now back in full operation. 


- Resurfacing of the roofs over the auditorium and main gym- 
nasium was completed this summer through a Town bond 
issue. 


- The Class of 1980 was graduated on Monday evening, June 
9. Of the 153 graduates 54 percent indicated an intent to 
pursue post-secondary education, 41 percent to enter the 
work force, and 5 percent to the Armed Services. The Class 
of 1980 was an exceptional class and will be missed by all. 


The Alcohol and Drug Awareness Council presented an all- 
day Alcohol and Drug Awareness Day on April 18. Nineteen 
workshops related to alcohol, substance use and misuse, 
rehabilitiation programs, and legislation were presented by 
representatives of many South Shore professional groups. 
Keynote speaker was Judge Thomas Quinn of the Bristol- 
Plymouth Juvenile Court. 


The Band and Color Guard placed first in five out of six band 
competitions this past fall. The outstanding efforts and dedi- 
cation of these high school musicians and the music staff have 
resulted in the recognition of our high school and community 
throughout New England. 


The musical exchange program with Hawkesbury (Ontario, 
Canada) High School provided many pleasant experiences 
and memories for the students and the community during the 
spring. The Music Parents Association provided the financial 
and organizational arrangements for this exceptional ex- 
perience. 


- The Senator Robert McCarthy/Congresswoman Margaret 
Heckler Debate as part of a student assembly program in 
October provided a “‘living classroom” for all students in 
the area of local government. 


Open House in the spring was a truly rewarding experience 
for the large number of parents and community that viewed 
projects, programs, materials, and activities of the high school. 
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- The development of the Student Activities Program under 
the direction of George McCabe, Jr., Coordinator of Student 
Activities, has resulted in a functioning and involved Student 
Senate and a comprehensive activities program for students. 
The Student Activities program featured a Voter Registration 
Drive, a Bloodmobile, an Intermediate School Tutorial Pro- 
gram, a financially successful March of Dimes “Anything 
Goes” Assembly, a Student Store, and enjoyable and educa- 
tional assembly programs such as the Massachusetts Criminal 
Justice System Assembly in October. 


- The Key Club continued its leadership and services to commun- 
ity by support of an Indian foster child, participation in the 
Handi-Kids Special Olympics, fund-raising for the Ronald 
McDonald House, and the annual Christmas Canned Food 
Drive for the needy, among other things. 


This past year also saw the regular appointment (from Acting 
status) of Judith Riordan as Assistant Principal of the high school. 
She is to be commended for her untiring dedication to the staff, 
students, and parents of the community. Her role is an extremely 
difficult one at times to fulfill because of the complexities of her job 
duties, yet she has maintained a constant positive attitude in the 
pursuit of individual student responsibility and the fulfillment of per- 
sonal and school-wide goals for the betterment of the overall high 
school program. 


In conclusion, I would like to thank other town departments 
for their involvement and support of the high school, in particular, 
Chief Arnold and members of the Police Department, Chief Winsor 
and town Firefighters and EMT’s, Town Librarian Carl Sturgis, Building 
Inspector Robert Lundberg, and Joseph Rodericks of the Board of 
Health. Each of these individuals and groups has provided important 
services to the high school during the past school year. 


To you, Mr. Mitchell, along with your assistants Mr. Levine and 
Mr. Achin, and to members of the East Bridgewater School Committee, 
I wish to extend my sincere appreciation for consistent support and 
direction to the high school during the past school year. The ultimate 
results of these involvements have been the continued growth and 
development of the programs and services which our high school 
provides to students and parents. We continue to strive to serve them 
and the community to the highest possible degree.

PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 
I hereby submit my report for the year 1980. 


This past school year was one of the most exciting in the Physical 
Education Department. It featured many creative activities through a 
variety of programs. The positive impact was realized with an increase 
in skill development and a greater enthusiasm by the students. 


CENTRAL SCHOOL 


Our Elementary Physical Education program received recog- 
nition when asked to perform at the Massachusetts Association for 
Health, Physical Education and Recreation Convention. We can take 
great pride in Mrs. Rebeiro and our third grade performers for a job 
well done. 


The Successful Move-Grow-Learn Spring demonstration invol- 
ving students in grades one through five performed to a capacity 
audience at the High School gymnasium. 


Throughout the year, other activities that are of great importance 
to the children’s growth and development were the departments con- 
tribution to the Christmas program when several dances from the world 
were performed by the children; and the traditional Field Days in- 
cluding a variety of carnival-like activities. 


This year the physical education staff developed a comprehensive 
curriculum guide and the adaptive physical education testing so as to 
determine the children needing additional assistance in physical edu- 
cation. 


INTERMEDIATE SCHOOL 


The interest and enthusiasm shown by the students for the Spring 
Gymnastic demonstration proved to be very successful before a large 
audience at the High School gymnasium. 


Another highlight of the year was the Annual Olympic Field Day 
held at the High School in which the countries of the world are repres- 
ented by the students.

MIDDLE SCHOOL 


The physical education program offers to all students a variety 
of activities that fosters the development of skills and social-emotional 
objectives such as cooperation, leadership and teamwork. 


This year, in addition to the regular program, the staff has offered 
two special activities to the students in the areas of Developmental 
and Behavioral Physical Education. 


The intra-mural indoor soccer program saw girls taking a greater 
interest and participation than in the past years, and as part of this 
year’s gymnastic program a school gymnastic club has been established. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


The program is designed to promote growth and development, to 
foster and maintain physical fitness, to teach activity skills, and to 
contribute to social, personal and intellectual values.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF 
SCHOOL FOOD SERVICE 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I hereby submit my report as School Food Service Director for 
the Town of East Bridgewater, for the year ending December 31, 1980. 


Participation has remained stable in both our Lunch and Special 
Milk Program. Brunch is still being offered at the High School level. 


Increases in food and labor costs have made it necessary for the 
School Department to raise the lunch prices from $.45 to $.50 per 
student for a Type A plate and from $.95 to $1.00 tax included per 
adult meal. 


Milk prices have been increased to $.10 per half pint due to the 
increase in charge from Hendrickson Dairy of Abington, which is 
$.1394 for homogenized, $.1374 for non-fat and $.1424 for chocolate 
or coffee flavored low fat milk. The subsidy presently being received is 
$.0500. 


The Ice-Cream bid was awarded to Hendries Ice-Cream Co. of 
Milton. The Bread bid went to J.J. Nissen Baking Co., Inc. Lynn, 
Ma. and W.C. Bonner Co., Inc. of Watertown, Ma. received the bid for 
dishwashing supplies. 


Approximately 1550 Type A lunches and 225 breakfasts are 
being served daily within the four schools. We have presently 265 free 
and 174 reduced lunch applications approved this year, this is an in- 
crease of 50 free and 6 reduced over last year. 


Mrs. Eleanor Ellis Manager of the Central School kitchen will 
retire as of January 1, 1981 after thirty years of dedicated service. 
We wish her well in her retirement. The students as well as her co- 
workers will miss her greatly. 


The Intermediate School will again this year encourage students 
to participate in meal planning. 


The Middle School is continuing to offer lunches to the elderly 
every Thursday with a participation of approximately 85 per week, 
the charge for these lunches is $.50. 


The High School has continued the practice of offering a cold 
(sandwich) plate each day as well as their hot plate. 


My thanks go to the four Managers and their staffs, the Building 
Principals, Mr. Achin and to you Mr. Mitchell. I am looking forward to 
another pleasant and successful year.

UNANIMOUS VOTE. (AS AMENDED) 


Article 21: To see if the Town will vote to approve the filing of a petition in the 
General Court under the provisions of Section 8, Article 89 of the Amendments to the 
Constitution for an Act: ‘‘To create a Town of East Bridgewater Public Works 
Department.”’ 

Section 1. There shall be established in the Town of East Bridgewater a Board of 
Public Works, hereinafter called the board, consisting of three members. The initial 
members thereof shall be elected to serve as follows: one for three years, one for two 
years, one for one year from the date of the annual town election at which they are 
elected, and thereafter when the term of any such member expires, his successor shall be 
elected to serve for three years until their successors are elected and qualified. The 


members of the board shall forthwith after each annual town election, elect from its 


members a chairman and a clerk for the ensuing years. In case of a vacancy, the remain- 
ing members of the board shall, jointly with the board of selectmen, within thirty days, 
fill such vacancy until the next town election, when a new member or members shall be 
elected to fill the unexpired term. No person shall serve on the board who holds an elec- 
tive or appointive office in the town, and no person who is an employee of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works shall serve on the board. 

Section 2. Upon the qualifications of the initial members of the board of public 
works, the board shall have all the powers and duties now and from time to time vested 
by general or special law or town bylaw in the following boards, departments and of- 
fices, or in boards, departments, and offices having corresponding powers and duties in 
the Town of East Bridgewater to wit: water commissioners, tree warden, and highway 
surveyor. No existing contracts or liability shall be affected by such abolition, but the 
board of public works shall in all respects be the lawful successor of the boards, depart- 
ments and offices so abolished. The board shall have such added powers with respect to 
public works as the town may from time to time by bylaw provide, any other provisions 
of the law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Section 3._ The board shall appoint and fix the compensation of a superintendent 
of public works who shall exercise and perform under its supervision and direction, 
such of the powers, rights and duties transferred to it under Section Two and as it may 
from time to time designate. He shall be responsible for the efficient exercise and per- 
formance of such powers, rights, and duties and shall hold office subject to the will of 
the board. He shall be specially fitted by education, training and experience to perform 
the duties of his office. He shall hold no elective office nor shall he engage in any other 


_ business or occupation. He shall, subject to the approval of the board, appoint such 
assistants, agents and employees as the exercise and performance of his powers and 


duties and rights may require. He shall keep a full and complete record of the doings of 
his office, shall render to the board, as often as it may require, a full report of all opera- 


_ tions under his control during the period reported upon and annually, and from time to 


| 


time as required by the board, shall make a synopsis of such reports for publication and 
shall keep the board fully advised as to the needs of the town within the scope of his 
duties, and shall annually, not less than ten days prior to the expiration of the calendar 
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year, furnish to the board a carefully prepared and detailed estimate in writing of the 
appropriations required during the next succeeding fiscal year for the proper exercise 
and performance of all said rights and duties. Each permanent employee of any board, 
department or office abolished by this act shall be transferred to and become an 
employee of the board of public works and shall not be reduced or dismissed without 
just cause. 

Section 4. The Town of East Bridgewater may after the expiration of three years 
from the date of acceptance of this act vote at an annual meeting to revoke such accep- 
tance, and the question of such revocation shall be submitted to the voters in the form 
of the following question: ‘‘Shall an act passed by the General Court in the year nine- 
teen hundred and , entitled ‘An Act Authorizing the Town of East Bridgewater 
to establish a Board of Public Works exercising the powers of certain other departments 
and town Officials,’ be revoked.’’ If a majority of votes cast in answer to said question is 
in the affirmative, then at the next annual town election held after said vote of revoca- 
tion, the town shall elect such officers as are necessary to exercise and perform the 
powers, rights, and duties transferred to the board of public works by said act. Such ac- 
tion shall not affect any contract or liability then created or existing. All general laws 
respecting town administration and town officers, and any special laws, relative to said 
town, the operation of which has been superseded by this act, shall then be in full force 
and effect. Any bylaw inconsistent with such special or general laws shall be revoked 
thereby. Any subsequent vote to revoke this act shall not be taken more often than once 
in three years, or do or act in any manner relative thereto. (MOTION TO CUT OFF

Planning Board for five years, one member of the East Bridgewater Housing Authority 
for five years.

Special 
registration sessions are also held and the hours are posted at East Bridgewater Post Of- 
fice, Elmwood Post Office, The Town Office Building, The Village News, the East 
Bridgewater Public Library and the Plymouth-Home National Bank. Any questions 
concerning registration and voting should be directed to the Town Clerk’s Office during 
office hours either in person or call 378-2471.

To the Citizens of East Bridgewater, 

Your Board of Selectmen submit to you our Annual Report of progress and major 
actions taken throughout the year. 

Priorities were set for the second consecutive year shortly after the town election. 
These were upgraded from last year’s uncompleted priorities and new ones added for 
this fiscal year. The priorities that have been effected during this year are: 


Second year implementation of Proposition 2'2 

Improved enforcement of town by-laws and licensing procedures 

More effective usage of Town Office secretarial and clerical personnel 

Action to accept approved subdivision streets in coordination with the Planning 
Board and Highway Surveyor 

Regularly scheduled meetings with elected and appointed Boards and Committees 
Initial start-up of a committee to study Data Processing implementation for the 
town 

Job descriptions for Selectmen’s office personnel 


The following priorities have either not been effected or are in various degrees of 
study: 

Improved attendance at Town Meetings 

Improved Insurance package for the town 

Increased Industrial Development Commission action 

Position of a Town Engineering Department 


The Board of Selectmen have worked very closely with all Boards and Committees 
during this second year of Proposition 2% to fulfill its implementation. This year at the 
Annual Meeting your actions will complete our initial compliance to the law, resulting 
in a tax decrease for all our citizens. We are complimentary to all who have worked to 
make this effective, but especially to the thoroughness of the Town Accountant, 
Marilyn Mondeau. 

This year the Board of Selectmen have attempted to solve the continuing polution 
problem of the Matfield River. We have received the help of both Representative Allan

R. Chiocca and Senator Edward P. Kirby in pursuit of the solution of this long standing 
issue. A bill was passed by the State Legislature assuring us of $100,000 for planning 
and engineering the river bed clean-up, upon completion of the City of Brockton Waste 
Treatment Plant. 

We want to thank the East bridgewater Sesquicentennial Committee who donated 
their remaining funds of $5,600. to the Historical Committee for its future projects and 
to the East Bridgewater Lions Club for the tree planted on the Town Office property. 

It is with candor that we acknowledge areas where extensive time and research have 
been expended but positive results seem to be minimal, at this time. One area that has 
not proven to be as successful as anticipated was the Town Office Clerical Pool. It did 
prove to be cost effective and efficient in work production but was not well received by 
some departments. We are indebted to Pool Coordinator, Pauline Singleton for her un- 
tiring efforts to achieve success in this effort. The second problem has been in excessive 
truck utilization of some of our residential areas. We feel confident with the coopera- 
tion of the Police Department and the Highway Surveyor that this can be resolved. 

The Board of Selectmen wish to thank those who participated in negotiating con- 
tracts with the town, for their cooperation this past year. We were able to resolve and 
sign all contracts at an early date. 

We ask your continued input of ideas, thoughts, suggestions and methods that we 
can study and utilize to make our town government function more cost efficiently and 
effectively. Your attendance at our meetings is always welcome and we sincerely urge all 
voters to attend all Town Meetings.

Report of the Police Department 


Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

The Police Department wishes to report that during the year 1981, it has functioned 
within the guidelines of the department budget. Upon completion of the 1980/81 fiscal 
budget year, the department returned $16,092.17 back to the Town. This was ac- 
complished by judicious use of manpower, equipment, and material resources by the 
police officers. This was also accomplished with the loss of two officers on extended 
leave due to on-the-job injuries and two unfilled police officer positions. One of the 
supervisory personnel, Sgt. Robert A. Cavanagh, is still out due to an on-the-job injury 
and the department awaits his recovery and return to duty. 

During 1981, the Uniform Crime Reporting system was instituted for more com- 
prehensive reporting of crimes, complete investigations, and report readiness for Court 
Case dispositions. This change has been very effective. The department wishes to advise 
the citizens of the House Check Service and the Crime Watch Program which are very 
important because of involvement of everyone in the Town. It is requested that each 
citizen report any suspicious activity, no matter how slight, to the department to help in 
detering crime. 

Other monies returned to the Town are: Court Fines: $17,466.52; Insurance 
Report Fees: $2,061.50; Pistol Permits: $700.00; Firearms ID: $206.00; Police Auc- 
tion: $1,348.27; and Miscellaneous: $201.25. Also monies were returned to the Town 
from police officers outside details in the amount of $397.50. This money has been 
designated by the Selectmen as an Insurance Fee and Administrative Fee. 

Projections for 1981/82 Fiscal Budget include an over-all increase of one percent 
(1%) which includes the reduction of two (2) police officers to the force. With these 
men, which had never been replaced, the department will be able to go forward and also 
be able to give the citizens of East Bridgewater better service for the protection of life 
and property. 

I wish to thank the members of the East Bridgewater Police Deparment, Board of 
Selectmen, and all other Town Departments for their assistance and cooperation during 
the past year.

With the continued cooperation of members of this department and the citizens of the 
Town I believe we can make it.

Maintenance and repair of the Station, vehicles, and equipment is being performed 
as in the past. Scheduled drills are being presented on a year round basis. Eleven months 
of ambulance billing is showing that it will bring in a substantial amount of money to 
help defray the cost of providing ambulance service. 

As in the past I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, Firefighters and E.M.T.’s, 
both permanent and call, the Finance Committee, our Building Inspector, and our 
citizens and taxpayers. Without the help of all this department could not provide the 
service it does.

Report of the Board of Assessors 


The Town was revalued to Full Fair Market Value as of January 1, 1980. Since that 
time inflation has reduced those assessments to about 85% of full value. Because of this 
lowered assessment ratio (Sales Price vs Assessed Value), the Department of Revenue 
has mandated that our assessments be adjusted to reflect today’s market condition. 

The assessors have submitted a plan to the Department of Revenue that will adjust 
our assessments to Full Fair Market Value. If accepted, we shall eliminate the need of a 
costly house inspection total revaluation. 

It is imperative that both our plans and the final updated assessments be approved 
by the Department of Revenue so that next year’s tax rate (fiscal 1983) can be certified 
by early fall. Any delay would require additional borrowing by the town. 

Since a substantial decrease was experienced in last year’s tax rate ($26 for fiscal 
1982 compared to $33 for fiscal 1981), it is anticipated that the fiscal 1983 tax rate will 
meet the full requirements of 2'2.

Report of the Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission submits its Annual Report for 1981 to the Select- 
men and residents of East Bridgewater. 

The Commission issued four Orders of Condition for which Notices of Intent had 
been filed and public hearings held. The Order of Condition for Jon Ridder’s Mill Site 
was appealed and a superceding order was issued by the Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering. Two Certificates of Compliance and two Cease and Desist Orders 
were issued. Many complaints regarding Wetlands Violations were resolved. 

The Commission would like to thank Eugene A. McKenzie for his generous gift of 
a large parcel of land on Washington Street. Eleven plus, acres were purchased along 
the Satucket River adjacent to land under Conservation Control. The Commission 
would like to utilize this land along the river as a future recreational area for the Town 
of East Bridgewater. 

The Commission opposed the change of zoning that would permit condominiums 
to be built in the Watershed Protection District on the basis that it would increase the 
density and could present a future problem for the Watershed Protection District. The 
Commission also voiced concern to the Water Commissioners and the Board of Health 
for granting permission to install in-ground fuel storage tanks for the condominiums 
and felt a more protective procedure should be adopted. 

We also opposed the amendment to change the law regarding the use of Sodium 
Chloride in the Watershed Protection District because the Commission felt it could be 
harmful to the Town Wells and suggested to the Selectmen that signs be posted in the 
Watershed Protection District noting it was a no salt area and limiting speed. 

The Bottle Bill was supported by the Commission. 

John Grant represented the Commission at the ceremoney honoring Harry Dar- 
ling, a former chairperson, for his dedication to Conservation and Wildlife. Florence 
Sexton and Francis Johnson represented the Commission at the Annual Meeting of the 
Massachusetts Association of Conservation Commissions. Nature walks held under the 
direction of Marjorie Winsor were enjoyed by many people. 

Kenneth Elder was appointed Conservation Law Officer. He will investigate ap- 
parent violations of the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act and report to the Com- 
mission. 

The first draft of the revised Phase II Plan ‘‘Open Space For Conservation and 
Recreation Use’’ was completed by Loretta Ring and is ready for distribution to other 
town agencies for comment. 
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The Commission would also like to express its opinion that tax title land in the 
Watershed Protection District should not be auctioned, but should be retained by the 
town for future protection of the town wells. 

Regular meetings are held the first and third Tuesdays of the month at 8:00 p.m. at 
the Conservation Office in the Gladys Farren Nursing Cottage.

Report of the Board of Health 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

Meetings were held the second and fourth Wednesday of each month at 9:00 a.m. 
in the L. Gladys Farren Nurses’ Cottage. The Board consists of Donald B. Bannerman, 
M.D., Chairman; Wiliam A. Johnson, Clerk; and Robert H. Jones, Member. Mr. 
Johnson was reelected to the Board in April. 

On January 27th, Mrs. Sharon E. Waldron was hired as Secretary for the Board of 
Health and Home Health Agency to replace Mrs. Helen Hoyt who was retiring. Mrs. 
Waldron was formerly employed by the School Department from 1972-1978 and the 
Board of Selectmen from 1978 until assuming her duties for this department. 

On March 2nd, Mrs. Helen Hoyt officially retired as Secretary. She began working 
for the East Bridgewater Public Health Nursing Association on November 29, 1967. On 
March 2, 1970, she added the secretarial work for the Board of Health to her job as 
Secretary for the Visiting Nurses. We wish her well in her retirement. 

In April, Mr. Roy Bays, Sr. was terminated from the Disposal Area due to an in- 
sufficiency in the salary account. However, additional funds were voted at a Special 
Town Meeting and he was rehired in November. 

Mr. Joseph Rodricks, Health Inspector, spent the past year observing perc tests, 
checking repairs to septic systems, and investigating numerous complaints of housing, 
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sanitary code, and miscellaneous health violations. He conducted inspections of all 
retail stores and restaurants. He also performed swab testing in all Food Service 
Establishments for laboratory examination. 

Atty. Richard Dailey is still representing the Town in the case of East Bridgewater 
vs CEA/EBA, 234 Thatcher Street. This case has not been resolved to date. At the pres- 
ent time, only the landfill is in operation. 

Commencing July Ist, garbage collection was discontinued as a result of a vote at 
the Annual Town Meeting. An effort to restore this item to the budget was defeated at a 
Special Town Meeting in September. Dr. Bannerman advised residents that garbage 
could be placed in their rubbish and brought to the Disposal Area. 

A sticker fee program was instituted in September for use of the Disposal Area and 
rules and regulations adopted governing this. The program will protect the landfill from 
illegal use and lengthen its remaining useful life. Stickers were issued through the Town 
Clerk’s office in 1981, but will be issued from the Board of Health office commencing 
January 1, 1982. 

The Disposal Area, operated under the management of Mr. Jeff Craig, underwent 
many changes this year. Hours were changed to Wednesday-Saturday from 7:30 a.m. 
to 2:30 p.m. and Sunday from 8:00 a.m. to 12:00 p.m. to meet requirements of the 
employes’ contract as negotiated by the Board of Selectmen.

Report of Bridgewaters Counseling Clinic 


Bridgewaters Area Program 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

During 1981, the community counseling service for the Bridgewaters increased the 
number of clients serviced while operating with a significant decrease in funding and 
staff. In order to reflect the concern of the center for the townspeople of the three 
Bridgewaters, the name of the center was changed from the Bridgewater Multi-Service 
Center to the Bridgewaters Counseling Center. 

The Bridgewaters Counseling Center has expanded individual counseling services 
for the elderly, for families and for children. Counseling for couples is provided as well 
as group therapy sessions for stress management, vocational assessment and 
alcoholism. The Center is also involved in school and nursing home consultations and a 
social worker serves as a coordinator for the area Headstart facility. Home visits for 
needed therapy are still a function. 

As of December 1981, the staff at the Bridgewaters Counseling Center consisted of 
1 full time clinical social worker, a staff psychologist, one person serving as “% time 
social worker and 2 time Director of the Center, % time clinical social worker for } 
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children, | psychiatrist for 4 hours/week, 1 secretary and 1 CETA youth for 12 
hours/week. There are now 3 full time and 5 part time individuals on staff who provid- 
ed services for a total of 4,303 client visits in 1981. In 1980, there were 7 full time and 1 
part time staff who serviced 1207 client visits. The present staff has had to absorb an in- 
creased case load, and extended hours. All individuals on the present staff are licensed 
and certified, all social workers are members of the Academy of Certified Social 
Workers and all professional staff have masters or doctorate degrees. 

The Bridgewaters Counseling Center offers essential services to the population of 
the Bridgewaters. The average family medical insurance provides $500.00 for counseling 
services. This would only provide 8-10 counseling sessions in a private clinic. With the 
sliding fee scale set for individual families at the Bridgewaters Counseling Center, the 
needed sessions are affordable. 

The breakdown of fee payment is as follows: 


1% — _ free service 
34% — _ Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
32% — _ other insurance 
33% — client fees (average fee—$8.00) 


The Counseling Center is now open 4 evenings per week and as early as 8:00 a.m. in 
response to the needs of clients, after hour services are provided by calling the Crisis 
Center at 580-0801.

Report of East Bridgewater Home Health Agency 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

The East Bridgewater Home Health Agency, under the Board of Health, provides 
skilled nursing services to any resident who needs nursing care. All patients who receive 
nursing services must have physician referral. 

Under contract with Easter Seals, we are able to obtain Physical Therapy, Occupa- 
tional Therapy and Speech Therapy for patients when ordered by a physician. From 
Greater Brockton Home Maker Services and Catholic Charities, we obtain Home 
Health Aides, when the patient load is more than our own Home Health Aide, Peggy 
Burrell, can accommodate. These services allow the patient to be maintained at home 
with their families. 


All elderly patients are referred to Old Colony Elderly Services to be screened by a 
social worker for the service of a Home-Maker. The Home-Makers help with meals, 
laundry and housework if needed. 

The Home Health Agency provides supervision and guidance to new mothers and 
makes health assessment of the new-born. The visiting nurse makes all necessary ar- 
rangements when supportive services are ‘needed. An example is the WIC Program, a 
nutrition supplement for infants and new mothers in need. With the assistance of the 
Salvation Army, we are able to aid residents in temporary crisis. The Agency is also 
closely involved with the Old Colony Hospice Program for the care of the terminally ill. 

Senior Citizen Health Clinics are held bi-monthly on the first Thursday at the East 
Bridgewater Library and the third Thursday at the Community Building at Riddell 
Road. 

Blood sugar clinics are held at the Community Building for Senior Citizens every 
six months and the Flu Clinic is held annually for Senior citizens at the High School. 118 
people received immunization in October, 1981. Immunization updates for infants and 
preschool children are arranged in February and March and are given at the office at 
137 Central Street. The yearly hypertension and blood sugar clinic will be held in May, 
1982 and all adults 18-60 are invited to attend. 

The Home Health Agency has a loan closet. We loan wheel chairs, walkers, canes, 
crutches, commodes, and extended toilet seats at no cost to the patients. 

The East Bridgewater Home Health Agency is certified by the Dept. of Public 
Health under the guidelines established by the Federal Government Medicare and 
Medicaid Program. This certification means that the Agency has met strict standards of 
operation and quality of service. 

The staff continues to update their medical knowledge by attending continuing 
education conferences to keep abreast of current nursing practices. 

The staff of the Home Health Agency welcomes all East Bridgewater residents to 
discuss their concerns regarding any medical or social service needs of families, old or 
young. 

During the year 1981, 1,934 visits were made for nursing care, 346 office visits, 329 
Physical Therapy visits, 6 Speech Therapy visits, 9 Occupational Therapy visits, and 
1,192 Home Health Aide visits. 

A total of $38,239.52 was returned to the Town of East Bridgewater for 1981. 

In September, Mrs. June Cribben resigned, Mrs. Cecelia Alonzo assumed the posi- 
tion of Administrative Nurse, and Mrs. Betty-Jean Trout was hired as Staff Nurse.

Report of the Council on Aging 


The Council on Aging is endeavoring to establish and maintain various programs 
beneficial to the welfare of our elderly citizens. The regular meeting of the Council is 
held in the Senior Meeting Room at the Library, on the third Thursday of each month, 


} at 7 p.m. 


The Senior Room is open every day from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. under the guidance of 
Senior Aide Tom Sena, where he may be called upon for assistance needed. 

The weekly hot lunch program at the Middle School meets each Thursday at | p.m. 
when school is in session, it has been well attended, with a total for the year of 2,577 
Seniors enjoying a delicious, well-balanced luncheon for only $.50. Special thanks to 
Mrs. Leila Curley and her assistants in the cafeteria, and to Mrs. Mary M. Alden, also 
special thanks to Bill & Hazel Black for their efforts to keep it going. 

The Senior Center at the library is being put to good use by the Seniors, with card 
playing, dance classes, quilting sessions, and the Monthly Club meeting with an average 
attendance of about 125 seniors. The Garden Club, the Women’s Club, the Young 
Mothers Club and the Town Finance Committee have been able to use the area when it 
is not being used by the elderly. 

Blood Pressure Clinics have been offered by the Public Health nurses twice a 


_ month, with the first clinic at the Senior Center, and the second at Riddell Road. A 
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Blood Sugar Clinic is also offered twice a year. 

The Council was able to provide several senior citizen bus trips this past year, mak- 
ing an enjoyable day. A weekly shopping trip and luncheon bus was enjoyed by the 
seniors, and a monthly shopping Mall trip. The lack of public transportation makes this 
service indispensable. 

As a member of Old Colony Elderly Services, Inc., the following services were 
received by those seniors who met the required qualifications—Homemaker Assistance, 
Transportation for the weekly shopping trips, Meals on Wheels, Health and Chore 
Service, Legal Advice Clinics, and Referral Follow-up. 

The Council publishes a monthly newsletter, ‘‘The American Neighbor,’’ edited, 
produced and delivered by Hazel and Bill Black. 

Senior I.D. cards may be obtained from the Council Chairman Emmet Meehan, 
the Senior Coordinator, Frances Pratt, and the Town Clerk, Elaine Powers. 
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All citizens of East Bridgewater, 60 years of age or over, are welcome to participate 
in the activities and programs offered by the Council. 

The following persons have been voted as Associate Members: William B. Stinch- 
field, Sr.; Charles F. Thomas; Mrs. Alice H. Craig; Murray F. Craig; Hazel L. Black;

Report of the Senior Aide 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

As Senior Aide for the Town of East Bridgewater, my job is to assist the elderly 
with their problems. My office is located in the Community Hall (Housing for the 
Elderly) and my telephone number is 378-7975. I am in the office Monday thru Friday in 
the morning. In the afternoon I make hospital visits to any person who would like to see 
me. 

I am a member of the Old Colony Planning Council and serve on the Project Com- 
mittee. During the past year the Council applied for and was designated as the area 
Agency on Aging (AAA). 

The programs I cover are coordinator of Senior Citizen Club and coordinator of 
Volunteers, health and blood pressure clinics, cancer screening clinics, friendly visits (at 
home or in the hospital), telephone reassurance calls, Scope (Senior Citizens Oppor- 
tunities for Personal Enrichment) through free physical and occupational therapy. I 
also assist with financial problems such as Social Security and Supplemental Social 
Security, Medicare and Medicaid, Blue Cross and Blue Shield. This year I am in hopes 
of improving on our legal advice. The Visiting Nurse Association holds two blood 
pressure clinics monthly, the first Thursday at the Senior Meeting Room at the library, 
and the third Thursday at Riddell Road from 1:30-3:30. 

Meals on Wheels are delivered five days a week to worthy shut-ins. This program 
helps to keep people in their homes instead of in institutions. The volunteers who deliver 
these meals in all kind of weather are to be commended. 

At the present time, I have two part time Senior Aides; Margaret Riddell assists me 
in my office, and Thomas Sena takes care of the Senior Meeting Room. Volunteers have 
also contributed many hours to help make life easier and more fulfilling for older 
people. 

Doctor Clayman, (podiatrist) continues to come once a month to the Community 
Hall at Riddell Road. His services are excellent and he accommodates about 35 people 
each month. 

This year we made out many fuel applications for Self Help. This is a necessary 
program, but I wish it was possible to process the applications faster as people really 
need the fuel. 

Our Sunshine Line is still available to any shut-in who would like telephone re- 
assurance to check on their well being. Old Colony Elderly Services will continue to 
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supply homemakers to those who meet the guidelines. Others who are over income are 
charged a small fee. 

I also wish to express my thanks for the cooperation I have received from the 
Selectmen, Council on Aging, and the Housing Authority.

Report of the Old Colony Elderly Services, inc. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

Old Colony Elderly Services, Inc. (OCES) is a private non-profit corporation 
which provides services to support the handicapped and persons over 60 years of age, in 
23 towns or cities in this area. OCES is operated by a local Board of Directors, the ma- 
jority of which are members representing their Councils on Aging. I was appointed in 
1976 by the Board of Selectmen, to represent East Bridgewater on the OCES Board of 
Directors. 

Programs are supported by funds primarily from the Massachusetts Department of 
Elder Affairs, using money from Title XX of the Social Security act, and Title III of the 
Older Americans Act. Funds also come from the National Council for Senior Citizens, 
using Title V. Local resources come from others, particularly the Councils on Aging in 
the Corporation. Eligibility for services depends on a person’s extent of need, and/or 
income. Certain services may be available to elders on a sliding fee, based on income. 

The following services are available: Case Management—a trained social worker 
assesses an elder’s need for services, develops with him/her an individual service plan, 
and helps the elder and family to get the necessary assistance to remain as independent 
as possible, authorizing services for eligible elders. 

Homemaker—someone to help with such tasks as light housekeeping, cooking, 
errands, etc. for elders with some disability or illness who cannot perform these func- 
tions to remain at home. 

Chore worker—heavy cleaning, minor repairs and such, for elders in similar cir- 
cumstances as above, for Homemaker. 

Transportation—rides to hot lunches, community service agencies, medical ap- 
pointments, shopping or other purposes necessary to make it possible for the elder to re- 
main independent. 

Hot Lunches and Home Delivered Meals—‘‘meals on wheels’’ delivered to home- 
bound elders, and congregate sites to provide balanced lunches in groups. Our weekly 
hot lunch is served each Thursday when school is in session, at the Middle School, by 
the Cafeteria Staff, and is Federally funded. 

Emergency help is available in a limited way to help elders with energy related 
emergencies or other emergencies. The Fuel Assistance Program is an example of this. 

Information and Referral—a brief assessment of a person’s needs, and referral to 
the appropriate agency in the community where assistance is available. 

Our association with OCES has been very beneficial. In 1978 we were able to ob- 
tain, with the assistance of Mr. William V. Vacca, then Executive Director of OCES, 
through the Department of Elder Affairs, a grant of $12,000 under the Older Americans 
Act of 1965, for the rehabilitation of the unfinished area in the new addition to the 
Library, for the development of a multi-purpose senior center facility. Also, in May,

1980 we received another grant of $3,150 to blacktop additional parking space behind 
the Library. Our Meals on Wheels, Homemaker and Chore Services, and the Emer- 
gency Fuel Assistance program are all sponsored by OCES. Also, our Senior Aide, 
Margaret Riddell, has a small allowance for emergency transportation, from OCES.

Report of the Old Colony Planning Council 


To the residents of East Bridgewater: 

As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council we are pleased to pre- 
sent this report of the Council’s activities during 1981. 

The Council members and staff were involved in a wide range of national, state and 
areawide issues that were directly related to the Council’s program and future effec- 
tiveness. The year was marked by a substantial shift in policy at the state and national 
level that impacted the Council’s ability to serve the technical assistance needs of the 
member communities. Reductions in federal funding for Economic Development, 
Housing and Land Use Planning and Water Quality Program Management activities 
have required the Council to decrease the size of its staff and restricted the Council’s 
ability to assist member communities with specific problems. If this situation is to be 
reversed it will require increased funding from state and local sources. 

This past year Council members, acting as the regional clearinghouse on applica- 
tions for federal funding, environmental review and industrial revenue bonds reviewed 
applications for state and federal assistance amounting to over fifty-one million dollars. 

During the year the Council continued in its responsibility as the area Agency on 
Aging and administered programs for the AAA service area. Two new programs were 
initiated by the Council to provide for the transportation and housing needs of elders. 

Another important Council activity for the year was Economic Development plan- 
ning and programming. In this capacity, the Council acts upon.all bonding proposals 
submitted to the Massachusetts Industrial Finance Authority through the Overall 
Economic Development Program Committee. 

The Housing Advisory Committee of the Council provided valuable input to the 
Council on housing issues and applications for housing assistance during the year. 
Through the work of this Committee on Areawide Housing Opportunity, a plan was 
developed for the area. 

The Joint Transportation Committee established transportation project priorities 
for the region with the assistance of area communities. 

In addition to OCPC’s ongoing projects which benefit the entire region, the Coun- 
cil provided technical assistance to many of its member communities. 

The adequacy of present and future water supply continues to be one of the most 
important areawide issues within the Old Colony Planning Council district. The Coun- 
cil is acutely aware of the need to encourage the public to conserve water use and to 
develop additional sources of supply. In this regard, the Council made available to each 
member community water conservation flyers to be distributed to each household em- 
phasizing the need to conserve the use of water. The Council will be working with local 
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officials in designing the best method of assuring an adequate supply of water for the 
future. 

The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of its 
members communities, the local boards and commissions and the many governmental 
agencies, public and private institutions and individuals who have assisted the Council 
in its work.

Report of the Civil Defense Director 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

Civil Defense personnel together with all Town Departments of East Bridgewater, 
conducted a ‘‘Hurricane Watch’’ exercise on September 25, 1981. This exercise was held 
throughout the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The success of this exercise in East 
Bridgewater, was due to the full cooperation of all Town Department Heads in pro- 
viding updates and respective resources for each. Each department member attending 
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the exercise, based at the Police Department, are to be congratulated for their input and 
participation. 

Area Director Gail Langlois from Civil Defense Headquarters based in 
Bridgewater, met with Deputy Director. Virgil McCratic to update response plans for 
emergencies in the community and the plans have been accepted. An evaluation of all 
the school buildings and large commercial structures in the community, is being com- 
pleted by the Civil Defense personnel, to prepare for the Town Emergency Management 
Plan. Those structures which can be feasibly used to house persons for short periods of 
time will be designated as Shelters. 

At present, Civil Defense personnel are preparing inventories of the resources 
equipment, food stuffs, and manpower which will be available should an emergency 
befall the community. 

The Civil Defense Program, with the able assistance of Deputy Director Virgil Mc- 
Cratic, will continue to be a viable asset to the Town through the efforts of the citizens 
now involved. An open invitation is made to the Community to participate and become 
a part of this program.

Report of the Library Trustees 


The Board of Library Trustees respectfully submits its annual report for the year 
1981. 

In every respect the year represented a watershed in terms of shared resources and 
community library service. Statistics, surveys, and numbers at both the public and 
school libraries clearly identified a need for expanded service. Limited finances, im- 
plementation of Proposition 242, and budget uncertainty, however, made positive 
responses difficult and growth next to impossible. Charged with legal responsibility for 
the operation of the Town Library System, the Library Trustees grappled with a total 
reassessment of current needs, reviewed priorities, and reevaluated services. Under 
these extraordinary circumstances, the Board acted to protect direct service to library 
patrons, to preserve the integrity of our collection of materials, and to insure that 
capital assets such as the building are safe, secure, and economical to operate. A 
positive approach, cooperation and support from the library staff and patrons, and a 
single determination to maintain and improve shared community resources through the 
Town Library System best characterize the efforts of the Library Trustees in 1981. 

An initial directive from the Finance Committee to reduce department operating 
budgets by twenty percent precipitated identification of direct service as our top 
priority. Even with this objective, however, it was necessary to reduce our schedule of 
service by six hours per week, to close the Intermediate School Library while the 
school’s future was in doubt, and to reduce the hours of school and public library aides 
by thirty-five percent. With much reluctance one full-time position and one full-time 
equivalent were eliminated. Despite these reductions, each public school contains a 
school library with a certified school librarian, and the public library offers the com- 
munity forty-nine hours of service per week. A modification in job descriptions was 
necessary to meet our objective, and the staff is to be congratulated on a very efficient 
and well-organized transition. Our history of conservative expenditures helps make the 
degree of professional service offered an extremely important accomplishment. 
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Inherent in meeting our objective of public access was the requirement that basic 
funding be maintained for utilities, general maintenance, and supplies. Modest ap- 
propriations allowed little flexibility, and even with substantial reductions in these 
categories, others were necessary. As a consequence and with great reluctance, our 
Book and Periodicals Budget was severely reduced. A Special Town Meeting restored a 
respectable portion of this account and demonstrated concrete support for library serv- 
ice at the schools and at the Public Library. Nevertheless, our budget for these items re- 
mained at 1976 levels, and with inflation, the budget reductions were substantial. 

A series of Hobson’s Choices required that the Library Trustees carefully balance 
the benefits of short-term savings with consideration of long-term objectives. Recogniz- 
ing the historical and architectural significance of the Washburn Building and the 
necessity of energy conservation, building maintenance and improvements retained 
their priority status. Storm windows were added in the Gallery and the Eastman Room, 
and new windows and insulation replaced six energy inefficient models in the original 
building. Vandalism on two occasions temporarily delayed our Five Year Energy Con- 
servation Program, and the Trustees voted to install a steel grillwork on the rear win- 
dows to protect their investment and preserve our facilities. An article to repair the roof 
and gutters and to repoint the brickwork on the 1896 Washburn Building was also 
presented at the Annual Town Meeting and at a Special Town Meeting. Our goal to in- 
form, educate, and secure input regarding the general deterioration of these areas was 
successful, but a lack of funds made passage impossible. Support from the Board of 
Selectmen and the Finance Committee for favorable consideration in 1982 encouraged 
the Trustees in their attempt to protect this historic edifice. 

Under the direction of library custodian Sanford Nute, and with often his time and 
labor, the attractive qualities of the Public Library were retained and enhanced. 
Restoration of loose and cracked plaster, fresh paint in the original building, a new 
floor in the Children’s Room and several suspended ceilings attested to his skills as a 
craftsman. Our attractive facilities have become meeting places for the Council on 
Aging, Senior Citizens Club, Woman’s Club, Garden Club, and the Town Finance 
Committee. We do enjoy a spirit of cooperation with all these important town groups 
and take pride in serving as a vital community resource. 

The Library Trustees feel the selection of qualified personnel is their most impor- 
tant responsibility. Any accomplishments realized by the Town Library System are 
credited to this dedicated staff of professionals and their assistants. The January selec- 
tion of Linda Hart, our Children’s Librarian, to serve at the Seisen International 
Library in Tokyo, Japan, reinforced confidence in our selection process and in our 
ability to secure outstanding talent. A freeze in hiring at this time resulted in half-time 
service in the Children’s Room, and this resulted in a decline in circulation. Restoration 
of service with the transfer of Mary Davis, Intermediate School Librarian, in July to the 
Children’s Room saw circulation exceed former levels and verified our belief that ac- 
cessibility and programming are the keys to success in service to children. 

The transfer of over seven thousand books from the Intermediate School Library 
also underscored the advantages of a capable staff. At the same time, the benefits of a 
unified school/public library system were demonstrated in an orderly, well-conceived 
plan which saw a majority of the books inventoried and shelved in the other school 
libraries by July 1. This enormous undertaking involved extraordinary efforts by Mary 
Davis, Irene Nardi, Betty Cooper, Allene Hamilton, Victoria Boucher, and Mary Sue 
McGrath. CETA personnel Karen Bergeron and Diane McCarthy also assisted and 
Jessica Jaquith and Deborah Harris volunteered to streamline the process and assist 
with ongoing library programs. Teachers and administrators also participated in the 
preparation and execution of the program and should be commended for their support. 
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The transfer was an example of what planning and cooperation among town 
departments can accomplish. Other examples include participation by the Police and 
Fire Departments in safety programs, assistance provided by the Visiting Nurse’s 
Association for our babysitting course, and valued technical information from our 
Building Inspector and Tree Warden. The appointment of Raymond Prygoda to the 
Board to fill the unexpired term of Esther Robbins has also contributed to the success of 
our many programs. 

In this year of transition, hard work, planning, and community pride helped main- 
tain our tradition of excellence in town library service. Special exhibits such as Richard 
Bartlett’s ‘‘Homes of East Bridgewater’’ attracted large numbers, and voluntary con- 
tributions to the Eastman Fund allowed us to visit and reminisce with University of 
Illinois Professor Daniel Curley. Visitors from the entire South Shore marveled at the 
display of quilts organized by Mrs. Antoinette McGrail, and pottery exhibits by Kathy 
Flaherty and Mary Chappell were added examples of local creativity. Photograher Ted 
Briggs also shared his special talents with the camera and added to the beauty of the 
building. Support from the Finance Committee and the Board of Selectmen along with 
careful planning allowed us to maintain our eligibility for State Aid to Public Libraries. 
Furthermore, children in our public schools continued to enjoy the benefits of library 
materials funded under the Elementary and Secondary Education Act, Title IV B. 

Progressive library service through shared community resources continued to be 
the goal of the Library Trustees. These examples reaffirm our belief that our services are 
valued, contribute to our general well-being, and play a vital role in our education and 
recreation.

The Board met regularly on the second and fourth Monday of each month at 7:30 
p.m. at the Town Office Building, except for July and August when one monthly 
meeting was held. In October the Board was privileged to relocate its office from the 
unheated third floor to the former Water Department Office, on the second floor.

The Plymouth County Cooperative Extension Service’s Office is located on High 
St., Hanson, and can be reached by calling 293-3541, 447-5946 or 746-0053. 


STAFF: 

Our staff is comprised of a Director, two Regional Agricultural Specialists, a Com- 
munity Resource Development Specialist, two Home Economists, four 4-H Agents and 
four clerical staff. 

In addition to our County Staff, we administer a Nutritional Educational Program 
for limited-income families in Plymouth County, (Expanded Food & Nutrition Educa- 
tional Program). We have two professional nutritionists and ten aides. This ofice is 
located at 32 Belmont St., Brockton, and is funded by Federal Nutrition Funds, 
through the University of Massachusetts, our Land-Grant College. This is for both a 
4-H and Adult Program. 

Our Expanded Food and Nutrition Program (EFNEP) has expanded from 
Brockton to all of Plymouth County’s twenty-six towns. 

In 1980-81, there were 4,722 youth involved in our 4-H EFNEP Nutrition Pro- 
gram. You can obtain information about current programs, as well as up-to-date con- 
sumer information, by requesting the free monthly newsletter, Kitchen Quotes. This 
newsletter can be sent to you by calling the Brockton Office at 583-2545 or 583-2598. 
This newsletter is also prepared in Spanish. 

In our traditional 4-H Program, we have 1,313 members with 22,041 other youth 
participating in our short-term and school programs. The 1977 population of Plymouth 
County schools was 96,287. This means 2,412 of the Plymouth County youth have been 
involved in our programs this year. 

In your town, East Bridgewater, there were 244 youth that participated in these 
programs. 

Contact your Town Director, Mrs. Leon Wagner, for the County Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service with any suggestions or request. 

Free bulletins are on display at our office on lawn care, gardening, nutrition, home 
canning and freezing, to name just a few. If you pass our office in your travels, please 
stop and get to know us.

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Report of 
Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project 


The Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project is pleased to submit the following 
report for 1981. 

Despite a relatively dry season, mosquito populations were considerable in some 
areas of the county during certain weeks of the spring and summer. Use of efficient 
Ultra-low volume sprayers allowed our crews to treat 220,500 acres and thus bring some 
measure of relief to a majority of Plymouth County residents. In addition, over 1500 
acres of breeding habitat and 10,750 storm sewer catch basins were treated with safe and 
non-persistent larvacides. 

Before and after the mosquito breeding season, all crews were utilized in the 
maintenance of nearly 150,000 linear feet of ditchwork and streams to prevent clogging 
and water back-up, and thus reduce mosquito breeding sites. Most of this was ac- 
complished by hand. 

During the first full year under the direction of Superintendent/Entomologist Gary 
L. Benzon, many significant changes have occurred which include a complete revision 
and modernization of methods, equipment, facilities, and personnel. When complete, 
this revision will greatly increase our ability to control mosquitoes safely with no in- 
crease in costs per capita which remains below one dollar per year. The superintendent 
will be visiting each member town during 1982 to fully explain the program and its 
benefits. 

On July 1, 1981, the five towns of Duxbury, Norwell, Scituate, Hingham and Hull 
joined the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project. They have been assessed for 
and have received our services since that time. This will have the effect of decreasing 
overhead relative to operational costs and therefore make mosquito control even more 
economical to all towns served. Cohasset had recently voted to join during 1982. 

On September 1, 1981, this Project vacated its separate office and operations: 
facilities and occupied one new consolidated facility on Pembroke Street in Kingston. 
This has also resulted in an increase in economy and efficiency. We invite interested 
town Officials to tour the building. 

During the next two years, revision and modernization will continue to occur until 
the utmost in efficient mosquito control with the least possible environmental impact is 
achieved. We are proud of our achievements during 1981 and wish to thank each city 
and town, and their personnel, for their cooperation throughout the year.

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Report of Tree Warden 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

The Tree Department continued to perform its usual duties during 1981 with the 
removal of 128 dead, and/or dangerous trees from roadsides. The Department also 
removed deadwood from another 90 street trees, in an attempt to keep our street trees 
healthy and to protect our citizens from injury or inconveniences. 

The Tree Department, also planted a total of 49 Maple trees along various Town 
streets. This planting program, has now become a victim of the budget cutting process. 

I would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank my employees, Town Of- 
ficials, other Town Departments, and citizens for their continued understanding and co- 
operation in the performance of my duties.

I wish to express my gratitude to my employees, Town Officials, Plymouth County 
Mosquito Control Project and the citizens for their patience and co-operation extended 
to the Moth Department during the year.

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Report of Self Help Incorporated 


Self Help, Inc., is greater Brockton’s anti-poverty agency dedicated to improving the 
quality of life of limited-income individuals and families, and making all segments of 
the community responsive to the needs of limited-income, disadvantaged and minority 
needs. 

During the program year ending September 30, 1981, Self Help, Inc., received a 
total funding of $9,273,787 and provided 289,149 direct srvices to the area’s limited- 
income individuals and families. East Bridgewater residents received 407 direct services 
totaling $135,296 during our program year. 

The total funding of 9 Million dollars does not tell the real value of human services 
delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize an addi- 
tional $1,426,213 of other community resources such as CETA, Commonwealth Service 
Crops, and local City and Town contributions as well as volunteers. The gross volume 
of Self Help, Inc., during the past program year was 10.7 Million. 

Self Help currently employs 189 individuals, many of whom are limited-income 
and minorities. 

We feel that the program year 10/1/80 to 9/30/81 was a successful one for Self 
Help, Inc., and very helpful to our limited-income population. We thank the area’s 
Board of Selectmen, town volunteers and the Selectmen’s representative, Mr. Charles 
Baker, to our Board of Directors for helping to make our program a success.

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Report of the Veterans’ Agent and

The Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

The year of 1981-82, has been one of the busiest for our Department in the past ten 
years. The largest increase has been for Federal Benefits for our Veterans’ of W.W. II, 
Korean and Vietnam War and their dependents. 

There also has been a marked increase for aid under Chapter 115, of the General 
Laws. This had been due to the recession that has caused unemployment and allied 
problems for many of our Veterans’ and their families. During the fiscal year of 80-81, 
we lost our full time secretary for approximately four months. This was due to the ad- 
ministrative action of the Selectmen. This has set our work load four months behind 
and due to the continued demand for our services we have not caught up on many 
phases of our work. 

We are happy to report that due to the Special Town Meeting of September 30, 
1981, our full time secretary has been returned to our Department. Mrs. Anapolsky is 
continuing to do an excellent job in all phases of our work. I might add that due to the 
demand for my time in counseling Veterans and their families I have been putting in 
many hours that I am not paid for. 

We expect the demand for our services’ to continue for the next several years due to 
the age factor of our W.W. II, Korean Veterans many who are becoming ill and in need 
of hospitalization. In many cases they are having a loss of income due to retirement etc. 
and seeking whatever Federal Benefits or State Benefits under Ch. 115. In addition we 
have the Vietnam Veteran and his family who are seeking aid and advise for schooling, 
housing, and many V.A. Benefits that they are eligible for. 

Added to this increased case load has been the administration of the Fuel 
Allowance Program that we have handled for the past three years. We are happy to 
state that we have been very successful on behalf of our needy citizens in this program. 

We have continued to complete the tax abatement forms for Veterans’ and their 
widows as we have done in the past. It appears at this time that we might not have suffi- 
cient funds to complete our work under Chapter 115 due to our increased case load and 
some very difficult cases. Our appropriation for 81-82, was reduced form $40,000.00, 
based on our return to the Town of monies in excess of $14,000.00 last year. In addition 
we have since 1980, had successful claims for our Veterans and their dependents in ex- 
cess of $165,000.00, with Veterans Administration. 

It has been a pleasure to be of service to the Veterans and their families and the 
citizens of East Bridgewater. If we may be of help in anyway to the citizens of East

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Report of the School Committee 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

“Your School Committee has always had the greatest faith in 
democracy and our open town meeting form of government. In virtually 
every annual report since 1969 your School Committee has appealed to the 
citizens of East Bridgewater to become fully-involved in the management 
of the schools.’’ 


This statement is quoted from the School Committee report which appeared in the 
Annual Town Report for the year 1980. In reviewing the 1981 year in preparation for 
this annual report, it is clear that faith in democracy has been borne out and that more 
citizens of East Bridgewater than ever before have become fully-involved in the manage- 
ment of the schools. This involvement can be cited as the chief positive effect of what is 
known as Proposition 2%. 

Indeed, the much-discussed tax-cutting law adopted by the voters of Massachusetts 
in November, 1980, has caused not only private citizens, but town officials as well, to 
become much more aware of the complexities of local finance and the activities of local 
government. The year could be described as a most educational one for all concerned. 

After decades of growth and increased funding of local education, your School 
Committee was faced, during the early months of 1981, with the unprecedented task of 
reducing its annual budget by what at first appeared to be more than 20 percent, or 
nearly one million dollars. Knowing that a spending cut of this magnitude would be 
devastating, but realizing that in the absence of increased financial aid to the com- 
munity there was no alternative if the town were to comply with the new law, the com- 
mittee agreed to reduce local school spending by that amount. 

However, during the agonizing period of developing such a reduced budget, in- 
cluding the difficult process of notifying scores of school personnel that they would be 
dismissed with the close of the 1980-81 school year, literally hundreds of citizens at- 
tended special budget hearings and the town meeting sessions of 1981. 

Fiscal austerity and its impact on the School Department had generated the kind of 
involvement in the educational decision-making of the community that each annual 
School Committee report had sought for the past 15 years. 

As a result, when increased local aid was provided by the Commonwealth, the same 
hundreds of concerned citizens took action—culminating with a virtually unanimous 
vote at a special town meeting in July—to return nearly half of the funds removed by 
the School Committee from the school budget adopted at the annual town meeting. 

Therefore, in the final analysis, the current year’s school budget has been reduced 
by $538,000 below the previous year’s budget, rather than the original reduction of 
$938,000 which resulted from the annual town meeting-approved budget. 

Even at this level of funding, school spending was reduced by eleven percent in a 
year in which inflation increased the cost of living by the same amount, one of the 
town’s four schools was closed with attendant overcrowding at two of the remaining 
three, and 58 professional staff members were discharged from the employment of the 
local schools. 

The impact of the situation is described in the reports of the school administrators 
which follow, and will not be detailed here. Again this year, the Board of Selectmen has 
rightly requested that annual reports be kept as brief as possible, and for that reason, 
citizens are urged to read all of the School Department reports in order to obtain a com- 
plete picture of 1981 in the local schools. 
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While the immediate impact of the spending cuts of the past year are clear and ap- 
parent, the long range impact is not so clear and of even greater concern to your com- 
mittee. It will be left to future committees, future administrators, future teachers, and 
future parents and students to judge the effects of increased class sizes and decreased in- 
structional materials on the educational attainments of our children. 

Should there be significant adverse effects, as many fear there will be, one must be 
confident that the combined wisdom of school and community will maintain the in- 
volvement developed during the past year and will discover ways and means of securing 
the resources needed to continue the tradition of educational excellence in the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee 
and Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

I submit my seventh annual report as Superintendent of Schools with mixed feel- 
ings. The response of the citizens of East Bridgewater to the needs of the schools by 
voting an additional $400,000 to help us maintain a quality educational system during 
the first year of Proposition 22 was gratifying. The response of the principals, teachers 
and the entire staff in meeting the challenges caused by reduced staff and resources has 
also been a very positive experience. However, even though we have ‘‘survived’’ the 
first year of Proposition 2%, the Superintendent remains very apprehensive about the 
future of the East Bridgewater Public Schools during a period of reduced local funding 
and uncertain State aid. Regardless of the uncertainty of the future, the administration 
and staff of the East Bridgewater Public Schools will continue to place the welfare of 
our students first in thought and deed. 

The East Bridgewater Public Schools’ response to the fiscal constraints imposed by 
Proposition 2'2 required a reduction of $538,000 (11%) from the FY 1980-81 operating 
budget of $4,761,265. This figure represented 84% of the Town’s total reduction for 
fiscal 1982. After several years of the level funding of expenses and the reduction of 19 
teaching positions through attrition resulting in a per pupil cost $334 below the latest 
State average, major changes and reductions were required in staffing, facility utiliza- 
tion and administration. 

Fifty-five non-administrative positions were eliminated consisting of 1 guidance 
counselor; 1 special needs teacher; 6 special area teachers in physical education, music 
and art; 24 classroom teachers; 1 nurse; 1 dental hygienist; 10 aides; 2 secretaries; 4 
custodians; and 5 cafeteria workers. 

The Intermediate School, which housed grades 4 and 5, was closed which required 
a restructuring of the elementary grades with grade 4 transferred to the Central School 
and grade 5 transferred to the Middle School. The Central School presently houses 
grades K-4 (750 students) representing an increase of 151 students. The Middle School 
presently houses grades 5-8 (792 students) representing an increase of 183 students. 
Elementary class sizes have increased from an average of 24 students to 29 students with 
many classes above 30. With the closing of the Intermediate School, 12 bus routes were 
eliminated daily with 400 additional students being transported on 24 fewer trips. 
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The reduction of 12 teachers at the High School (grades 9-12) required the elimina- 
tion of over 40 courses and the combination of some higher level Foreign Language 
courses. The greatest impact was felt in Industrial Arts, Home Economics, Foreign 
Languages and advanced courses in Science and Math as well as electives in English. 
Secondary class sizes have increasd from an average of 20 to 24 with many over 30. 

The School Lunch program was placed on a self-supporting basis with 50% of the 
labor force eliminated and an increase in the cost of a school lunch from S50¢ to 75¢. 

Of a total of 21 full and part-time administrative positions, a net total of 8 were 
eliminated consisting of 7 Department Chairmen at the High School, 1 Principal at the 
Intermediate, 1 Administrative Assistant at the Intermediate School. A position of Ad- 
ministrative Assistant was created as part of an overall administrative reorganization at 
the High School. 

During the first year of Proposition 2'2, an attempt has been made to maintain the 
quality of the instructional programs for as many students as possible in spite of the 
major changes and reductions. The second year of Proposition 2% may well require 
even more drastic reductions in services and programs for the 2300 students in the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools. 

In closing, I would like to pay specific tribute to Mr. Raymond Cabana, former 
Principal of the Intermediate School, who maintained a very professional and produc- 
tive school to the very last day. The efficient closing of the Intermediate School and the 
subsequent transition to a K-4 primary school and 5-8 middle school required a great 
deal of planning and organization, all accomplished during a period of personal and 
professional relocation for Mr. Cabana. 

To the members of the East Bridgewater School Committee, who spend countless 
hours in the service of the youth of East Bridgewater, my admiration and appreciation 
for your dedication to this task.

REPORT OF THE TREASURER OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
FINANCIAL STATEMENT FOR 1981

Report of the 
Administrative Coordinator for Special Services 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

I am very pleased to report to you on the delivery of services to our Special Needs 
students in East Bridgewater. Our programs continue to be of exceptional quality and 
are provided through a very cost effective model. We are able to service over 90% of 
our Special Needs students in our own classrooms using our very competent, profes- 
sional and dedicated staff. The Assistant Principals and Guidance Counselors continue 
to support, monitor and administer the processes of identification, monitoring and 
evaluation which allows the teaching staff to use their time most effectively in direct 
service to students. Increased class size and decreased Special Needs personnel have 
placed an added burden on our staff for evaluation and services and they have re- 
sponded admirably in difficult circumstances. 

In an effort to further assure the quality of our delivery of service and assess our ef- 
forts in utilizing personnel and programs to the greatest extent and at the least cost, we 
are presently conducting a program evaluation. We are involving students, parents and 
staff and the information gathered will be utilized for further program modifications. 
The Massachusetts Department of Education will also be conducting a Compliance 
Review in April to determine our compliance with state regulations in the area of 
Special Needs. These processes will certainly help us to further define the present state 
of our services and help to provide us with a future direction. This represents a con- 
siderable expenditure of time and I would like to thank all members of the Support 
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Services Team and especially George Frye, Jefferson Prestridge and Judith Riordan for 
their cooperation in these tasks. 

I must also express a concern regarding the students requiring Special Needs pro- 
grams outside of East Bridgewater. The concern is not with the programs which are 
generally of high quality, but with the cost of tuition and transportation which con- 
tinues to escalate at an alarming rate. Support from other human services agencies con- 
tinues to be inadequate. We will continue to be very conservative in making private 
placements, to further develop our participation in collaboratives and to pursue in- 
creased fiscal involvement by other human services agencies but also to respond to the 
genuine needs of the students who are our responsibility. 

In my first year in this position, I have found many challenges in attempting to pro- 
vide continued services with reduced resources. It has only been possible to meet with 
some success in this task through the support I have received and the efforts on behalf 
of our students which have been given by the entire Support Services Team, the Assis- 
tant Principals and by you, Mr. Mitchell. I would also like to express my gratitude to 
Mr. Stephen Levine, my predecessor, for his continued support and assistance and for 
the programs and attitudes which he developed over the years and which remain the 
foundation of a high quality, sensitive approach to meeting the needs of handicapped 
students.

Report of the Principal of the Central School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell, 

It is with pleasure that I submit my annual report on the activities and programs at 
the Central School during this past year. I am pleased to report and extend my gratitude 
to the staff and parents for their cooperation, but most especially to a faculty who ex- 
hibit a truly professional and dedicated attitude. It is their efforts which insure that each 
and every child gains the educational foundation so necessary for future success. 

The closing of the Intermediate School necessitated the housing of grade four at 
the Central School. Added to the four grades we presently had, our enrollment swelled 
to nearly 800 youngsters. The breakdown as of October Ist was as 
follows: Kindergarten, 152; Grade One, 158; Grade Two, 142; Grade Three, 157; 
Grade Four, 185. 

There is no doubt that the tax reduction mandate, Proposition 2/2, had an impact 
upon the entire school system, and certainly cast a forboding shadow over this past 
year. Many decisions and compromises had to be made, and for the first time in my 15 
years as an administrator serving this community, I am not able to report that we were 
able to achieve the same growth and development with our academic programs that we 
experienced in the past. However, I can report that due to the superb and tireless efforts 
of the professional staff, the children are still receiving a fine education. It must be 
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noted, however, that there will be a direct relationship in the future between quality of 
programs and financial support. Unless we can maintain current levels of support, there 
can be no guarantees of continued excellence. 

This fall, we were pleased to welcome some new faculty and staff to the Central 
School. Some were transferred from the Intermediate School, while others are new 
employees, or re-employed after losing their positions in June. As Special Needs Aides, 
we employed Mrs. Diane Domer and Miss Kathleen Farrell who are new to the system, 
and Mrs. Kathleen Holman and Mrs. Patricia Narcotta, who worked here as substitutes 
during the last school year. Transferred or re-employed personnel include: Mrs. 
Deborah Beaucaire, Grade Two; Mr. Raymond Cabana, Grade Three; Mrs. Joan Gam- 
bill, Kindergarten; Mr. John Gedraitis, Art; Mrs. Virginia Gillespie, Grade Four; Mr. 
Roger Reade, Grade Four; Miss Melanie Shepard, Special Needs; Mrs. Susan Skeiber, 
Grade Three; Mrs. Barbara Wolfreys, Grade Four; and Mrs. Linda Zentz, Grade Two. 
Also in the category of personnel transferred from the Intermediate School we have 
Miss Marie Healy, Health Aide; and Mrs. Mary Davidson and Mrs. Arlene Hill, 
cafeteria. 

There were several faculty and staff who left the Central School last June. These in- 
dividuals are certainly missed, but are wished every success in the years to come. Mrs. 
Dorathea Barney’s retirement brought to a close a career of dedicated service to the 
community which spanned the past 24 years. In addition, three more members of our 
professional staff were forced to leave due to the passage of Proposition 242. They 
are: Mr. Edward Barber, an extremely talented Adapted Physical Education teacher; 
Mrs. Ann Lawcewicz, who conscientiously served the Central School as our nurse for 
the past eight years; and Miss Jane O’ Hara, our dental hygienist, who competently pro- 
vided the children in grades K-8 with a sound dental education program. 

This has been a very busy and productive year for the Central School in spite of the 
economic situation. We have continued to improve our monitoring and record keeping 
program in reading and mathematics for each child. It should be noted that our success 
in monitoring each child’s progress is the direct responsibility of our elementary 
counselors, Mrs. Judith Belk and Mrs. Lois Southworth. They meet on a weekly basis 
with the teachers and are kept informed as to each child’s growth. When added to their 
other responsibilities relating to special needs youngsters, individual testing, individual 
counseling, and parental contacts, a complex picture comes into focus regarding the 
vastness of their professional responsibilities. 

In addition to our emphasis in the curriculum areas, the children participated in 
many other activities which tremendously broadened their overall education. Among 
these activities were field trips to Plymouth, The Museum of Science, Sachem Rock, 
The New England Aquarium; assembly programs featuring the various school musical 
groups, as well as a culturally enriching theatrical performance of ‘‘Aesops Fables 
Going On’’ presented by the New England Theatre Guild for Children; the ever popular 
field day competition in the spring; and finally, the continuation of the intramural- 
recreational program for our third graders which has proven to be an extremely positive 
educational and social activity. 

At this time, I would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank the other town 
departments for the cooperation shown to the Central School. In particular, I would 
like to thank Mr. Carl Sturgis and the library staff for their continuing support to our 
program; to Chief Winsor, who has arranged to have his men give tours to our 
kindergarteners and older boys and girls, as well as educating our youngsters to the 
necessity of fire prevention; to Chief Arnold and his officers for their cooperation in 
visits to the Police Station, and to all other town departments for their assistance 
throughout the year. 
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To you, Mr. Mitchell, along with your assistants, Miss Williams and Mr. Achin, 
and to the members of the East Bridgewater School Committee, I would like to extend 
my sincere appreciation for your support and direction during this past year. This type 
of cooperative attitude, and positive communication enables our school system to con- 
tinue to provide the children of East Bridgewater with the best possible educational op- 
portunities.

Report of the Principal of the Middle School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

I am pleased to submit my annual report as Principal of the Middle School. 

This year, the closing of the Intermediate School caused a dramatic increase in the 
Middle School student population. In December, 1981, there were 780 students en- 
rolled, an increase of 173 over the figures of the previous year, when 607 students at- 
tended this school. In 1980, those 607 students were serviced by 26 academic classroom 
teachers. In 1981, the reduction of 6 teaching positions in grades 5 through 8 caused 
class sizes to increase to an average class ratio of 1:28, since 780 students are serviced by 
28 classroom teachers. The end result of this reduction in staff is that the grouping and 
scheduling of students has been directly effected since we no longer have the capability 
of placing children in classes solely for educational reasons. 

The Middle School was built to service a student body capacity of 700 students. 
The increase in enrollment has caused a problem in housing, for there is no space that is 
not used to the fullest extent during the school day. The shop area and the music rooms 
house academic classes when they are available. The size of our special area classes in 
Home Economics and Industrial Arts has doubled, with as many as 35 students in these 
classes. The cooking and sewing program has been maintained because we were able to 
secure the services of parent volunteers who aid Mrs. Augustine with her classes. In In- 
dustrial Arts, the size of the classes has precluded the use of shop equipment because of 
safety concerns. Mr. McCusker, the shop instructor, has adapted his curriculum and in- 
struction in a way that allows students to experience units in photography, graphics, 
simple woodworking and drafting. Music lessons are taught in the converted dental 
clinic, and in the basement storage area. 

The Middle School has, for the past 3 budget years, level funded, decreased, or not 
funded all instructional expense and supply accounts. Line items with dollar amounts 
intended to serve 600 students are being used to service the additional 200 students. 
There has been no money appropriated for painting classrooms or for glass or roof 
repairs, as well as the areas of replacement or acquisition of equipment. This has caused 
a gradual erosion in the amount and the condition of equipment available to both staff 
and students. The long term effect of continually diminishing our inventory of supplies 
and audio-visual equipment will have a negative effect on the programs and services of- 
fered to students. 

The transfer of staff from the Intermediate School to the Middle School resulted in 
the following assignments in grade 5; Mrs. Ruth-Ann Alexander, Mr. William Mauger, 
Mrs. Arlene Bruce, Mrs. Carol Frazer, Mr. John Bowen and Mrs. Regina Ladouceur. 
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Mr. Paul Naper was assigned to grade 6. The August town meeting provided 3 addi- 
tional teaching positions at the Middle School, and these were staffed by Miss Kathleen 
Waldron, grade 5; Mrs. Susan Gagnon, grade 6; and Mrs. Michelle Stephen, grade 8. 
Four teachers were transferred from the Middle School to the High School and assigned 
to the following areas; Mr. William Smith, Social Studies; Mr. Spencer Bernstein, 
Science; Mr. William Moore, Mathematics; and Miss Judith Kraemer, Physical Educa- 
tion. 

Several teachers retired from the East Bridgewater Middle School last June. Mr. 
Richard Pollino, Mrs. Edna Donoghue, Mr. Donald Wood, and Mr. Fred Akerblom, 
had served our student population with a commitment to excellence for many years, and 
the loss of their services will be felt because of the high quality of their involvement with 
students. 

This past school year has’ been one of great change and challenge. Services have 
been curtailed, curriculum altered, attention to individual student concerns diminished. 
Yet the entire staff of the Middle School has attempted to work positively and produc- 
tively in an honest attempt to maintain a total school program that will service students 
in keeping with the philosophy of education that has been our guide for many years. It 
is to their credit, the teachers, cafeteria workers, custodians, aides, secretaries, that they 
have been able to accept the challenge and perform with excellence. 

I am particularly indebted to the Middle School Assistant Principal, Mr. Jefferson 
Prestridge, for his support, advice, and cooperation during this period of transition. 
Similarly, I thank you, Mr. Mitchell, and your staff for their efforts in aiding the 
Middle School program. Finally, to the members of the School Committee who, in dif- 
ficult times, remembered the students of East Bridgewater, I offer my thanks.

Report of the Principal of the High School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

I am pleased and honored to submit my Town Report to you and to the com- 
munity. This report can be best characterized as bittersweet due to numerous reductions 
in personnel, programs, and services in contrast with the extensive pride and dedication 
of remaining personnel and the existing high school student body to make the best of a 
difficult situation. Amidst numerous significant changes, the high school community 
continues to generate enthusiasm for its primary task which is the individual educational 
development of the adolescents of East Bridgewater. 

High school enrollment as of October 1, 1981, was 741 students. Individual grade 
enrollments were 187 in grade 9, 211 in grade 10, 165 in grade 11 and 178 in grade 12. 
This represents an overall decrease of three students over one year ago. 

The high school presently has twelve fewer teachers, no athletic or supervisory 
aides, fewer cafeteria personnel and no department chairpeople in contrast to the 
preceding year. The impact of resignations, reductions in force, transfers, and person- 
nel on leave of absence has resulted in a dramatic change in the composition of the high 
school staff. All of us at East Bridgewater High School are saddened by the absence of 
twenty-eight dedicated colleagues. Retirements include: William Crowley (Science), 
Donald Ketcham and Francis Mello (Foreign Languages), Donald Oakley (Social 
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Studies), Loretta Ring (Guidance) and Florence Tarentino (Cafeteria Manager). 
Resignations: Lisa Mara (Mathematics), Debra Merrill (Business Education), Cheryl 
Shaw (Foreign Language), Lisa Dirhalides (Special Needs Aide), Jeanne Foy 
(Secretary), Terri Waddell (Clerk-Typist), Carolyn Bennett (Athletic Aide), and Ethel 
Wagner (Supervisory Aide). Reductions in force: Sue Feeney (Home Economics), 
Kathleen Kearney (Physical Education), Norman McGowan (Social Studies), Michael 
Owens and Katherine Russell (Mathematics), Marilyn Nichols (Special Needs Aide), 
Patricia Herbert (Teacher’s Aide), and Marion Cabana (Cafeteria). Transfers to the 
Middle School: Vincent Malewicz (Physical Education), Richard McCusker (Industrial 
Arts), and Catherine Mormino (Cafeteria). One year leave of absence: Thomas Lovett 
(Industrial Arts), Barbara O’Neill (Business Education), and Janice Williams 
(Guidance). 

This year we were pleased to welcome fifteen new employees to the high school 
staff. They are: Joseph Cirigliano, Administrative Assistant (St. Francis College, B.A. 
History and Bridgewater State College, M. Ed. Guidance); Barbara Long, Foreign 
Language teacher (Stonehill College, B.A. French and Boston College, M.A. French); 
Elizabeth Savery, Provisional Guidance Counselor (Wagner College, B.S. Nursing and 
Bridgewater State College, M. Ed. Guidance); Grace Swierk, Provisional Business 
Education teacher (Suffolk University, B.S. Business Education); and Virginia O’ Con- 
nor (Secretary). Transfers from the Middle School: Spencer Bernstein (Science), Judith 
Kraemer (Physical Education), William Moore (Mathematics), and Eileen Silva (Social 
Studies). Transfers from the Intermediate School: Barbara Benson (Secretary), and 
Ronald Olson (Custodian). Cafeteria transfers: Claire Copeland, Marjorie Mondeau, 
Jeanette O’ Day, and Frances Shay. 

Academically, the high school program of studies has been revised to offer a core 
curriculum. The elimination of 42 different course offerings, the combination of 
numerous other courses, and the increase of class size to 24:1 across the entire cur- 
riculum, with many class sizes ranging to 30:1, has hampered the philosophy of in- 
dividualized instruction that has been in effect for many years. Other problems en- 
countered are: the loss of flexibility in making schedule changes and in enrolling 
transfer students; creation of large study halls in the cafeteria and auditorium; a reduc- 
tion in corridor and lunch monitors and overall building supervision; reduction in funds 
to purchase classroom supplies and maintain and replace instructional and non- 
instructional equipment; reduced communication with parents and others due to the 
elimination of one telephone line; the elimination of late buses providing transportation 
for after-school activities and necessary to enforce proper discipline; and the elimina- 
tion of the Driver Education and LaBaron’s Hairdressing Academy alternative 
program. 

The duties of seven previous department chairpeople and the coordination of all 
curricular programs and support services are being fulfilled by Judith Riordan, Assis- 
tant Principal. This has been accomplished by the reorganization and upgrading of her 
previous job duties and the establishment of an Administrative Assistant position to 
maintain positive discipline, improved student attendance, and coordination of building 
use activities. Both Mrs. Riordan and Mr. Cirigliano are to be commended for the 
diligence which they demonstrate daily in assisting the administration of the high 
school. 

The past school year has been one of significant reorganization, careful planning to 
accomplish the maximum education possible for students, in light of considerably 
lessened resources, and encouragement of staff to attempt creative alternatives to pro- 
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grams and techniques to neutralize the effects of increased class sizes, fewer offerings, 
and limited resources. 
Highlights of the 1981 school year are: 
— Notification by the New England Association of Schools and Colleges Ac- 
creditation Committee that accreditation has been extended for five years until 
1986. This notification included numerous commendations related to changes 
and improvements completed since the last accreditation committee visit in 
1976. 


— The return of all co-curricular activity, athletic and music programs by the 
East Bridgewater School Committee following the special town meeting in 
July. This has had a tremendous impact on student morale and demeanor. 


— The graduation of the Class of 1981 on Sunday, June 7. Of the 161 graduates 
55 percent indicated an intent to pursue post-secondary education, 35 percent 
to enter the work force, 6 percent to the Armed Services and 4 percent to pur- 
sue other interests. 


— Baccalaureate and Honors Evening on June 3 during which $17,471 in local 
aid plus three four-year summer employment opportunities were awarded. 


— The Viking Band and Colorguard placing first in five out of six band competi- 
tions and culminating its season by being named the 1981 New England Class 
C Champion. This has been an historic season for our marching music 
program. 


— Open House in May providing parents and community an opportunity to view 
programs, materials, student projects and activities of the high school. 


— Homecoming and Appreciation Day in October dedicated to the East 
Bridgewater Community and highlighted by the presentation to the com- 
munity of bumper stickers that read, ‘‘East Bridgewater Cares About Its 
Schools.’’ These stickers were funded by donations from the various student 
activity programs. 


— Student Senate hosting its annual Bloodmobile and ‘‘Almost Anything Goes’’ 
Competition to support the March of Dimes campaign. 


— Key Club continuing its support of worthy programs through Project Share, 
the annual Halloween Party for K-3, a skate-a-thon to provide funds for the 
Ronald McDonald House, development of Friend, Inc.—a peer counseling 
program, and its annual canned food drive at Christmas in conjunction with 
the Future Nurses Club.

I hereby submit my report for the year 1981. 

I am happy to report that the athletic program has survived the first year of 
Proposition 2/2, continuing to provide athletic opportunities for the students of East 
Bridgewater High School. A total of 404 participants performed on the various teams 
during the past year.

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Report of the Director of Music 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

The Music Department is pleased to submit its report for 1981. 

The effects of Proposition 2’ on our school music program have been felt in many 
ways. The position of Middle School music teacher has been reduced to four days per 
week. This has created large lesson groups with no individual attention for the pupils. 
Our percussion instructor has been eliminated, and the overcrowding at the Middle 
School has caused us to teach lessons in the supply room located in the basement. Mrs. 
Wilcox has lost the use of the Music Room, which is now used most of the day for other 
classes. She has to travel between classrooms and has lost the resources available to her 
in the music area. Band and choral rehearsal time has been cut drastically. The perform- 
ing groups now rehearse for about 15 minutes, this being the time remaining after in- 
struments are assembled, students seated and attendance taken. The quality of student 
performance and the level of ability has dropped. The beginners have not been placed in 
a band program yet, and have not had the traditional Christmas concert, which for 
years, was always a big thrill and a mark of achievement for the young students. These 
students will not have a chance to demonstrate their skill and put themselves to the test 
of performance until spring. However, in spite of these unfavorable conditions, our 
dedicated staff is making the best of the situation. 

Mrs. Mary Wilcox continues her duties as Middle School music teacher, Choral 
Director and High School Choral Director. Mrs. Ellen Zahakos continues as Central 
School music teacher. Mr. John Fantucchio has joined our staff as Middle School in- 
strumental teacher and band director. John teaches four days per week and conducts 
both the Blue Band and the Gold Band. 

Music Department activities for the year have been numerous and highlights of 
1981 are many: 

The High School District Festival was held in Taunton. East Bridgewater was 
represented by five students in Band and one each in Orchestra and Chorus. 

Mark Young and Audrey Little were accepted to the All State Music Festival which 
was held at the University of Massachusetts in Amherst. The High School 
S.E.M.S.B.A. Festival was held at Bridgewater-Raynham Regional High School. All 16 
students who auditioned for Chorus were accepted. Eleven Band students were also ac- 
cepted.

The Association sponsored a Music Banquet at Ridder’s Country Club and 
awarded jackets to qualified junior and senior members of Band, Chorus and Color 
Guard. Plans are underway for another banquet in 1982, and the Association hopes the 
tradition will continue in years to come. 

Student recital programs were held at the High School for individual musicians to 
perform and display their talents. Christmas and Spring Concerts were held in all 
schools. 

The High School Chorus, under the direction of Mrs. Wilcox, was awarded first 
place at the American Choral Directors Association Choral Festival. This is an 
outstanding achievement for our vocal musicians and is a credit to their conductor. 

The High School Viking Band placed first in its class at the N.E.S.B.A. Champion- 
ship Finals held in Lowell. The Viking Band holds the title of New England Band 
Champions for Class C. 

The Band was also awarded the title of Massachusetts State Parade Champion for 
Class C in the Quincy Christmas Parade held in November. The Band placed second in 
the entire parade and had the highest music score for the day. 

The musical production, South Pacific, was held at the High School under the 
musical direction of Mrs. Wilcox. 

The High School Band performed for Town Meeting and received a standing 
Ovation from the townspeople at the conclusion of its performance. 

The Music Parents Association hosted the 3rd Annual Invitational Band Competi- 
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tion at Memorial Field. Fifteen bands from Massachusetts and Rhode Island performed 
for a capacity audience under the auspices of the New England Scholastic Band 
Association. 

Although the budgetary restrictions of Proposition 22 threaten to drastically cur- 
tail our program, I continue to look ahead and offer my assessment of future depart- 
mental needs. I would like to give violin instruction in the elementary grades and build 
an orchestra program. In a few years, we could have a Middle School orchestra and, 
eventually, a High School orchestra. 

I also see a need at the High School level to provide courses for the student who is 
not in Band or Chorus. A jazz studies program, a music appreciation course, or other 
courses which have a wide appeal would be welcome additions to the music program. 

The last formal musical study is in Grade 7. Students should have the opportunity 
to pursue musical interests beyond the 7th grade. 

Music should be a most important aspect in the educational lives of East 
Bridgewater students. Our program can provide unique artistic, cultural and social ex- 
periences that cannot be gained any other way than through active participation in the 
school music program.

I hereby submit my report for the year 1981. 

The major objective of our department has been to establish physical education as 
an integral part of the student’s life. 

The aims of the school program in physical education this past year have been 
many-fold. In the elementary grade, physical education was used to stimulate creative 
imagination; to encourage the student to use his own experiences as a basis for in- 
dividual expression. At the secondary level, students were given the opportunity for 
more specialized instruction according to their individual interests and skills. 

At each of the schools we have begun to look into the concept of a physical fitness 
profile for each student through the administration of the AAPHER Youth Fitness 
Test. The test can be used as a means to judge the extent to which a pupil achieves and 
maintains a standard of physical fitness. 

The year was highlighted by the Field Days and intramural programs at each of the 
schools. 

In looking ahead, the staff is committed to providing the students with an adequate 
program. Priorities must be set and the curriculum will have to be revised and with in- 
creased class size and number of students for which each teacher is responsible, this will 
not be an easy task. Therefore, I am pleased to note that the staff has already begun to 
prepare for the coming school year.

I hereby submit my report as school Food Service Director for the Town of East 
Bridgewater, for the year ending December 31, 1981. 

Numerous changes have been made concerning the School Lunch Program as we 
are attempting to become self supporting. 

The closing of the Intermediate School Cafeteria and the reduction in labor hours 
at the Central, Middle and High Schools, has allowed The School Department to set the 
price of lunch at $.75 per student for a type A lunch. This charge plus State and Federal 
reimbursements are not covering the cost to produce a lunch, so we have introduced an 
a la carte line in both the Middle and High Schools offering fresh fruit, juices, milk 
shakes, ice cream, pastries etc. 

Due to the increase in lunch charges from $.50 to $.75, we have noticed a deprecia- 
tion in participation of approximately 20%. Federal and State cuts in reimbursements- 
commodities, have been very damaging to the lunch program. We are receiving a 
decrease of $.09 per child per plate in commodities, and a decrease of approximately 
50% in reimbursement claims paid per month. There is no longer a subsidy received for 
the milk program. 

Bids for the year were awarded to the following companies: Hendrikson Dairy of 
Abington, Hendries Ice Cream Co. of Milton, J.J. Nissen Baking Co., Inc. of Lynn, 
and W.C. Bonner Co., Inc. of Watertown, Mass. 

Approximately 1060 Type A lunches and 105 breakfast are being served daily 
within the three schools. We have presently 179 free and 154 reduced lunch applications 
approved this year, this is a decrease of 86 free and 20 reduced over last year. 

The Middle School is continuing to offer lunches to the elderly every Tuesday with 
a participation of approximately 65 per week, the charge for these lunches remains at 
$.50. 

Mrs. Tarantino, Manager of the High School cafeteria, will retire as of December 
31, 1981 after twenty one years of dedicated service. We wish her well in her retirement. 

My thanks go to the Managers and their staffs, the Building Principals, Mr. Achin 
and you, Mr. Mitchell. I am looking forward to another pleasant and successful year.

a. The Highway Surveyor is authorized, as stated in Ch. 41—Sec. 62 of the 
General Laws, to set all rules governing the condition under which roadways 
or any other public way, may be excavated. The Highway Surveyor will be in 
charge of all permit grants. 

Sec. 2. Objectives 

a. To set and maintain standards pertaining to any and all trenching upon the 
public ways in the Town of East Bridgewater. These standards are for ex- 
cavations, backfill and proper pitching, to keep after effects minimal. 

Sec. 3. Rules 

a. Any person or persons wishing to excavate an area on Town roads or any 
other public way, must obtain a ‘‘Road Opening Permit.’’ These Permits 
shall be obtained from the Highway Surveyor. 

b. Utility notification sheets must be filed with the Highway Surveyor prior to 
start of work. 

c. Copies of Permits must be on the job site during working hours. 

d. Instructions on Permit are to be adhered to in full. 

e. The Highway Surveyor may require a bond of some nature, such as a cer- 
tified check, cashiers check, etc. made payable to the Town of East 
Bridgewater. Amount of said bond to be set by the Highway Surveyor. Said 
bond to be returned to contractor after a 30 day waiting period has passed, 
to minimize any after effects. At this time, the Highway Surveyor will con- 
duct a final inspection of job site to determine whether bond should be 
released or held until contractor makes necessary corrections to the satisfac- 
tion of the Highway Surveyor. If any necessary corrections are not made 
within 60 days after written notification of same, the contractor will forfeit 
said bond in full and work will be expedited by the Town. 

Sec. 4 Emergencies . 

a. Emergency repairs that must be performed during hours other than those 
normally worked by the Highway Department, may be done by contacting 
the Police Department and notifying them of the location and nature of 
repairs to be performed. 

Article 21.: Voted to amend the Town By-Laws by adding the following new Sec- 
tion: 
Section 11-B ENTRANCE TO PUBLIC WAYS OR STREETS 
Sec. 1. Authority 

a. The Highway Surveyor is authorized to direct all work to be performed to 
gain access to any and all Town roads, and will issue all permits for same on 
forms provided. 

Sec. 2. Objectives 

The fundamental objective is twofold: 

a. To provide maximum protection to both Town and property owner against 
future problems with the flow of water moving into or from the roadway. 

b. To provide a uniform practice in the design and construction of entrances 
and exits. : 
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Sec. 3. Rules 

a. All roads, walkways and driveways, whether new construction or repair, 
shall be constructed on a downgrade from the edge of the abuttors property 
line, to the edge of the roadway where possible. All deviations from this rule, 
must be approved in writing by the Highway Surveyor prior to work being 
performed. 

b. Any proposed disturbance of existing sidewalks will require work to be per- 
formed according to conditions set forth by the Highway Surveyor. 

c. All driveway approaches will be inspected before and after construction. 
Permit must be signed by Highway Surveyor that approval of said construc- 
tion has been given. On new construction, area provided on Building Permit 
may be signed signifying approval. 

d. A bond may be required if Highway Surveyor so requests same. Amount of 
said bond will be set accordingly by the Highway Surveyor. Certified check, 
cashiers check, etc., may be accepted. Said check to be made out payable to 
the Town of East Bridgewater. Check to be released and returned to appli- 
cant upon written approval from the Highway Surveyor, indicating work 
was performed to his satisfaction. 

e. In case of objectionable conditions, and/or nonconformance of requests set 
by the Highway Surveyor, the applicant will be notified by registered mail of 
his or her failure to conform to said requests. He or she will be given 30 days 
to correct faults. If at the end of 30 days, said faults have not been corrected, 
bond may be forfeited to the Town.

Commission. Voted to withdraw without prejudice. 

Article 25: To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,598.—to pay tuition for two residents of East Bridgewater attending the Henry O. 
Peabody School, Norwood, covering Fashion Design, for period 
September— December 1981. NOT A VOTE. 

Article 26. Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $35,000.—for the Town of 
East Bridgewater Unemployment Compensation Fund. 

Article 27: Voted to appropriate the sum of $185,469.—for construction of Winter 
Street, from the Brockton line to the intersection of Summer Street; and to raise this ap- 
propriation, the Treasurer with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, is authorized to 
borrow $185,469.00 under General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 7 (5).

Article 28: Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.—to be used for the 
Treasurer’s Bond Certification and Bond Anticipation Note Interest Expense for the is- 
suing of Bonds and Notes as authorized in Article No. 27.

a. Regular full-time and regular part-time employees who are regularly scheduled to

Honorable Selectmen: 


We have examined the combined financial statements of the various funds of the 
town of East Bridgewater, Massachusetts and the combining statements of changes in 
fund balances as of and for the year ended June 30, 1981 as listed in the table of con- 
tents. Our examination was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing stan- 
dards, and accordingly, included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 

The town follows accounting practices prescribed by the Commonwealth of 


Massachusetts which vary in certain respects from generally accepted accounting prin- 


ciples. The most significant difference relates to the use of the cash basis method for 
recording pension expenses for employees. Generally accepted accounting principles re- 
quire that pension costs be determined by actuarial methods instead of the cash ‘‘pay- 
as-you-go’’ basis described in note 2 to the accompanying financial statements. 

Consistent with the practices of many municipalities in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, the town has not maintained historical cost records of its property, plant 
and equipment. Accordingly, the combined financial statements referred to above, do 
not include a general fixed asset account group which should be presented to conform 
with generally accepted accounting principles. 

In our opinion, except for the effect of not providing for pension costs on an ac- 
tuarial basis, and except that the omission of financial statements of the town’s general 
fixed assets results in an incomplete presentation as explained above, the combined 


financial statements referred to above, present fairly the financial position of the town 


of East Bridgewater, Massachusetts at June 30, 1981, and the results of its operations 
and the changes in financial position of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then 
ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis 
substantially consistent with that of the preceding year as described in note | to the ac- 
companying financial statements. 

Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the financial 
statements taken as a whole. The accompanying financial information listed as 
schedules in the table of contents is presented for the purposes of additional analysis, 
and is not a required part of the financial statements of the town of East Bridgewater, 
Massachusetts. The information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied 
in the examination of the financial statements and, in our opinion, is stated fairly in all 
material respects in relation to the financial statements taken as a whole. 
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In connection with our examination, we also (1) performed tests of compliance 
with the Revenue Sharing Act and regulations as detailed in the Commentary on the 
Audit Requirements of the 1980 Amendments to the State and Local Fiscal Assistance © 
Act issued by the Office of Revenue Sharing, U.S. Department of the Treasury, and (2) 
compared the data on the appropriate Bureau of Census Form RS-8 with the audited — 
records of the town of East Bridgewater, Massachusetts. 

In our opinion, for the items tested, the town of East Bridgewater complied with 
the aforementioned provisions of the Revenue Sharing Act and regulations except for — 
the following matters: 


Section C2j(ii) We could not determine that publication of the use 
report’s availability had been made in a newspaper of general circulation 
or by alternative means within 10 days of its filing as required by Section 
51.12(c). 


Section C2j(v) We could not determine that a notice had been published 
in a newspaper of general circulation or by an ORS—approved alter- 
native means stating that a summary of the enacted budget showing the 
intended uses of entitlement funds was available for public inspection. 


Section C3(a) A copy of the data prepared by the Bureau of Census and 
submitted to the town for confirmation was obtained and an attempted 
reconciliation with audited figures for the period covered was under- 
taken. The census data for Part II—Education was understated by 
$1,000,000 when compared to the town’s records.

Report of the Board of Registrars of Voters 


The Board of Registrars held twenty-three meetings throughout 1982 to register 
new voters and certify signatures on petitions and nomination papers. Elaine S. Powers, 
was elected Chairman/Clerk of the Board and Verian E. Quigley, new member was 
welcomed. Other members are Helen R. Thorndike and H. Virginia Clarity, and Assis- 
tant Registrar, Winifred W. Grabau. 

Census by mail was put into operation in Jan. 1982. The conversion from door-to- 
door to census by mail has proved to be successful. All but a few returned their census 
forms either in person to the office or through the mail. Those who did not return their 
forms were sent second mailings and as a last resort were contacted by phone if possible. 

Along with census by mail came the phenomenal job of transferring all informa- 
tion to master computer sheets which included all children to comply with state statute 
and school census. Every addition or deletion necessitated a change on the master com- 
puter sheets and was time consuming and tedious. The system has proved to be more ef- 
ficient and beneficial for the future of census for the Town of East Bridgewater. The 
conversion was completed with the expertise and patience of all members of the Board 
of Registrars and I would like to thank Winifred W. Grabau, Ass’t. Town Clerk and 
Barbara L. Graham who volunteered their time to complete the job. 

Census by mail does NOT register a resident to vote. This must be done in person 
during office hours daily Mon. through Fri. from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. and Mon. 
evenings from 6:30 to 8 o’clock. Special registration sessions are also held on Saturday’s 
and until 10 p.m. on some evenings, notices of which are posted in public places 
throughout the town. 

For those who have already registered to vote, you will note that your census by 
mail form was printed with the following on the top of the form—‘‘Failure to respond 
may result in removal from the voting list.”” The general laws require this on the form. 
If you do not return your census by mail form, you will receive a second mailing and 
then if possible will be contacted by telephone. Any undeliverable mail is returned to 
this office by the post office, concluding that you have removed your residency from the 
town. If you are a voter and fail to respond to the census form, the general law man- 
dates that a notice be sent to you by first class mail to your last known address inform- 
ing you that you will be removed from the voting list unless you prove uninterrupted 
residency. This necessitates coming into the office and filling out a form. If residency is 
substantiated you are returned to the voting list. If your notice of removal is not return- 
ed to this office unopened by the post office as undeliverable and you do not answer, 
automatic removal from the voting list is a mandate. 

Please add all residents at your household on your census form including all 
children. This assists the schaol with a more thorough analysis of school enrollment and 
in their mandated reports to other agencies. 

Census by mail will also assist in compliance with a new jury system to be in effect 
in all counties within the next five years. The streamlined procedure has the effect of en- 
couraging jury service. The so-called one-day one-trial system will be processed from 
the census and necessitates the month, day and year of birth. Census respondents are re- 
quired to answer the census form each year and it is a matter of law that there is no ap- 
plicable privacy act. Individuals not cooperating can be taken to court to preserve the 
quality of census information which is paramount. Census authorities are informed that 
they must make full use of legal powers available to them to comply with the provisions 
of the law.

Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

The Board of Selectmen are pleased to submit to you our annual report. Upon 
reorganization of the Board in April of this year, proposed priorities for the coming 
year were discussed. Our priorities as agreed, are as follows: 


1. Computerization of Town Office Departments—A study committee was formed 
and has been meeting throughout the year. This committee will have recommenda- 
tion at Annual Town Meeting. 

2. Acceptance of approved subdivision streets for town meeting action by co- 
ordinating of Planning Board, Highway Department and Board of Selectmen. We 
have submitted some streets for town meeting action. Additional streets will be 
submitted in the future. 

3. To reinvestigate the proposed establishment of the position of a Town Engineering 
Department—no action has been taken at this time. 

4. Improved total Insurance Package for the Town. Proposals were requested from 
our local carriers. We contracted for this year with a local agent for additional 
coverage at approximate savings of $40,000. 

5. Continuing Matfield River ‘‘clean up’’—this project has $100,000 of state funding 
which will be spent for engineering and planning as soon as the Brockton Waste 
Treatment plant is completed. 

6. Improved transportation for the elderly of the Town. The Board working with the 
Council on Aging and OCPC have successfully obtained a multi region bus van 
which will be assigned one day a week to East Bridgewater elderly residents. 

7. Budgetary planning and Department Head Meetings—we have held periodic 
meetings in our preparations to meet the demands of Proposition 2’. 

8. Implementation of new agenda parameters for the Board of Selectmen to improve 
meeting efficiency and time utilization. The Board’s agenda is developed during the 
week and reported in the newspaper prior to the meeting. 

9. Regional Sewer District—no action taken. 

10. Capital Budget Plan in cooperation with Planning Board—no action taken. 


The Board of Selectmen has met with the Mayor and officials representing the City 
of Brockton many times this year to receive updates on their new sewage treatment 
plant. The odor problem from the antiquated system has been a nuisance to many of 
our citizens. We have been assured that the new plant will be on line in the Fall of 1983, 
and should help to relieve this problem of many years to our community. 

The Board with cooperation from Senator Edward P. Kirby and Representative 
Allan R. Chiocca, have spent many hours to resolve both Union Street and Washington 
Street land and road construction proposals. Union Street has been resolved, but efforts 
continue to be citizen responsive and municipal cost effective to settle the reconstruc- 
tion of Washington Street by Federal Funds. The Board of Selectmen wish to thank 
those who participated in negotiating contracts with the Town, for their cooperaton this 
past year. We were able to resolve and sign all contracts at an early date. 

We ask your continued input of ideas, thoughts, suggestions and methods that we 
can study and utilize to make our town government function more cost efficiently and 
effectively. Your attendance at our meetings is always welcome and we sincerely urge all 
voters to attend our Town Meetings.

Report of the Board of Assessors 


For the past year we have been in the process of reviewing all properties for the pur- 
pose of recertification of values as mandated by the State Department of Revenue. 

Public Utilities were appraised by a professional Personal Property Consultant and 
the balance of our personal property was revalued by the Board of Assessors. 

Real Estate properties were updated by the same professional firm that revalued 
the Town in 1980. 

As of the end of January, 1983, a report of updated values has been submitted to 
the Department of Revenue to comply with mandates of recertification. With an early 
approval of these values, a tax rate could be set for Fiscal 1983 by May 1983. 

Two veteran assessors are retiring this year, and it is their recommendation that the 
Town fund the appointment of a full time Assistant Assessor. This will help protect the 
Town’s best interests in obtaining the maximum tax revenues and entitled State aid.

This Department plans to present two articles at the Annual Town Meeting. The 
first article will be for funds to purchase Minitor pocket receivers for Call Firefighters. 
The second article will be for funds to replace six 1950 vintage Scott Air Paks. At this 
time I ask for your support at Town Meeting as I consider both articles to have a high 
priority. 

A six month Call Firefighter Recruit program is being given at this station in an ef- 
fort to bring our Call Department to its full capabilities. Although this is a new venture 
in the Fire Service of this area, I am confident that we will gain interested and qualified 
personnel from the program. 

Open burning dates this year are January 15 to May 1. A permit must be obtained © 
from your Fire Department and only brush, cane, driftwood, and forest debris may be | 
burned. Burning of grass, hay, leaves, stumps, and building debris is not legal. 

Equipment of this Department is generally in acceptable condition, although age is 
telling on some apparatus. The feasibility of refurbishing trucks instead of purchasing 
new is being evaluated. Replacement hose is being purchased each year as budget 
allows. 

The fee charged by this Department for certificates of compliance on re-sale of 
residential dwellings brought in nearly $1,000.00 that has been turned into the Town 
Treasury. The most important outcome of this law, in my mind, is the fact that it is get- 
ting smoke detectors into homes. I highly recommend that anyone who can possibly do 
so, install smoke detectors. 

Co-operation of the Board of Selectmen, Town Departments, Firefighters and 
EMTA’s is greatly appreciated.

tions were conducted for Judges, Court Personnel, and Attorneys of the area. The 
equipment has been very effective in corroborating evidence of intoxication in the court 
presentations.

Board of Health meetings were held on the second and fourth Wednesdays of the 
month at 9:00 a.m. in the L. Gladys Farren Nurses’ Cottage. The Board was organized 
from January through April as follows: Donald B. Bannerman, M.D., Chairman; 
William A. Johnson, Clerk; and Robert H. Jones, member. In March, Dr. Bannerman 
announced his intention to retire after 43 years of service to the Town on the Board of | 
Health. 

On April 2, 1982, Dr. Bannerman was honored at a surprise testimonial at Ridder’s 
Country Club by over 200 residents. Citations were presented from Governor Edward 
King, the State Senate, the State House of Representatives, as well as the local Board of 
Selectmen. A portable color television set and gift of currency were presented in addi- 
tion to a lifetime pass to the Disposal Area. The Board of Health and Home Health 
Agency staff later presented Dr. Bannerman with a photo album of the testimonial and 
ceremonies. 

After the Town Elections in April, Donald E. Nelson joined the Board of Health 
and it was reorganized as follows: William A. Johnson, Chairman; Robert H. Jones, 
Clerk; and Donald E. Nelson, member. Also, for the convenience of Town residents, 
meetings were scheduled for the second Wednesday of the month at 9:00 a.m. and the 
fourth Tuesday evening at 7:00 p.m. This newly adopted schedule provides townspeople 
with greater accessibility to the Board of Health. 

Commencing Oct. Ist, Disposal Area Stickers were made available at the Police 
Department from Monday-Saturday from 9:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. This arrangement was 
a joint effort on the part of the Board of Health, Police Department and Highway 
Surveyor. Mr. Raymond E. Tardie also agreed to oversee the day to day operations of 
the Disposal Area for the Board of Health. 

On September 8th, the Board appointed Janice Albanese to the position of part- 
time clerk. Extra clerical help became necessary due to the increased amount of third 
party billing for the Home Health Agency and more extensive record keeping pro- 
cedures to be followed. 

Mr. Joseph Rodricks, Health Inspector, spent a busy year investigating housing, 
sewerage, and other miscellaneous Board of Health violations. He also observed 
numerous perc tests, repairs to septic systems and new system installations. Again this 
year, Mr. Rodricks, assisted by Administrative Secretary Sharon Waldron, inspected all 
food service establishments and did swab testing for lab examination.

Report of the Conservation Commission 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater, 
the Conservation Commission submits its report for 1982. 

The Commission received eleven Notices of Intent for which Public Hearings were 
held and Orders of Condition issued. One Order of Condition was appealed to the 
Department of Environmental Quality Engineering. In addition, the Commission issued 
a Cease and Desist Order, a Certificate of Emergency and received a Court Restraining 
Order on property on North Bedford Street. Complaints and requests for clarification 
of the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act, many involving inspection by the Com- 
mission were received and resolved by the Commission. 

The updated Phase II Study completed by Mrs. Loretta Ring was accepted by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Division of Conservation Services for one year. The 
Commission hopes to be able to give more time and effort to this study in 1983. The 
Commission is still very much concerned about the extensive building in the Wetland 
Protection district and has given considerable time and effort to try to protect the future 
of these involved wetlands. 

We have again found it necessary to oppose the request for use of Sodium Chloride 
in the Wetland Protection District. 

A gift of land from Alan K. and Annette C. Lindh was received with appreciation 
as it is in the designated Wetland District. 

Mark Young was sponsored by the Conservation Commission to attend the 4H 
Conservation School in Ashland and reported to the Commission on his work at the 
school. 

Due to the volume of ever increasing responsibility of enforcing the Wetlands Pro- 
tection Act and other functions the Voters of East Bridgewater should be giving serious 
consideration to hiring a Conservation Administrator as is being done in other area 
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towns. 

In view of the many requests for information, the Conservation Commission Of- 
fice is now open the first and third Wednesday of the month from 1:00 P.M. to 4:00 
P.M. for the convenience of the citizens of East Bridgewater. Regular meetings are held 
at the Conservation Office in the Gladys Farren Nursing Cottage, the first and third 
Tuesday of the month at 8:00 P.M.

Board of Water Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

The Board of Water Commissioners is pleased to inform the Town that, for the 
first time in many years, the cost for operating the Water Department has been paid for 
by its own revenue and not property taxes. This became possible through a restructuring 
of the Town’s Water Rates. In order to assure each family serviced will pay its fair 
share, 236 new meters were installed last year. At the present time the Town is about 
95% metered. The program of installing new and, where needed, replacement meters 
will be continued this year. Eventually, an annual water meter maintenance/replace- 
ment program will become an established department function which will allow a con- 
tinuing modernization of the Town’s water metering/revenue system. 

The staff of the Water Department was returned to a 4-man labor force by the hir- 
ing of Mr. Scott McCann. This additional employee allowed the Water Department to 
perform tasks that normally would have to be advertised, contracted and constructed by 
outside contractors at a greater cost to the Town. The Department, under the direction 
of Superintendent Lyman Howard and Foreman Robert Dubee, installed new water 
mains on Waterman Street, Wildwood Avenue and a portion of Sherwood Circle, in- 
stalled 236 new water meters, installed 22 new water services, renewed one old water 
service, repaired 15 existing water services, replaced 5 fire hydrants, repaired 3 fire 
hydrants, performed emergency repairs for 5 water main breaks and responded to 
numerous calls regarding frozen water services. In addition, the Water Department pro- 
vided assistance to other Town Departments in the form of manpower and equipment. 

The Water Department has begun the development of Well Site #3 off Washington 
Street near the Satucket River. The basic access road is near completion and the duplex 
(two) wells are to be installed within the next few months. The site including pumping 
equipment and buildings are scheduled for completion sometime during the summer of 
1983. The two wells will be capable of delivering about 500 gallons per minute (720,000 
gallons per day) into the Town’s distribution system. The new equipment will also allow 
the Water Department to provide pH adjustment to the water supply obtained from this 
well. Eventually, the other three well sites will have similar pH adjustment equipment. 

The addition of a new water source should not be considered as a surplus of water. 
The Town has historically been cooperative at conserving its water resources. Last year 
the Winter Average consumption was 700,000 gallons per day and the Summer Average 
was 1,000,000 gallons per day. The addition of the new well will allow the Department 
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to control the removal and recovery of our ground water resources by scheduling the 
operation of the Town’s well system and allowing certain wells to rest during drought 
conditions. 

The Board of Water Commissioners, in an effort to provide quality customer serv- 
ice, now has two methods for customers to contact the Department. The Board recently 
hired Mrs. Lucille Smith as a full-time clerk. Mrs. Smith will be available for customer 
assistance during normal department working hours. An Automatic telephone answer- 
ing device has also been installed in the Water Department Office as a convenience for 
customers wishing to contact the Department after normal working hours. 

The Board of Water Commissioners is presently preparing the line items and ar- 
ticles for next year’s budget. Confidence in the Board of Water Commissioners has 
enabled the Town to have a supply of good quality water at a reasonable price. Your 
continued support of the recommendations of the Board of Water Commissioners will 
keep this system maintained properly and producing a quality product for many years. 
In addition the Board of Water Commissioners wishes to thank the other Departments 
for their cooperation.

East Bridgewater Home Health Agency 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

The year 1982 has been one of growth and challenge for the East Bridgewater 
Home Health Agency. Our annual report reflects growth in home health care for the 
citizens of this town. Visits have increased across the board in: 
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All of this means longer hours of nursing and ancillary services. We are seeing a 
growing need for home health care due to the earlier discharge of patients from 
hospitals, new treatments and techniques which enable patients to return home sooner, 
the rising costs of hospitalization, and the therapeutic and cost-efficient value of the 
home setting for the patient. 

The East Bridgewater Home Health Agency operates under the Board of Health. It 
is certified by Medicare, thereby allowing clients who are eligible for Medicare, 
Medicaid, Blue Cross/Blue Shield, and private insurance to recieve services under these 
plans. The Agency provides skilled nursing care, home health aide, physical therapy, 
speech therapy, occupational therapy, and medical social services. A request for ser- 
vices can be initiated by any resident of East Bridgewater who is in need of any of those 
skilled services providing there is physicians’ approval, by calling the office at 378-2391. 
The referral may also come from the physician or the continuing care coordinator of a 
hospital or nursing home. An important aspect of these services is to assist the patients 
and their families to cope with the illness, and to teach them the skills necessary to ade- 
quately care for the ill person. 

Under contract with Easter Seals, we obtain Physical Therapy, Speech Therapy, 
Occupational Therapy, and Medical Social Services. We have two home health aides on 
staff, and additional home health aide services are obtained through Greater Brockton 
Homemaker-Home Health Aide Services and Catholic Charities of the old Colony 
Area. 

The Agency works closely with the Council on Aging, the Old Colony Elderly Serv- 
ices, Old Colony Hospice for the care and support of the terminally ill, Salvation Army, 
as well as many other human service agencies. 

The Public Health portion of our programs include Post Partum, Premature, and 
High-Risk New Born visits, Communicable Disease follow-up, Tuberculosis Screening, 
and Flu Clinic. 

Senior Citizens’ Health Clinics are held bi-monthly on the first Thursday at the 
East Bridgewater Library and the third Thursday at the Community Building at Riddell 
Road. 

Blood sugar clinics are held at the Community Building for Senior Citizens every 
six months and the Flu Clinic is held annually for Senior Citizens. Immunization up- 
dates for infants and preschool children are arranged in the Spring. Please call the 
Board of Health office for further information. Hypertension and blood sugar clinics 
are held periodically for adults 18-60 years old. Children may have their blood tested for 
lead levels by calling the office for an appointment. 
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The Home Health Agency has a loan closet at the office. We loan wheelchairs, 
walkers, canes, crutches, commodes, at no cost to the patients. This equipment is 
available through donations made to the East Bridgewater Public Health Nursing 
Association. 

A total of $70,421.81 was returned to the Town of East Bridgewater for 1982 via 
third party billing for services rendered by the Home Health Agency staff. 

Weare proud of the quality of services given to the community by a staff dedicated 
to the commitment of providing the highest quality of home health care.

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Report of the Library Trustees 


It is with great pride that the Board of Library Trustees submits its Annual Report 
for the year 1982. 

The Board of Library Trustees is charged with providing a variety of materials to 
meet the informational and recreational needs of townspeople. However, community 
support is the ultimate arbiter which measures how well we have identified local needs 
and to what degree our responses have addressed these needs. This is extremely impor- 
tant because print and non-print materials are often too costly for the average citizen to 
purchase. Therefore, it is particularly gratifying to recognize the high level of interest 
and encouragement the community has expressed towards our selection of materials 
and our services. All our accomplishments rest on this firm foundation of local support 
and this has contributed to almost a century of library service in the town. 

Perhaps the most visible expression of support for the Town Library System has 
been the vote at the Annual Town Meeting to replace and restore the roof, gutters and 
brickwork of the 1896 Washburn Building. Water is a deadly foe of any structure. By 
rededicating our efforts toward the preservation of a historic landmark, our fellow 
citizens have invested in the future of our library for many years to come. 

Also important in view of limited growth in the town are significant additions to 
the number of registered borrowers. This, coupled with dramatic increases in circula- 
tion figures in each reporting unit, suggests that a growing number of townspeople are 
discovering the value of library service and are recognizing the contributions made by 
this access to information. 

Another vital source of support has been the Grace C. Eastman Fund, a private 
charitable trust established by townspeople to finance library activities. Through its 
generosity, a family pass to the Children’s Museum in Boston was purchased in April. 
This allowed fifty-three families free access to one of our region’s premier family attrac- 
tions. A mime program featuring talented actor Scot Cannon offered two performances 
and delighted both youngsters and adults with this specialized and unusual form of 
communication. ‘‘An Evening with Daniel Rodricks;’ brought this popular Baltimore 
Evening Sun correspondent and WBAL television commentator to the lectern for an 
evening of insight, sensitivity, and warmth. All programs have been extremely well- 
attended and support from townspeople, local business, and civic organizations has in- 
sured a remarkable degree of success. 

Interest on the part of adults is necessary for an effective library program. Yet, it 
should be noted that young people continue to be some of our most enthusiastic 
patrons. Over one hundred and sixty-five young people launched balloons to usher in 
the summer program. Nationally recognized children’s author Shirley Glubok and 
Francis Beary’s slides of Disneyland attracted large numbers. A baby-sitting course, 
sponsored with assistance from the Plymouth County Extension Service, and ‘‘An 
Evening with Sumner McCain;’ a story-teller known throughout the region, added a 
new dimension to the program. While interest in traditional preschool story hours and 
various book clubs continues to attract young people, it is especially gratifying to note 
the positive response to innovative programming and creative projects. 

In every sense, the Town Library System exists as ‘‘part of the whole}’ and the 
Library Trustees wish to acknowledge valuable assistance from other Town Depart- 
ments and civic organizations and thank them for their help. A transfer of excess funds 
from the High School Building Addition Committee has allowed us to replace outdated 
items in the High School Library and develop the collection to meet the demands of an 
1980’s curriculum. Additional funds from the School Department have allowed us to 
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upgrade materials at the Middle and Central Schools. The technical requirements 
necessary to implement building repairs would have been most difficult to meet without 
the assistance of Richard Achin, School Administrative Assistant, and Robert Lund- 
berg, Town Building Inspector. The removal of the flagpole from the grounds of the In- 
termediate School to the side lawn of the Public Library was made possible with the 
assistance of the Highway and Tree Departments. Local officials also dedicated a 
memorial to policemen who have served the town, at the new entrance to the Public 
Library. The Library Trustees also make their facilities available to bona fide commu- 
nity groups and have welcomed the Selectmen, Finance Committee, Council on Aging, 
Insurance Study Committee and various clubs that so generously serve the town. 
Thanks to the generosity of local talent, our efforts as a regional artistic, cultural, 
and historical center have been successful. Under the umbrella of the Artsline Program, 


_ the artwork of Pat Maynard, stained glass of Frances Ellis, photographs by Carla 


Broman, paper sculpture of George Palmer, and the prize-winning quilt of Denise Dube 
Imlach brought color, sophistication, and innovative design to decorate our facilities. A 
gift of needlepoint Christmas ornaments crafted in Susan Hamilton’s Evening Practical 
Arts Class provided beautiful holiday decorations for the Public Library in the true 
spirit of the season. A Lot Plan of the war veterans buried in the old Central Cemetery 
researched by Peter Fitch and donated to the Public Library has become a valuable tool 
in genealogical research, and our participation in the Preservation Week Display clearly 
demonstrated the high degree of interest in our heritage. 

Gifts honoring the lives of Julia Mosher, Virginia Moorhouse, and Michael Nardi 
continued a tradition of living memorials, and floral arrangements designed by Mrs. 
Edwin Whitmore have brought a rainbow of color into our building. Our program 
thrives on community participation and we are most appreciative of all contributions. 

While this report has detailed local commitment and service, we recognize that any 
success enjoyed by library programs is due in large part to the hard-working profes- 
sional staff. Library custodian Sanford Nute acted as clerk-of-the-works for the ex- 
terior building repairs, insuring that the work was completed properly and according to 
specification. Shelves, cabinets, and ceiling insulation were installed in the new building 
by Mr. Nute and energy-efficient windows replaced dated models in the Front Reading 
Room. Plans for adequate lighting on the third floor of the new addition were also 
executed under his direction. Lorraine Roan was responsible for the attractive library 
decor which reflects the seasons and adds to our programs and exhibits. Special note 
should also be made of the tireless devotion of High School Librarian Anne Hynes in 
her efforts to upgrade materials to serve a sophisticated school population. 

Recognition should also be given to those who have completed their library service. 
After thirteen years as Children’s Librarian and assistant, Marion Hornstra has retired. 
Recognized for her efficiency, dedication, and special ability to work with young 
people, Mrs. Hornstra served a generation of youngsters with enthusiasm and interest. 
The resignation of Middle School Library Aide Mary Sue McGrath was also accepted 
with regret and appreciation for a job well done. Anne Butman’s departure as High 
School Library Aide created a vacancy filled by Anita Barton, an experienced school 
librarian with a B.S. in Elementary Education with a minor in School Librarianship. 
Anne Wilson, a former library aide with public and school library experience and a 
B.A. in English, was appointed to serve as library aide in the Middle School. CETA 
aides Rachael Pratt and Robert Reid have also contributed to our efforts, and 
volunteers Deborah Harris and Lisa Wagner deserve special thanks for their help with 
several of our progrms. 

The Board of Library Trustees remains committed to unified town library service 
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as the best vehicle to serve youngsters, students, and the adult population. Economic 
uncertainty, technological changes, and new career opportunities demand current infor- 
mation. With the support of the community and tireless devotion of the staff, the 
Library Trustees feel that East Bridgewater can continue to help townspeople reach 
their goals and realize their ambitions.

Report of the Veterans’ Services 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater, 

My report last year indicated that Veterans’ Services would be called upon for a 
continued increase in services and case load due to the recession and the increased age 
factor of our W.W. II and Korean Veterans and the difficult time that many of Vietnam 
Veterans are having adjusting to many of their problems. 

This evaluation was well founded when we had to request an additional $30,000.00, 
for our Veterans’ Benefits account last year. This request would have been much more 
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if we had not been successful in obtaining Federal V.A. funds for our Veterans and their 
dependents in excess of $93,000.00, during 1981-1982. 

Since this year 1982-1983, has not been completed as yet our total Federal Funding 
is not completed in cases we have filed for. However, to date we have been successful in 
the amount of $35,000.00, for our cases in particular in helping to defray the cost of our 
Nursing Home cases. 

This year we had hoped that our case load and needs would be reduced but as of 
now (February 1, 1983), it is apparent that this is not the case. We have had to request 
an additional $20,000.00, for 1982-1983, for a total of $55,000.00. We have already 
been successful in recovering more than $8,693.00 in Workmens Compensation and 
Lien cases this year and that amount has already been turned over to the Town 
Treasurer. 

This is in addition to 50% refund of $55,000.00. We have again this year handled 
the Fuel Allowance Program and have already processed more than 157 applications for 
our citizens of East Bridgewater. In addition we have completed 172 Tax Abatement ap- 
plications for Veterans and their dependents. 

I would be remiss if I did not thank our Administrative Assistant Marcia 
Anapolsky, for her dedicated efforts on behalf of the citizens of East Bridgewater, she 
has done an outstanding job in all phases of our work for the past three years and 
without her efforts, we would have not accomplished the success that we have in our ef- 
forts to help the people of our town. 

It has been a pleasure to be of service to the Veterans and their families and the 
citizens of East Bridgewater. If we may be of help in anyway to the citizens of East 
Bridgewater, please call our office between the hours of 8:30 a.m. and 4:30 p.m. Mon- 
day thru Friday.

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Report of the Highway Department 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Residents of East Bridgewater: 

This year the Spring Street project was completed with the final coat of asphalt 
being applied. A very bad drainage problem which has existed at the intersection of 
Keith Place and North Central Street has been corrected. An extensive patch program 
was done on Oak Street and the problem of ‘‘peeling’’ has been kept to a minimum 
through this winter season. Franklin Street was brought back to shape. At the time of 
this printing, the Winter Street project should be out to bid. 

This year we again obtained another ‘‘Grant’’ which allowed us to build a salt-sand 
storage shed. This building is 96’ long by 45' wide and is valued at approximately 
$38,000.00. This was at no cost to the taxpayer. 

Once again I would like to thank all of the departments who graciously offered 
their assistance when needed. I would like to give a special thank-you to the Police Of- 
ficers, Mrs. Langdon and Chief Arnold for taking on the responsibility of issuing the 
landfill stickers. To quote an old cliche, ‘‘Close tolerances in a set of gears, makes a 
smooth running machine?’

The Board held regular meetings on the second and fourth Mondays of each month 
at 7:30 p.m. at the Town Office Building, except that only one monthly meeting was 
held in July and August. 

The Board acted on 20 plans that did not require approval under subdivision con- 
trol law:

2. Released Lot 1 off Bridge St. for Michael Silva upon the posting of a bond to 
cover cost of improvements. 
3. Disapproved a preliminary plan off Hayes Rd. due to insufficient roadway. 
4. Approved a preliminary plan and subsequently a definitive plan off Bridge St. 
for Forest Benson. 
5. Released all remaining lots on Hudson Place for Russell Grabau. 
The following Special Permit requests were acted upon: 
1. Approved sale of petroleum products at 394 Spring St. for Paul Brown. 
2. Approved sale and storage of auto parts at 438 Thatcher St. for Richard 
Clayton. 
3. Held hearing for construction of business building at Bedford and Spring 
Streets for V.S.H. Realty, which was later withdrawn. 
The Board held hearings and made recommendations on the following zoning matters 
at town meetings: 
1. Recommended amending Sec. 5,a,14, to permit Justice of the Peace and 
Notary’s Public in a Residence A. District. 
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2. Recommended the rezoning of ‘‘The Common’’ from RB to RA district. 

3. Recommended the rezoning of the Luddy property on North Central St. at 
Dean Place from RB to Business use. 

4. Disapproved action to allow a change in salt use in the Watershed Protection 
District and recommended disapproval of an article to give the Conservation 
Commission review authority in this district. 

Site Plan approvals were given for two condominium buildings on Robbins St. for 
RAJE Realty to and for the addition of 3 apartments at 99 Maple Ave. for M. David- 
son. 

The Board was successful in a court action to secure access to bond money posted 
for completion of Pine Tree Estates, Sect.

During the program year ending September 30, 1982, Self-Help, Inc. received a 
total funding of $10,294,302 and provided 351,835 direct services to the area’s limited- 
income individuals and families. 

East Bridgewater residents received 2,899 direct services totaling $138,835 during 
Our program year. 

The total funding of $10 million does not tell the real vlaue of human services 


_ delivered to the area as a whole. Self-Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize an addi- 


tional $787,298 of other community resources such as CETA, Commonwealth Service 
Corps, and local City and Town contributions as well as volunteers. The gross volume 


_ of Self-Help, Inc. during the past program year was $11.1 million. 


Self-Help currently employs 203 individuals, many of whom are limited-income 
and minorities. | 

We feel that the program year 10/1/81 to 9/30/82 was a successful one for Self- 
Help, Inc., and very helpful to our limited-income population. We thank the area’s 
Board of Selectmen, town volunteers and the Selectmen’s representative, Charles 
Baker, to our Board of Directors for helping to make our program a success.

To the Residents of East Bridgewater: 

As your representative to the Old Colony Planning Council we are pleased to pre- 
sent this report of the Council’s activities for 1982. 

During the year, the Council was involved in a wide range of activities that were im- 
portant to insuring its future effectiveness and its ability to serve its member com- 
munities. On the national level, the goal of the administration was to shift the emphasis 
and responsibility for dealing with many socio-economic problems to the state and local 
communities. In this regard, the administration was only partially successful, and 
several programs that the Council has been involved in for many years and had expected 
to be reduced or terminated were continued. The Council’s Economic Development 
Program activities which are supported by Economic Development Administration pro- 
gram funds is a prime example of the attempt to reduce federal involvement but which 
was not successful. However, the off again-on again signals from Washington, D.C. 
played havoc with the Council’s program in this important area of activity at a time 
when the area’s economy is in need of positive direction. 

The uncertainty at the Federal level in authorizing funds also impacted the 
Council’s Area Agency on Aging activities. In this role the Council administers the 
Older American’s Act funding for a twenty-three community region that includes the 
regular Council district plus ten additional communities. Because of the way funding 
decisions were made it was not until midway through the program year that the exact 
amount of funds that would be available to the Area Agency was determined. As a 
result funding commitments and program starts were delayed for certain subgrantees 
beyond what were considered to be appropriate starting dates. Several OCPC com- 
munities benefited from subgrants made by the Council; they included Avon, 
Bridgewater, Brockton, Easton, Hanson, Pembroke, Plymouth, Stoughton and West 
Bridgewater. OCPC also funded areawide programs of benefit to elders such as the 
Senior Law Project; Catholic Charities Home Health Aide and Hospice Program; and, 
the Elderly Nutrition Program administered by Old Colony Elderly Services. 

The Council’s transportation program was again an important area of involvement 
during 1982 with the Council facilitating several traffic and transportation im- 
provements of benefit to the area’s communities and residents. The Council serves as 
the planning arm of the Brockton Area Transit Authority and advises on routes and 
service. In 1982 several traffic improvements were scheduled and accomplished. They 
included traffic and street improvements in downtown Brockton; a commuter parking 
lot in Bridgewater; reconstruction of Chestnut Street in Abington; improvements to 
Route 3A in Plymouth; and, the Plymouth Tourist Information Center. 

The Council was also instrumental in obtaining state transportation-economic 
development grants for Bridgewater, Avon and Hanson. The Council staff provided 
those communities with technical assistance in preparing the grant applications which 
were awarded in September. 

Other activities of note included the Council’s involvement in developing alterna- 
tive solutions to the area’s septage disposal problems. The Council was awarded a grant 
from the State Department of Environmental Quality Engineering which will enable the 
Council to work with its member communities in septage management and to examine 
possible alternatives that may be available. 

In 1982, Richard H. Chase of Easton became the fourth President of the Council 
succeeding Gerard Dempsey of Pembroke who served for three years. A. Stanley Little- 
field of Abington is Council Secretary and Gregory Collins of Plymouth serves as Coun- 
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cil Treasurer. 

The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of its 
member communities, the local boards and commissions and the many governmental 
agencies, public and private institutions and individuals who have assisted the Council 
in its work.

The Plymouth County Cooperative Extension Service’s office is located on High 
Street, Hanson, and can be reached by calling 293-3541, 447-5946 or 746-0053. 


STAFF: 

Our staff is comprised of a Director, two Regional Agricultural Specialists, a Com- 
munity Development Specialist, two Home Economists, three 4-H Agents, one part- 
time 4-H & Home Horticultural Agent and four clerical staff. 

In addition to our County Staff, we administer a Nutritional Educational Program 
for limited-income families in Plymouth County. EFNEP, staffed by one nutritionist 
and nine nutrition assistants, is located at 32 Belmont Street, Brockton. This program is 
funded by Federal Nutrition Funds, through the University of Massachusetts, our 
Land-Grant College. A monthly nutrition newsletter can be sent to you by calling the 
Brockton Office at 583-2545 or 583-2598. Presently, 50 subscribe from your town. 

In our traditional 4-H Program, we have 1,132 members with 22,944 other youth 
participating in our short-term and school programs. The 1980 population of Plymouth 
County schools was 86,443. This means that 26.5% of the Plymouth County youth have 
been involved in our programs this year. 

In your town, East Bridgewater, there were 354 youth that participated in these 
programs. 

The Home Economics Department has a monthly newsletter, Extension Post, with 
1,300 subscribers. Call the Extension Service to be placed on the mailing list. 

In addition, free bulletins on food preservation, vegetable gardening, nutrition, in- 
sect problems, community resource listings and many more are available by calling, 
writing or stopping by the Plymouth County Extension Service at High Street, Hanson. 
We continue to test soil, free of charge, for Plymouth County residents. Our Home 
Economist will also check your pressure cooker gauge. 

Contact your Town Director, Ethel E. Wagner, for the County Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service with any suggestions or requests.

The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Control Project are pleased 
to submit the following report for 1982. 

The Project is comprised of 21 Plymouth County Towns, the City of Brockton, 
and the town of Cohasset (Norfolk County). In all, approximately 350,000 people in an 
area of 621 square miles are served through an integrated, multi-faceted approach to 
mosquito control. The sweeping revisions in the program, begun in 1982, are nearly 
complete, and are resulting in safer and more effective control despite the lack of infla- 
tionary increases in funding for six years. 

1982 was relatively wet, and mosquito populations were higher in many areas than 
in 1981. To provide relief, 289,000 acres were treated by truck-mounted Ultra-low 
volume aerosol sprayers. Standing water that could be reached on foot was treated to 
control breeding. 2,459 man hours were expended checking and treating such areas. In 
addition, 4,094 storm sewer catch basins were treated in areas where they hold water. 

During August of 1982, the Project acquired a small airplane for spraying large 
mosquito breeding areas that cannot be reached on foot. This acquisition will be a most 
significant factor in improving mosquito control while decreasing the already low 
hazard to humans. Only insecticides classified by the EPA as ‘‘relatively non-toxic’ will 
be used, and then only over swamps, marshes, and other wet breeding areas—not over 
residences. 

During the cold months, field crews removed obstructions from 142,000 linear feet 
of ditches and streams to prevent backups and the resultant mosquito breeding pools. 
Very little excavation work was performed by hydraulic backhoe during 1982 to divert 
funds to the purchase of a new backhoe unit and a truck to transport the tractor. 
Backhoe work will resume during the spring of 1983. Due to the large number of re- 
quests received for such work, future projects must be evaluated solely on the basis of 
efficacy in controlling mosquitos. 

To an increasing extent, use of chemicals in controlling mosquitos will be based on 
hard numerical data received through various surveillance methods carried out by our 
fieldmen, entomologists, and local volunteers. The result will be more selective, 
judicious, and timely treatments. An increase in ‘‘larvaciding’’ will mean a decrease in 
‘‘fogging’’ of residential areas. Finally, the Project is planning to develop its own arbo- 
virus surveillance program in light of recent outbreaks of Eastern Equine Encephalitis. 

We wish to thank the citizens and personnel of our member municipalities for their 
cooperation during the past year. 
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Report on Council of Aging 


The East Bridgewater C.O.A. has the primary responsibility for finances and pro- 
vides services for the 1,202 people classified as ‘‘elderly’’ in East Bridgewater. Meetings 
are held 3rd Thursday every month in Sr. Room of Library at 7:00 p.m. 

The services are as follows: Meals on Wheels; luncheon at the Middle School on 
Thursday every week, Arts & Crafts classes at library every week. 

Blood Pressure clinics have been offered by the Public Health nurses twice a 
month. A Blood Sugar Clinic is also offered twice a year. 

As a member of the Old Colony Elderly Services, Inc. the following services are 
available: homemaker assistance, transportation for the weekly shopping trips, legal 
advice clinics. 

The Council publishes a monthly newsletter, ‘‘The American Neighbor,’’ edited 
and delivered by Hazel and Bill Black. 

The Council works closely with Old Colony Elderly Services, Mr. John Campbell 
Director, which services are available through the Sr. Aide’s Office—Mrs. F. Pratt 
378-7975. O.C.E.S. is obtaining a mini-bus equipped with a wheel chair stall and a lift 
for use of any handicapped or elderly for shopping one day a week.

Riddell Road continues to be a busy neighborhood within the Town. The elderly 
residents remain active in community affairs and in a variety of recreational and social 
activities. 

During the course of the year 1982, nine of the ninety six apartments became va- 
cant at one time or another, and were immediately filled from the waiting list. The com- 
plex now has 107 residents: 80 female and 27 male, which includes 11 married couples 
and 4 handicapped individuals. 

At a Special Town Meeting in April 1982, following the recommendations of both 
the Committee to Study Re-use of the Intermediate School, and the School Committee, 
the Town voted to authorize the Board of Selectmen to convey title of the school 
building to the Housing Authority for conversion to low income elderly housing. 

The need for additional housing within the Town is cited in an Old Colony Plan- 
ning Council study conducted in January 1982, in which the OCPC presents the follow- 
ing information: 


**The Old Colony Planning Council has estimated the total 
number of low-income households in East Bridgewater in need 
of housing assistance to be 472. Of that total, 154 are for el- 
derly households, 288 for family and 30 for handicapped.”’ 


OCPC further concludes in its report that: 


**The location (Intermediate School) is best suited for housing, 
which would provide the least change in the area.”’ 


The top priority for the Authority in 1983, therefore, will be to obtain funding to 
convert the school building to elderly housing. We are confident that with the continued 
efforts of Congressman Brian Donnelly, State Senator Edward Kirby, and State 
Representative Allan Chiocca, who have already provided a great deal of assistance, 
funding will be secured for these additional housing units. 

The Authority and its residents express their appreciation to all Town departments 
for their assistance and cooperation throughout the year.

Report of the Bridgewaters Counseling Center 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

As 1982 drew to a close, the Bridgewaters Counseling Center saw a change in direc- 
tors. Mr. John McEnaney, replaced Mrs. Anne Usko, who had served the community 
well for several years. Mr. McEnaney has worked at the Counseling Center for the past 
two years in clinical and administration capacities. He has a strong commitment to the 
program and the Bridgewaters and is pledged to providing for the needs of this com- 
munity. 

It is the support of the towns that makes it possible for the Counseling Center to 
continue to offer mental health services to all residents of the Town of East Bridgewater 
without regard to their ability to pay. At any one time, approximately 48% of the in- 
dividuals being served by the Counseling Center are receiving subsidized services. That 
is, they are paying on a sliding fee scale basis, less than the full cost of their treatment. 
In order to continue to serve these individuals, it is essential that we continue to receive 
town, state and federal government support, as it is these public funds which are used to 
support services for individuals who have no insurance and cannot themselves afford 
the full cost of their treatment.

Beginning in the summer of 1983, we plan to augment our transportation service to 
the town with local shopping assistance trips provided in a lift-equipped minibus which 
will serve East Bridgewater and five other area towns. This type of service has been iden- 
tified as a needed priority by the town’s Council on Aging. We will work closely with 
the Council to insure its successful start-up and operation.

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Report of the Chairman of the 
East Bridgewater School Committee 


To the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 

Your School Committee now, as in times past, urges you, the citizens of East 
Bridgewater, to join with us and to share with us your collective wisdom as we continue 
our budget preparations for the 1983-84 school year. Your schools continue to be 
adversely affected by the severe financial limitations placed on our town and the 
schools, in particular, of Proposition 22. The professional staff of your schools has 
been reduced by 20 percent or 58 positions. Our equipment and supplies have been 
slashed to the minimum, and innovative ideas in education have been implemented as 
we try to run our schools and educate our children in these austere times. The single 
largest investment this town has made over the years is in the buildings, facilities, and 
land of our school system. Capital improvements are required to maintain these 
buildings and facilities on an on-going basis not only for the use of the school children 
but also for the adult population of East Bridgewater. The articles in the town warrant 
proposed by the School Committee are intended to maintain these buildings and 
facilities on a rotating basis. It is our hope that a three-year plan will be approved, and 
this will allow for continued use without incurring tremendous expenditures in any one 
year. 

Fiscal austerity and its resulting impact on the school system has caused many deci- 
sions to be made that were not in the best interests of the school children; however, 
these decisions had to be made due to our financial position. While preparing the 
budget for the 1982-83 school year, the School Committee voted to establish no new 
positions in our budget but instead to live with the severely reduced (58 positions) staff. 
This has caused great hardship on our students both with reduced course offerings, 
larger class sizes, and also in the area of student activities. During budget deliberations 
for the 1983-84 school year, we are recommending that a few courses be re-established 
in the areas of language arts and math. This will result in several positions being also re- 
established and some reduced class sizes. Additionally, we hope to add several advisors 
in the area of student activities. 

Your School Committee has continually attempted to keep you, the townspeople, 
fully informed of the financial requirements of our schools believing that a better in- 
formed public is able to make more viable decisions regarding the school system. The 
people of East Bridgewater are indeed fortunate in having an administration, faculty, 
and staff at all levels to run our school system and to strive for educational excellence in 
the public schools. 

It appears in these austere times that every year is a critical one in the life of the 
public schools, and we assure you this year is no different. Your School Committee will 
endeavor to provide the best possible school system with the budget provided and to 
always obtain ‘‘the best bang for the buck.’’ We wish to acknowledge with sincere 
thanks the cooperation of the various town departments and boards and to express our 
appreciation for all such assistance.

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Report of the 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the East Bridgewater School Committee 
and Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 

I submit my eighth annual report to the School Committee with a very real sense of 
pride and accomplishment. In spite of the shock of having closed one school and 
eliminating over twenty percent of our work force, we continued to maintain a strong 
educational program for the students of East Bridgewater. This was accomplished by 
the actions of the School Committee, the leadership of the administration and the 
outstanding cooperation and dedication of our staff and the support of the citizens of 
the Town. The second year of Proposition 2% has given our school system a chance to 
‘‘regroup’’ and reassess our needs as well as our accomplishments. 

The 1982 school year was unique in that it transcended the last semester of the first 
year of Proposition 2% and the first semester of the second year of Proposition 22. 
The contrast was dramatic. Given the challenges of larger classes, reductions in teaching 
supplies, grade reorganizations and significant personnel losses, we continued to pro- 
vide a quality educational system for the youth of East Bridgewater. Our standardized 
achievement test results, especially in the basic skill areas, remain high. Our extra- 
curricular activities continue to function well with the support of parents. Our cafeteria 
program, totally self-sufficient, is operating in the black and the internal cleanliness and 
appearance of our buildings is being maintained. Although my report for 1982 is 
definitely positive and ‘‘upbeat,’’ I must share some strong concerns with the School 
Committee at this time: 


We cannot continue to defer necessary building and site maintenance 
without running the risk of very serious consequences in the future. The 
Town of East Bridgewater has a significant investment to maintain in the 
buildings and grounds under the control of the School Committee. A list of 
major maintenance and repair needs has been prepared by the administra- 
tion for consideration by the School Committee. 


We cannot continue to reduce necessary personnel and expect to pro- 
vide the same quality of services to the students in our school system. Our 
cost per pupil continues to be well below the State average. We have 


stretched the education dollar as far as we can. Any further cuts will mean 


just one thing—an inferior education for the 2200 students in the Town of 
East Bridgewater. | hope and trust that this will not happen. 


Written reports of the administrative staff have been included with this report for 
School Committee review. 

In closing I would like to acknowledge the continued cooperation of the other 
Town Departments and personnel, especially the Board of Library Trustees. 

My thanks to my office staff and to my administrative team who share in the many 
hours required to administer the East Bridgewater Public Schools. Please accept my 
continued admiration and appreciation for the countless hours and energy which you 
devote to the service of the youth of the Town of East Bridgewater.

Report of the 
Administrative Coordinator for Special Services 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

I am very pleased to report to you on the delivery of services to our Special Needs 
students in East Bridgewater. We are presently serving 343 students having learning 
disabilities. Over 90% of these students are mainstreamed in our own classrooms and 
are provided instruction by our very competent professional staff. The program and 
process of providing services is cost effectively managed and monitored by the Assistant 
Principal and Guidance Counselors in each building. Referrals for services continue to 
increase as a result of larger class sizes and reduced support services and academic op- 
tions, and our staff is doing an exceptional job in attempting to keep up with these 
demands. 

This has been a most important year for East Bridgewater in assessing the effec- 
tiveness of its Special Education services. While evaluation of programs is on-going by 
professional local staff, during the 1981-1982 school year this staff was aided by a team 
from the Massachusetts Department of Education who conducted a Compliance 
Review. The purpose of this process is to determine program strengths and weaknesses 
and to determine compliance with state regulations in Special Education. No non- 
compliance issues were found and our program was commended for outstanding efforts 
in areas which included mainstreaming students in regular education programs, co- 
ordination of Special Education services by the Assistant Principals, creative use of pro- 
grams and resources to provide services, identification of students in need of services 
and Kindergarten screening. These results are exceptional and an affirmation of the 
considerable efforts of a competent staff. 

My concern continues with the cost of tuition and transportation for those students 
who must receive services in placements outside of East Bridgewater. Placements of this 
nature are made judiciously and with regard to individual needs and the quality of serv- 
ices provided is generally high. However, problems such as retroactive tuition rate in- 
creases and inadequate support from other human service agencies make it difficult to 
predict or control some of the costs involved. We continue to develop our participation 
in collaborative programming and to promote legislative revision in order to address 
this problem. 

This has been a very productive year in which we have continued to provide high 
quality, cost-effective services to our Special Education students. Each person involved 
in the delivery of services has contributed maximum effort to meet individual student 
needs with decreasing resources. I would like to thank the entire Support Services Team 
and in particular the Assistant Principals, Judith Riordan, Jefferson Prestridge and 
George Frye for their dedication to the students. I would also like to express my ap- 
preciation to you, Mr. Mitchell, for your continued support throughout my first year in 
this position.

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Report of the 
Principal of the Central School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell, 

I am pleased to submit my report as Principal of the Central School. Once again, it 
gives me a great deal of pleasure to publicly commend the Central School faculty, whose 
tireless efforts on behalf of the children have given this community reason to feel a great 
deal of pride in their schools. This effort, I might add, continues despite the pervading 
degradation of the teaching profession in a society which seems to be begging for 
enlightenment. My only hope is that our children will not continue to be the unwitting 
victims of our state’s and nation’s financial cutbacks. Quite honestly, without con- 
tinued monetary assistance, we will be unable to maintain our program which endeavors 
to provide for each child’s needs. 

I would also like to extend my gratitude to the Central School support staff, i.e. 
secretaries, custodians, and cafeteria workers, who along with our parents complement 
the work of the Central School administration and teachers. Their aid, suggestions, and 
dedication serve to insure that we are able to establish a positive educational climate, 
and thus provide a foundation so necessary for the personal success of our youngsters. 

Our enrollment as of October 1, 1982, was as follows: Kindergarten, 131; Grade 
One, 155; Grade Two, 158; Grade Three, 138; and Grade Four, 155; totalling 737. 
While this total represents a decrease over last year, our class size remains in the high 
twenties which is excessive for these critical educational years. 

This fall we were pleased to welcome to our faculty as a speech and language 
teacher, Mrs. Wenda Kingman. Mrs. Kingman received her B.S. from Bridgewater 
State College and her Masters in Communication from the University of Massachusetts 
at Amherst. She has had prior teaching experiences in the Barnstable and Hadley Public 
Schools. We also welcomed Mrs. Mae Doherty, Mrs. Isabelle Kirshkaln, Mrs. Virginia 
Penney, and Mrs. Carolyn Smith to fill positions as special needs aides replacing per- 
sonnel who resigned during the summer. The funding for these very important positions 
comes from the Federal Government and enables us to maintain our programs and pro- 
vide services. Unfortunately, this is one of the areas previously referred to where we are 
faced with cutbacks in our entitlement! 

This has been a very busy and productive year for the Central School. In the sub- 
ject areas of reading and mathematics we have continued to improve our record keeping 
and monitoring system. This enables us to pinpoint each child’s strengths and 
weaknesses and make subsequent program adjustments. We have also spent a great deal 
of time and effort in coordinating additional curriculum areas at each grade level. 
Specifically, this has involved the areus of social studies, mastery of math facts, skills in 
writing, and spelling lists etc. 

In addition to our emphasis in the curriculum areas, the children partipated in 
many other activities which tremendously broadened their overall education. Among 
these activities were field trips to Plymouth, the Museum of Science, The New England 
Aquarium; assembly programs featuring the various school musical groups, the Middle 
School Drama Club presenting excerpts from ‘‘The Sound of Music,”’ and a local ballet 
company under the direction of Mrs. Pat Snow presenting a Christmas ballet. In addi- 
tion, the children were treated to a culturally enriching performance of ‘‘The Ugly 
Duckling’? and ‘‘The Emperor’s New Clothes’? performed by The New England 
Theatre Guild for Children. In the spring the children particpated in the ever popular 
field day competitions held for each grade level. 

At this time, I would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank the other town 
departments for the cooperation shown to the Central School. In particular, | would 
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like to thank Mr. Carl Sturgis and the library staff for their continued support to our 
program; to Chief Winsor, who has arranged to have his men give tours to our 
kindergarteners, as well as allowing Mr. Peter Watson to speak to many of the 
classrooms regarding the necessity of fire prevention; to Chief Arnold and his officers 
for their cooperation in visits to the Police Station, and to all other town departments 
for their assistance throughout the year. 

A special thanks goes to the many parents who in one way or another have 
volunteered their assistance over the course of the year. Too many to mention 
specifically, suffice it to say that each and every effort is gratefully appreciated. 

To you, Mr. Mitchell, along with your assistants, Miss Williams and Mr. Achin, 
and to the members of the East Bridgewater School Committee, I would like to extend 
my sincere appreciation for your continued support and direction during this past year. 
This type of cooperative attitude, and positive communication enables our school 
system to continue to provide the children of East Bridgewater with the best possible 
educational opportunities.

Report of the 
Principal of the Middle School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

I am pleased to submit my annual report as Principal of the Middle School. 

The 1981-82 school year was the Middle School’s most difficult period since the 
school opened in 1968. The closing of the Intermediate School, coupled with the staff 
reductions caused by budget limitations, decreased our teaching staff and increased the 
Middle School student body by 200. This caused a corresponding loss in student services 
and the curriculum to which they were exposed. In order to accommodate the student 
population and maintain team organization, as well as insure that all subject areas were 
taught by teachers certified in those areas, the number of major academic subjects were 
reduced to four by the combination of English and Literature into a single subject called 
Language Arts. The net effect of this was a reduction of instructional time in these 
areas. The second area directly affected was special subjects, where class size doubled. 
Fortunately, we were able to secure the services of community volunteers to help in 
Home Economics and Industrial Arts. 

In September, a reorganization of our teaching teams enabled a reduction of the 
class ratios in special subjects and the teaching of English and Literature as separate 
subjects. It did not reduce student enrollment, for the December, 1982 figures are as 
follows: Grade 5—176; Grade 6—200; Grade 7—198; Grade 8—197; Ungraded—10; 
total enrollment—781. 

While external forces continued to diminish resources that could be used in instruc- 
tional programs, the staff of the Middle School exerted every effort to insure an ex- 
cellent educational experience for our students. Test results remain very positive, with 
87% of our eighth grade students passing the Massachusetts Basic Skills Reading Test, 
70% the Mathematics Test, and 73% the Writing Sample. It must be remembered that 
this Test is focused on the Secondary level, Grades 9 through 12, but first given to 
students in Grade 8 at the end of their elementary years. The results ot The Science 
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Research Associates Achievement Tests given to the sixth grade also show our students 
to be above grade level in each of the academic areas tested. In the curricular area, the 
addition of two micro-computers have given us a limited opportunity to familiarize 
students with these machines. 


Highlights of the year: 

— The Middle School Drama Club presented two major productions: In May, 
**Cinderella’’ was featured, and in December the musical ‘‘The Sound of Music’’ 
was performed. Miss Marilyn Guarino, with help from Mrs. Mary Wilcox, was 
responsible for the success of both musicals. 

— Intramurals involved over 300 students in a wide range of activities. The culminating 
activity, produced by Mr. Kenney and Ms. Harris, was a gymnastic exhibition. 

— The Music Department again had a large number of participants in both the District 
and Southeastern Massachusetts Bandmasters Association Festivals.

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Report of the 
Principal of the High School 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

It is with sincere pleasure and pride that I submit my annual report of the programs 
and activities of the high school during this past year. Continued growth and develop- 
ment of both academic programs and co-curricular activities has been possible because 
of the dedication and commitment of individual faculty members who consistently ex- 
tend themselves professionally in their associations with each other and with members 
of the student body. Morale of staff and students continues to reach new pinnacles 
resulting in satisfying and enjoyable educational experiences for employees and students 
alike. 

High school enrollment as of October 1, 1982, was 692 students. Individual grade 
enrollments were, 176 in grade 9, 170 in grade 10, 193 in grade 11, and 153 in grade 12. 
This represents an overall decrease of forty-nine students over one year ago. 

This year, we were pleased to welcome six new employees to the high school. They 
are: Margarita Crowell, Science Teacher (Bridgewater State College, B.A. Biology); 
Lisa Davison, Chapter I Teacher (Wheelock College, B.S. Early Childhood Education); 
Martha Redgate, Chapter I Aide; Catherine Mormino, Cafeteria Manager; Beverly 
Wolfe, Teachers’ Workroom Aide; and Anita Barton, Library Aide. Returning from a 
one-year leave of absence is Thomas Lovett, Industrial Education. 

A small number of staff members left the high school prior to the opening of 
school in September. These dedicated professionals will be missed. Earle Hanna’s 
retirement as a science teacher brought to a close a career of fourteen years at East 
Bridgewater High School as both an instructor and department chairman. Stephen 
McDermott, Provisional Industrial Education teacher, was not employed due to the 
unavailability of a position. Maryann Manzo resigned her position as Teacher’s 
Workroom Aide. These individuals are wished every success in the years to come. 

Continuing on a second year leave of absence are Barbara O’ Neill (Business Educa- 
tion) and Janice Williams (Guidance). 

Following a year of reorganization, re-establishment of academic priorities, and ex- 
tensive curriculum development, the high school has embarked on a period of refining 
curriculum offerings, raising academic standards and expectations, and improving 
operational procedures and policies. In specific, we are studying the addition of 
desirable course offerings necessary for improved post-secondary preparation and 
employment opportunities for students, reviewing graduation requirements, studying 
mid-term and final examination implementation, and developing computer-related pro- 
grams to ensure the opportunity for students to become computer literate prior to leav- 
ing high school. I am indebted to high school faculty members who have offered sugges- 
tions or served on committees and particularly to Judith Riordan, our very fine Assis- 
tant Principal, for her coordination and assitance in these efforts. Mrs. Riordan, as 
coordinator of academic programs and services, has been instrumental in the develop- 
ment of the Special Needs Program and in the evolution of a contemporary continuum 
of educational offerings and related services. 

Similar emphasis has been devoted by Joseph Cirigliano, Administrative Assistant, 
to establishing excellent school-wide discipline and improving daily student aitendance 
and tardiness patterns. These significant efforts have resulted in a quiet and orderly 
school program with students present in classrooms creating an optimal learning en- 
vironment for all. 

The untiring efforts of Judith Kraemer, Athletic Director, George McCabe, Stu- 
dent activities Coordinator, and Daniel Lasdow, Director of Music, to organize and 
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coordinate co-curricular activity programs have been key to an extremely active student 
body being engaged in wholesome and rewarding pursuits. 


Highlights of the 1982 school year are many and significant: 

— Completion of the first year of a three-year plan of curriculum development. Goals 
and objectives, as well as a listing of software materials available, for all courses have 
been detailed in writing. 

— The graduation of the Class of 1982 on Monday, June 7. Of the 170 graduates, 53 
percent indicated an intent to pursue post-secondary education, 38 percent to enter 
the work force, 7 percent to the Armed Services and 2 percent to pursue other in- 
terests. 

— Baccalaureate and Honors Evening on June 2 during which $22,229 in local aid was 
awarded. 

— The Viking Band and Colorguard placing first in all seven competitions, entered and 
culminating its season by being named, for the second year in a row, New England 
Scholastic Band Association Class C Champion. The band was also awarded the title 
of Massachusetts State Small High School Parade Champion. 

— The National Honor Society Induction on October 25 to induct twenty-five new 
members. 

— The completion of building improvement projects with the resurfacing of the re- 
mainder of the old building roof in the summer and the installation, by Mr. Brother- 
ton, of trophy cases, new gym doors, and an art display bulletin board in the lower 
lobby. The cases and doors were secured from the Intermediate School after its clos- 
ing. The school system is fortunate to have as competent a maintenance worker as 
Mr. Brotherton is. 

— The highly successful and well attended Open House on May 5, Grade 9 Parent 
Orientation Night on September 1, and Parent/Teacher Conferences on December 
8. 

— The appointment of Catherine Mormino as Cafeteria Manager in January. Mrs. 
Mormino has revitalized the lunch program at the high school resulting in consis- 
tently high pupil participation. 

— The naming of Shelley Abele and Gregory Horne, both of the Class of 1982, as 
Boston Globe Gold Key Scholastic Art Award winners. 

— The announcement of the selection of Stephen Duhamel and Joseph Daniel 
McLaughlin, both Class of 1982, as finalists and of Eric Bryer and Jennifer Hall, 
both Class of 1983, as commended students in the National Merit Scholarship Com- 
petition. 

— The Prom Safety Campaign Assemblies presented by the Alcohol and Drug Infor- 
mation Council in conjunction with Pathways to Health. 

— The Alcohol and Drug Information Council’s selection by the Alcoholism Provider’s 
Association of Southeastern Massachusetts, Inc. for its ‘‘Annual Community Ser- 
vice Award for the Brockton area.”’ 

— Student Senate hosting its Annual Bloodmobile and ‘‘ Almost Anything Goes’’ com- 
petition to raise funds for the March of Dimes. 

— Key Club demonstrating its motto ‘‘Caring is a better way of life,’’ with its annual 
Halloween Party for K-4, a ‘‘Shoot Out Against Cancer,’’ delivery of turkey dinners 
for Thanksgiving to shut-ins, and the annual Christmas Canned Food Drive in con- 
junction with the Future Nurses Club. 

— Continued excellent suport of the Athletic Boosters Club and Music Parents 
Association in the presentation of trophies, award jackets, donations, and involve- 
ment in respective programs. 
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— Class elections and Campaign Day in the spring which saw fifty-two students can- 
didate for office in three classes. 

— An excellent spring musical production of ‘‘Kiss Me Kate’’ by the drama club which 
played to full houses for both performances. 

— The involvement of adult community volunteers in the high school program. 
Namely, Mrs. Gayle Smyth (Art Department weaver-in-residence); Mrs. Holly St. 
Pierre (audio-visual media assistant); Mrs. Jean Lyons (office clerical asssistant); 
Mrs. Diane Barbour (guidance clerical assistant); Ms. Joan Cosgrove (field hockey 
assistant); and four alumni, Mr. William Solari, Ms. Susan Larsen, Ms. Colleen 
Quinn, and Mr. Daniel Skinner (marching band assistants). 

— Lisa Davison, Chapter I teacher, donating fifty years of National Geographics from 
her family collection to the high school library. 


At this time, I would like to take this opportunity to publicly thank other town 
departments for cooperation and assistance shown to the high school throughout the 
year. 

To you Mr. Mitchell, for your excellent leadership and dedication to providing the 
youth of our community with the best education possible; to Miss Williams and Mr. 
Achin for their cooperation, organization, and assistance; and to the members of the 
East Bridgewater School Committee for their willingness to devote extensive time and 
energy in acquiring knowledge and for demonstrating sincere concern in decisions for 
the maintenance and betterment of the school program, I wish to extend my sincere ap- 
preciation. 

The staff of the high school continues to demonstrate creativity and diligence in 
planning and instructing quality educational experiences for its students. Their commit- 
ment to long hours and involvement in all facets of the school’s program are key factors 
in the successes which our high school enjoys. Each of them, assuming their respon- 
sibilities in a thoughtful and concerned manner, enables the operation of our complex 
program to reach fruition. I am indebted to my assistants, the entire high school staff, 
to the student body, and to the community of East Bridgewater.

Report of the 
Director of Music 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 

The Music Department is pleased to submit its report for 1982. 

The school system is fortunate to have a highly talented and professional music 
staff. Mrs. Mary Wilcox continues her outstanding work as Middle School and High 
School choral director and Middle School music teacher. Mrs. Ellen Zahakos continues 
as Central School music teacher, chorus director and recorder ensemble director. Mr. 
John Fantucchio is in his second year with us as part time Middle School instrumental 
music teacher, classroom music teacher and volunteers as director of the newly re- 
organized High School Jazz Band. It is because of these fine music educators that our 
program has managed to provide comprehensive, quality music experiences for the 
students in the East Bridgewater schools. However, there have been many obstacles to 
hinder musical growth in our program such as limited rehearsal time, reduced staff, 
restricted teaching space, limited use of materials, facilities and other resources par- 
ticularly at the Middle School. In spite of these many shortcomings, our staff has been 
successful. 

The East Bridgewater Music Parents Association has been extremely helpful in sup- 
port of our music program over the years and particularly in 1982. With the threat of a 
curtailed music program because of budgetary limitations, the Music Parents Associa- 
tion raised and spent over $12,000 in support of our program. The Association has pro- 
vided a complete set of choral robes for the High School concert choir, bass drums for 
the Viking Band, funds to bring in consultants to assist with the Marching Band and 
Color Guard programs, transportation to festivals, contests and auditions, subsidy of 
the Youth Concert program at Symphony Hall, award jackets to the High School Band, 
Chorus and Color Guard, 50% of the acceptance fee for students accepted to 
SEMSBA, District and All State, funds to provide piano accompaniment for concerts 
and festivals, numerous fund raising projects including the Third Annual Band Com- 
petition at Memorial Field and the Second Annual Music Banquet at Ridder’s Country 
Club. Music Parents Association officers for 1982 are:

Music Department activities this past year have been numerous and there are many 
highlights for 1982. 

A very significant achievement was the many awards received by the 1982 Viking 
Marching Band and Color Guard. The East Bridgewater High School Viking Band is 
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the 1982 New England Scholastic Band Association Field Competition Champion. This 
is the second year in a row which the Band has received this award. In addition, the 
Band is the Masschusetts State Parade Champion for 1982 in the Small School Division. 
The Band has received first place awards in every contest entered in 1982, as well as the 
best music award at each competition. 

The Music Parents Association sponsored the Fourth Annual Invitational Band 
Competition at Memorial Field with 15 bands from throughout New England perform- 
ing for a capacity crowd. 

Peter Brooks and Matthew Jaquith were accepted to the All State Music Festival at 
the University of Lowell. 

The High School District Festival was held in Weymouth. East Bridgewater was 
represented by 5 students in band, 7 in chorus and 1 in orchestra. The High School 
SEMSBA Festival was held in Randolph with 22 students being selected to participate.

High School Recitals have been very successful with both student recital and senior 
recital programs. The repertoire performed and the quality of the solo performances is 
equivalent to a college level program. This success is directly related to our Community 
School instrumental program and to the high standards set by our twice yearly testing 
program.

I wish to see music courses at the High School which would appeal to the whole 
school population and provide a musical experience for High School students who are 
not in Band or Chorus. The unique artistic and cultural experiences, gained by active 
participation in the school music program, last a lifetime. My hope is that we receive 
continued support from the entire community to provide a very worthwhile educational 
opportunity.

Central School 
Our elementary physical education program continues to provide excellence in in- 
struction which features individual creativity through a variety of activities that con- 
tribute to the children’s growth and development. 


Middle School 
The Middle School physical education program was adjusted this year within the 
reorganization of the School’s curriculum with great success and student enthusiasm. 
The program has been expanded to include the following units: 
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1. Fall—Relays II, Newcombe II and Volleyball IT; 
2. Winter—Basketball I, II, III, Wrestling and Bowling II; 
3. Spring—Obstacle Course II, Frisbee II, Track and Field. 


High School 
At the High School, students are given the opportunity to experience a variety of 
activities according to their interest and skills. The Cycle II Program consists of twenty- 
six units that a Senior or Junior may select. The Freshmen and Sophomores Yearly Core 
Program has been changed this year to offer six new units.

I hereby submit my report for the year 1982. 

Our three cafeterias have continued to operate successfully. 

Participation in the lunch, brunch, and a la carte programs has increased steadily 
over the past year, enabling us to offer a well balanced meal to the students at the same 
$.75 price that was charged previously. 

The offering of a la carte items at the Middle and High Schools has become a very 
popular and successful feat, and also helps to defray the expenses incurred by the lunch 
program. 

Bids for the year were awarded to the following companies: Henrickson Dairy of 
Abington, Hendries Ice Cream Co. of Milton and J.J. Nissen Baking Co. Inc. of Lynn, 
Mass. 

Approximately 1200 lunches and 115 breakfasts are being served daily within the 
three schools. We have presently 217 free and 128 reduced price lunch applications ap- 
proved for this year. 

The Middle School continues to offer lunches to the elderly every Thursday with a 
participation of 60 per week. The charge to the individual for these meals remains at 
$.50. 

Student participation and input in menu choices has been encourged throughout 
the year, this in conjunction with the offer vs. serve theory and the fact that an alterna- 
tive sandwich is offered each day almost eliminates any plate waste. 

The entire Cafeteria Staff under the direction of Mrs. Davidson, Mrs. Curley and 
Mrs. Mormino are to be commended for their dedication and effort spent to insure a 
quality lunch program for the East Bridgewater students. 

My thanks go to the three Managers and their Staffs, The Building Principals, Mr. 
Achin and to you Mr. Mitchell for the continued support that has been given to make 
this program successful.
